I desire to refer to your memorandum of 
Tune 10 enclosing Gopy of a report submitted by the 
Chief arohitect, ir. Buck, dealing partioularly with 
the waterproofing of the walls of the alert Bay Indian 
Residential School. 


Under the direction of ur. warren of Mr. 
‘ebb's staff part of the exterior brickwork at this 
school was treated with a roduet prepared by the 
Minwax Co. Inc. of New York. The reports received from 
the Principal indicate that there has been no leakage 
of water through the walls treated with this product. 


Present indications are that we will have 
some funds avallable for further expenditure at the 
Alert Bay School during the current fiscal year and it 
would be appreciated if you would ascertain and advise 
me @8 soon &s possible the amount and cost of the material 
that would be required to complete the waterproofing of 
the exterior walls in the same manner as the section 
which has already been treated under Mir. Warren's direction.

Dear Sir: 


I have to refer to your letter of September 25th, 
your file 156-0-5, regarding the completion of the water- 
proofing of the outside face of the walls of the Alert Bay 
Indian Residential School. 


On receipt of your letter I wrote to Mr. Todd for a 
report on the work done last year under the direction of Mr. 
W.C. Warren, but owing to the Agent's absence from his office 
considerable delay occurred in supplying the information 
requested. 


It would appear from the reports received that the last 
waterproofing has proved satisfactory and that the Department 
would be justified in making the necessary arrangements to 
continue the work. 


It is too late to do any of this work this fiscal year 
as in order to obtain satisfactory results the waterproofing 
material should be applied in the warm dry weather of summer. 


As the work already done, including the purchase of 
materials, was carried out by the local Branch of the Dominion 
Water and Power Bureau, on instructions from the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch, Ottawa, I should like to suggest that the 
question of the purchase of the materials required be referred 
to that Branch who could make the necessary arrangements with 
their Vancouver Office to place the orders for the materials 
and the storage of same.

With reference to our conversation of todays date, I 
have made a further careful examination ¢ the inside exile on the 
south-east face of the building. It can be said with reasonable 
Certainty that the water-proofing carried out by the Department under 
the supervision of Mr. W. C. Warren, has proved satisfactory to date. 


In conversation with those who have becn constantly 
working on this side of the building, and from my own observations 
since this work was completed, it can be said that no water has seeped 
through from the waterproofed surfaces to the inside of the building. 
It is noticeable that the heavy furring which took place om these 
walls previously has now ceased, but continues in increasing amounts 
3. she Fzont wall of the school which, as you are aware, was not water- 


In giving weight to the relative values of the new roof 
put on the school at the same time as this water-proofing was done and 
the water-proofing itself, it must be reported that there has been but 
little diminution of water in the basements coming through the front 
walls. This would seem to add to the value of the sovesqrecesee work 
done as euch seepage has stopped entirely on that face of the building. 


The residence, which was water-proofed at the same time 
as the south east wall, has also stood up and there are no signs 


of seepage through any of the walls. 


In view of these Suete: it L ae sqpeer Lag Ry by 
the completion of this water-proofi wor! solve problea 
leekage into the school entirely, ana it ie a pleasure to hear that the 
Department has funds available to undertake this work. I am glad, how 
ever, that only the purchase of materials will be made at this time as 
it would be absolutely impossible to do such work during the weather we 
shall have from now on until spring.

Dear Sir: 


Consideration has recently been given 
to the necessity for waterproofing the south and 
east walls of the Alert Bay School and Principal's 
residence. Part of the east wall was done two or 
three years ago but I understand that an additional 
coat of liquid waterproofing is advisable. 


In preparing our estimates for the 
fiscal year 1941-42 it was only found possible to 
include an amount of $1075.00 for repairs and 
improvements at the Alert Bay Indian Residential 
School. Our funds next year will be so limited 
that it will be impossible to expend a larger 
amount than the sum mentioned. 


I have recently received an estimate 
showing that the cost of the material required for 
waterproofing the walls would be approximately 
$750.00. If the Department bought the necessary 
material for this work could the school management 
assist us by supplying labour without any cost to 
us? Such action on their part would be greatly 
appreciated as, due to present conditions, it is 
not possible to provide funds for the purpose. 


Please discuss this matter at once with 
Mr. Anfield and let me have an early reply.

With reference to your memoranda of November 
25th and December 12th last, regarding waterproofing for 
exterior walls on the above, I my Ay an inspection 
of the sehool was earried out on the t and 2nd instant 
by Mr. Warren of Mr. Webd's staff. 


We are now in receipt of Mr. Warren's report 
dated the sixth instant in whieh he states that moisture 
is enteri the building through the south and east walls 
only, and le to find any evidence of demp- 
ness on those portions of the cast wall of both the school 
and yrineized © residence which were waterproofed with 
Minwax in 1936. ‘The untreated portion of the east wall 
and most of the south wall appear so saturated that seep- 
age is evident in a number of basement rooms. in same 
gpete the pacter has fallen off and in many instances in 

@ upper floors of the school evidence of moisture pene- 
tration is present where the plaster has become soft and 
porous. 


From Mr. Warren's report it is noted that paint 
has deteriorated on the window frames, am in many cases 
has weathered off entirely. The absence of paint on the 
brickmoulds has allowed them to absorb water, which has 
resulted in loosening and cracking the caulking. 


The need for pointing of brick joints docs not 
appear to be great but it is understood from the report 
that some work of this nature will be necessary. 


From observation and discussions with the school 
principal, Mr. Warren appears satisfied that no trouble from 
dampness has been, or is likely to be, encountered in the 
north and west walls. 


The work involved in remedying the conditions at 
the school, including the principal's residence, and as re- 
ported by Mr. Warren may be summarised as follows: 


(a) Thoroughly olean all brick surfaces including 
pack of parapet walls from all scale, dirt and 
dust. Remove efflorescence by the use of a 
diluted solution of hydrochloric acid.

On the south wall of both the sehool and prin- 
cipal's residence apply two coats of Minwax or 
equal liquid waterproofing, coloured at the job 
to match previous waterproofing treatment. On 
the areas of the east wall of both the school 

and principal's residence, not previously treated, 
apply two coats of liquid waterproofing, coloured 
as for south wall. On the east wall of both the 
school and principal's residence, previously 
treated, apply one additional coat of liquid 
waterproofing, coloured as for south wall. 
Waterproofing should be coloured by the addition 
of ary colour, and should be applied with a spray 
gun. 


Due to the obliteration of the briok jointing 
by the coloured waterproofing, the treated sur- 
faces will present areas of one solid colour. 
In order to obtain a uniform colour over the 
whole building, the north and west walls not 
being waterproofed should be coloured with two 
+ er gs oil stain, which could be prepared at 
e job. 


(f) Repaint window brickmoulds with two coats of 
approved paint. 


A epray painting machine should be provided for the 
openiegsson of the waterproofing material, and the oil stain. 
It is felt, however, that since only the purchase of mater- 
ials is contemplated during the current fiseal year, arrange- 
ments might be mde for the rental of such labour saving 
equipment, when operations ere begun.

I enclose herewith application of Mr. Indian Agent Todd, 
dated March 29, 1941, to expend $100.00 for labour and, in addition, 
purchase material for repair of the intake pipe of the fire 
protection pump at Alert Bay Indian Residential School, the cost 
of material being estimated by the Dominion Water and Power 
Bureau to cost $32.00 as per attached requisition,a total of $132.00, 
assuming that labour costs will amount to that estimated, which 
I presume is a maximum estimate. 


These repairs have become necessary owing to the fact 
that some seagoing craft or log boom has become entangled with 
that part of the pipe line on or below the foreshore, dragging 
the pipe out of line and thereby breaking the leaded joints, 
consequently it will be necessary to realigne the pipe and 
recaulk the joints, which Mr. Todd considers can be done by local 
labour without the necessity of supervision by the engineers of 
the Water and Power Bureau, the latter concurring with this 
proposal. 


As the school is meanwhile without fire protection from 
this pump, I would recommend approval of the application, and 
request that if at all possible authority be granted to proceed 
with the work as soon as possible.

Further to our conversation of to-day's date in consideration 
of Mr Hoey's letter to you, file 156-0-5, of March 6th, last; and of the 
Commissioners letter to you, file 15-6-524 of Feb. 22nd last, with 
enolosed report and recommendation of Mr W.C. Warren of the Surveya and 
Engineering Branch and your reply thereto under date of saroh 5th, I have 
given thie matter very careful thought and have made a thorough study of 
the report submitted by Mr Warren. 


To accept Mr Hoey’s suggestion would involve a tacit 
responsibility for any work done and thie I am unable to do. The problem 
of waterproofing this building is an extremely difficult one and I have 
not enough technical knowledge to see that the recommendations made by 
Mr Warrem are properly carried out. If however, the point of 
responsibility is not raised at all and the matter approached from a 
strictly financial angle I would estimate the cost of labour as far 
beyond the absorbable possibilities of the School per capita grants and 
I could not conscisntiously recommend such an expenditure to the I.R.S. 
Commission, K.8.C.0. much as they and the writer would like to be of 
assistance to the Department. Most expenditures at thie achool are in 
the nature of fixed charges. The children have to be fed, clothed, kept 
warm and healthy. with increased costs and diminishing returns due to 
the 84 cut, an almost irreducible minimum of waintenance cost has been 
reached. The only fluid budget head is that of salaries and the per 
capita cuts forced a reduction in these to a point where staff wembers 
are receiving $27.60 per month with maintenance, and doing up to 
fourteen or wore hours a day. 


Mr Warren's labour cost on the proposed work totalled §1500.0u 
approx: for the brick work only. To do the painting required, a further 
item for labour totalling $630.00 approx: was noted; a sum total of 
$2130.00 to be expended on labour. iir Warren's report showed a total 
material cost of $1304,0U approx: which Mr Hoey's letter has reduced to 
$750.00 of available funds. Reduced proportionately the $2130.00 labour 
cost would amount to $1225.00 to be put up by the school authority, 
presumably from per capita grants. Should our 1.R.S. Commission have 
such a surplus available, I would feel compelled to make a very strong 
appeal that it be utilised to increase the reduced salaries of the staff 
and to restore or implement courses that the cute in per capita grants 
have necessitated. 

Under the circumstances, I cannot support ur Hoey's 
suggestion.

Although Mr. Anfield states in his letter of 
April 22nd, addressed to Mr. Todd that"this boiler 
has never given satisfaction at the school" no previous 
complaint regarding the boiler was made to this office. 
The Patterson Boiler Works supplied the unit and it is 
just possible that the Principal may have had some 
correspondence with this Company on the subject. 


As immediate repairs are necessary I would 
recommend that the Department approve of having the 
boiler sent to the Patterson Boiler Works and that 
the cost involved be paid either from school funds 
or charged to the allotment to this school for main- 
tenance of equipment for the current fiscal year.

Replying to your letter of August 1lth last, 
file 156-0-5, I beg to advise you Rev. T.B.R. Westgate, 
Secretary of the M.S.C.C., is apparently confused in the 
Sorrespondence received from Principal Anfield of St.Michael's 
School. 

Apparently Dr. Westgate is referring to Principal 
Anfield's letter of July lst last dealing with his Estimates 
for 1943-44, which were included with ours and which are now 
at the indian Commissioner's office for his attention. Thia 
letter of Mr.Anfield's gives a list of requirements for the 
school for that period, but which are not required at the 
present time. 


In Departmental letter No.156-0-5 of June 17th 
last, you pointed out there were certain funds available for 
the school for the current year, and advising out of the $1,750. 
approved, an expenditure of approximately $120.00 had been made. 
In this connection, our records only show that one voucher, 
amounting to $54.68, has been spent, and I would appreciate 
if you would kindly advise me what the $120.00 represents. 


In the appropriations approved for the current 
year, it is the desire of Principal Anfield and myself to 
keep these to a minimum. We have gone over the various items 
requested, and have decided it is necessary to ask for the one 
item of $894.00 for a hot water tank, but this cannot be done 
until such time as the Boiler Inspector arrives and makes his 
recommendations, giving the necessary information to meet the 
requirements. Just when Mr. Arnall will be able to let us have 
this we are not sure, as he has informed us he cannot make his 
annual inspection for a short time yet. I might add the cost 
of equipment has increased, and no doubt the amount of $894.00 
asked for will have in all probability, to be increased to $1,000 .00 


In addition to this there will be only one other 
small item of expenditure requested, particulars regarding which 
will be forwarded shortly.

Answering yours of April 29th. in connection 
with certain items in Inspector Manning's report on this 
Sohool. It is necessary to report as follows:~ 


The dormitory doors are locked at night for the proteation 
of the children from outside marauders, and from the danger 
of the children getting in the stair-wells in the event of 
fire. All the dormitories are equip with electric bussers, 
and are in charge of responsible Oz:pupils, who can call 
staff members in the event of sickness and other needs during 
the night. Werhaté had more than one instance of outside 
Indians getting into this building and into the girls! 
dormitories at night. I would recommend that panio-bolte 
qpereves by the Fire Underwriters Association be placed on 

e fire escape doors in all these dormitories. 


The question of contimiing the services of the present 
senior class room teacher, Mr. Hanslow, in the coming Fall 
Term, ie a matter that must be referred to the Commission in 
Winnipeg, from whose Offices all Staff appointments are made. 
I shall place thie file before them, with a report, and they 
will in due course advise me of any decision made. The 
writer is aware of the unsatisfactory condition of this 
Particular class room, and the necessity for a ohange in 

the teaching personnel thereof. 


Regarding the frame ber tem | in which the senior olasses are 
Carried on, This building is the property of the Goverfiment 
of Canada, and whilst we are fully aware of its condition 
and-the urgent need of its replacement, this does not appear 
tl be the time for any rebuklding ects. It is planned 
to continue the use of this building for two of our four 
Class rooms until the end of the war following which the 
situation should be then reviewed. fe use this building for 
stores as well as alass rooms, Cial efforts are put forth 
to see that a minimum of fire risk is allowed, and when not 
in use the building is kept looked up. The clase rooms in 
use can both be evacuated for fire drills or other causes in 
less than two minutes,

I note the Principal's remarks regarding Mr. 
Hanslow and I presume that when he writes to the 
M.S.C.CG. they will arrange for discontinuing this 
gentleman's services at the end of June. 


The remarks that the Principal made regarding 
the frame building used for classroom purposes have 
also been carefully considered. As you are aware, 
1t is impossible at the present time to consider 
the erection of a new classroom building. Indian 
Sone Todd should be instructed to confer frequently 
Le be + as Prinoipal in order to minimize the fire 

zard.

It is not too soon to consider the need of an 
extensive overhaul and sagen of the Department's Petters 
engine U@ed at this School in the domestic deep-well water 
pump. 


We have not been informed of Mr. Inspector 
Arnall's report on this engine following his inspection of 
equipment at this School last fall; but, something must be 
done about this engine this summer, or the School wijl be 
without the means of pumping water. Mr. Arnall informed me 
two yeare ago that this engine would either have to be replaced 
or have extensive overhaul, and ite condition to-day is much 
more serious than it was at that time. 


To get an approximate figure to place before 
you, we wrote to the B. C. Equipment Co. Ltd. ,Agents for Petters 
engines in B. 0. , and to Mesere. Relianee Motor and Machine 
Works Ltd. Copies of this correspondance are attached herewith. 


You will note that the B. 0. Equipment Oo. quote 
259.00 for an overhaul and rebore job, and that the Reliance 
ompany quote $60.00 for a straight rebore, includi no and 
Tings, wrist pin and ae! gene with an additional i. O for a 
spare set of rings. Both quotations are F.0.B. Vancouver. 


The considerable differenee in bids from these two 
firms would appear to be due to the fact that the B. 0. Equipment 
Co. found that the engine referred to in their letter needed an 
extensive overhaul apart from the reporing job.

In an; se, I am opposed to spending any further money 
on this old building, and after our discussion was somewhat 
surprised to receive the enclosed letter from Principal Anfield 
in which he recommends that a hot-air furnace be installed, 
provided it could be transferred to a new classroom unit ata 
later date. Once a hot-air furnace is installed there is very 
little chance of using it for re-installation, therefore I am 
opposed to this.

Further to our conversation of to-days datc, 
it is noted that an item for $1250.00 approximately has been 
included in the estimates sanctioned for the purchase of a 
furnace for the Classroom block, formerly the Girls Home, 


Following the condemnation of the steam heating 
plant formerly in use in this bpilding, oil stoves were purchased 
by the Department, and installed in the classrooms. No heat 
was provided for the hallways or store rooms used in this building. 
A year ago there was a distinot possibility that no further 
oil supplies would be available and two small wood stoves were 
purchased by the Department should oil fuel be cut off. At 
present only two classrooms are used in this building, but some 


8 or 10 other rooms are used as store rooms of Various kinds, 


At the recent inspection of this School, this 
building was condemned as a fire trap, and should of1 supplies 
be cut off, the fire risk in thie building would be even more 
enhenced by the usea of small box stoves, end J would be most 
unwilling to sanction their use at all. 


It is presumed that the $1250.00 sanctioned is 
for a hoteair furnace on which a bid wae received from the 
Nimpkish Sheet Metal Co. some two years ago. This bid included 
ecuipment to heat three classrooms, and the main hallways. Apart 
from the actual furnace the job would be a sheet metal project, 
and the hot and cold eir vents would have to be constructed and 
fitted into the building as it is at present, 


From the point of view of fire riok such a hot-air 
furnace would be a good safety measure, though it should be 
remembered that the building is condemned and that it will be 
likely torn down as soon as wartime conditions permit,

Dear Mr. Todd:— 


With reference our conversation about fire 
protection at the classroem vlock of this School, it is 
necessary to advise as follows:— 


1. We recognize that this pbuilding is a fire trap, but 
consider that unless it is immediately demolished it 
is safer to keep it in use. 


The building is kept under constant supervision by day 
and by night, and is kept locked when Classrooms are not 
in session. 


Regular drills are carried out from the building, which 
can be emptied during school hours in a couple of 
minutes. 


There are two hydrant houses within 50 yazde of this 
block; the hoses are kept coupled at all times to the 
hydrant, and there is a constant supply of water in the 
lines. 


It is recognkzed that we could hardly save the puilding 
should it catch fire, but with the protection wentioned 


herewith I think we could manage to keep it from spreading 
to other parts of the plant, including the mainfchool.

Dear Mr. Todd: 


As you are aware our unloading wharf was destroyed 
last winter in a heavy south-east gale. No request was made for 
replacement as the labour situation in Alert Bay was becoming 
more hopeless each year and it was almost impossible to cet men 
to unload the scows of slabs on the wharf. The Telegraph Cove 
people, from whom we purchase our fuel supply ( 600 cords of 
slabs per year) were of the opinion that they could put in an 
unloading derrick at Sharpe's boat shop and they spent considerable 

oney trying to work this out. We brought in two test scow loads 
and we find that the cost of unloading and hauling is exactly 
double the previous system and as the handling of the derrick 
will require at least four men I have abandoned the idea entirely. 


fhe only solution is a grid at the site of the 
previous School dock on which the scow can be placed and a truck 
run right onto same and slabs loaded thereon by the driver, requir- 
ing only one man. 


I have been trying to get the pile ariver man for 
over two months, but unseccessfull until this week, when he arrived 
with the driver to do some work at the Cannery. As we were dow to 
less than a month's supply of slabs, I have instructed him to proceed 
at once to put in this grid and have seoured the necessary material 
from Telegraph Gove. The driving will cost approx. $ 100.00 less 
materials, 22 piles 6 heavy cross timbers, drift bolts eto. 


Would it be asking too much for the Depariment to 
make a grant of $ 100.00 towards this job and we will absorb the 
balance through Sehool grants. I realise this is not the regular 
way to do this, tut had to get action on this problem at once, as 
the driver may not be back for months and we wust get 500 cords of 
slabs oiled this suuwmer without fail in order to have reasonably 
dry fuel for the winter.

I enclose you, herewith, correspondence which 
has taken place over the erection of a Grid built on 
the foreshore in front of St. Michael's Indian Resi- 
dential School, Alert Bay, 3. C. 


I regret very much to have to place this whole 
matter before the department, particularly since 
Principal Anfield has been appointed Indian Agent of 
Bella Coola, but in view of the circumstances under 
which this Grid was built, I have no alternative since 
Principal Anfield has forwarded me his letter of Uctober 
lst, 1943 enclosing aaccount apparently assumed on 
behalf of the Residential School, and asked that I 
place the matter before the department. As this whole 
matter was irregular from its inception, it is necessary 
for me to go into detail so that the department will 
know exactly what has taken place from the beginning. 


In the month of October, 1941, Frincipel Anfield 
informed me it was too costly to handle their slab wood 
by unloading it on the school dock which the departinent 
had rebuilt at a cost of Two Hundred Twenty-Five Dollars 
($225.00) a short time previous to this at the request 
of Principal Anfield, for this purpose, and asked me if 
I thought the department would object to a Grid being 
built on the foreshore along side the dock by the Telegraph 
Cove Mills for this purpose. 


At that time Principal Anfield stated the Grid 
would be completed by the Telegraph Cove Mills and the 
School et no cost to the department, as it was to their 
interests to find a cheaper way of handling their fuel. 
It seemed it would benefit both the Telegraph Cove Mills 
and the School as Mr. Anfield was purchasing the slabs 
from them, and it was for this reason that they planned 
discarding the wharf provided by the department for this 
use and building a Grid in its place. 


I informed Mr. Anfield at the time that as it was 
only a matter of providing a very few piles and the placing 
of a few timbers to rest the scow on, that I did not think 
the department would have any objection, but as lire Anfield 
made no application for permission to be forwarded to the 
department in order to obtain their approval for the building 
of this Grid, no action was taken in the matter. 


During the month of December 1941 while I was in 
hospital in Vancouver, a very severe storm struck Alert Bay 
with the result that the wharf which we had only recently 
rebuilt was taken out entirely and allowed to drift away. 
After I returned to duty and was able to get around I 
noticed the wharf was missing and asked Mr, Anfield what 
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happened. He informed me of the circumstances and at 

semetime told me he and Fred Wastell of the Telegraph 
Cove Mills arranged with a Mr. Goodrow to put in a Grid, 
but made no mention of the department paying for same. 


On June 13th, 1942 I received the enclosed letter 
from Principal Anfield, in which you will please note he 
asked at that time for the department to make a grant 
towards the work of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00), and 
further stated “In the meantime we shall have to pay the 
cost and hope that the grant requested can be used as a 
refund", 


Knowing the circumstances from the beginning that 
it was the intention of the Telegraph Cove Mills and 
Principal Anfield to build this Grid ana arrange for the 
wood in order that their costs could be reduced, 1 informed 
Principal Anfield that as the department had not been 
consulted and their permission and authority obtained, I 
could not consider placing it before Ottawa with the 
recommendation that this be paid. 


n June 24, 1943, Mr. Goodrow came to my office and 
Fred Wastell had informed him the Governnent wes 
r the building of the Grid. I asked Mr. Goodrow 
nployed him and what arrangements he had, and was 
as follows. He stated Fred Wastell of the Telegraph 
ills employed him to build this Grid for them and that 
they would pay for same as it was being used for their 
benefit in getting the scows unloaded quicker and less 
costly. Mr. Goodrow also informed me that "Principal Anfield 
at the Residential Sctiool had nothing to do with it in any 
y end that it was entirely Telegraph Cove Mills! respons= 
ibility, and that he was looking to the Telegraph Cove Mills 
for payment. 

Since the Grid was built the R. C. A. F. have taken 
over the Telegraph Cove Mills and they are now supplying 
wood to the Residential School and through this new arrange- 
ment the Telegraph Cove Millis have no further use for the 
Grid. 


The department can draw their own conclusions from 
the above information and why the Government is now being 
asked to pay for this Grid. You will also please note in 
the statement submitted by Principal Anfiadd the price has 
now gone up from One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) to One 
Hundred Fifty Dollars ($150.00). 


As stated above the whole procedure has been irregular 
and it appears to me the parties responsible for the building 
of this Grid are now trying to get the department to pay for 
something which they have no right to do so. I regret very 
much that Principal Anfield has associated himself with e 
deal of this kind, but as stated above I have no alternative 
but to submit same to the department and recommend against 
any payment being made or the account being honoured in any 
respect. itn my opinion it is the responsibility of the 
Telegraph Cove Mills who Mr. Goodrow states employed him 
to do this work and stated they would pay him for same,

Fire Protection 


Fire fighting equipment appears ample and 
well maintained. A list of this equipment is attached 
to this report. I was surprised that the doors leading 
from the dormitories to the fire escapes were not 
equipped with panic bolts. These doors are locked and 
the keys kept in glass covered boxes near the doors. 
Supervisors sleep near at hand. 


General Conditions 


The old frame classroom block, still used by 
the older pupils, is in very poor repair and is a 
fire hazard. The building should be condemned and 
replaced by modern well-lighted classrooms.

Under date of December 29th last Rev. Se Je 
Wickens, Prineipal of St. Miehael's Indian Residential 
Sehool, Alert Bay, came to me reporting the vertical 
high pressure steam boiler in the school, used by the 
laundry and kitchen, had blown several more tubes out, 
and upon further examination found it necessary to re- 
tube the boiler. 


As the school was in session it was necessary 
that immediate action be taken to get this equipment 
operating at the earliest possible moment, and I ine 
structed Mr. Wickens to purchase, if possible, the 
necessary tubes at once.

Re invoice BG-2-24-7 in the amount of $72.28, As requested, receipted 
copy of Canadian Pacific Railway Company freight bill to substantiate 
charges of $5.08 was forwarded to Mr. Philip Phelan, Chief, Training 
Division, in our letter of September lst last. 


With regard to balance of $1.88, representing difference between 
EV1-1-26-7 of January 5th and credit note April 25th, EV1-4-25-1, we 
have re-checked our files in this regard and note that your Purchase 
Order No. 16029 called for shipment of six only Pyrene Extinguishers 

to Alert Bay Indian Residential School, but on January 4th last we 
received a written request from Mr. R.A. Hoey, Supt. of Welfare and 
Training, reference File 156-0-5, asking us to change the order to read 
four extinguishers to be delivered to Mr. F.E. Anfield, Principal, 

Indian Residential School, Alert Bay, B.C., and the balance of two to 

be shipped to Mr. B.T. Phillips, Indian Agent at Massett, B.C, We 
accordingly changed our shipping instructions to comply with this request. 
Your order No. 16028 and our invoice EVl-1-26-8 called for shipment of 
two only one-quart Pyrene Extinguishers for Queen Charlotte Indian Agency 
office and residence, On April lst last we received advice from Mr. 
B.T. Phillips, Massett, B.C. that the two Pyrene Fire Extinguishers were 
being returned and we accordingly forwarded our credit note EV1-4-25-1 in 
the amount of $15.26, less 10% handling and recovery charge of $1.53, a 
net credit of $13.73.

As the 
Department had closed their teacherage at Takush Village, 
Smiths Inlet, and had transferred some household equi pment 
to Alert Bay to be placed in storage, I utilized what 
furnishings I could to partially furnish the part used as 
a teacherage. Mrs. Massey, who was then principal of the 
Alert Bay Indian Day School, purchased additional furnishings 
to supplement what we already had. 


In order to try 
e for our teachers, I purchased the 
assey and paid her $72.00 for 


the use of the building. I might add that 
Mrs. Massey gave us a good price on all these furnishings and 
they are well worth the money.

I zegres that my absence from Alert Bay has delayed my 
letter of Annual Estimates for the next fiscal year. 


I am not repeating the items Tequisitioned in past 
years although they are stil needed. The water-proofing of the 
whole school and the new floor to the Auditorium were the main 
items in last year's requisition. 


Being away from the office I have no present access to 
my files to ascertain the lesser items in my listed needs of former 
years. 


The requests I am now making are listed as under; 


(1) The razing of tne old School Block is very necessary. The 
recent earthquake did some damage to the building which was already 
_4nsecure. The two rooms being used as classrooms let in the rain 
very badly, windows and plaster needing attention. I recommend the 
erection of a new building large enough to provide two full sized 
classrooms and two storerooms - approximately 60' x 60! at a cost 
of $7,000.00, 


(2) I recommend the building of a Farm Instructors Cottage. 
This will provide for better oversight of our herd and livestock 
and also release much needed space in the main school block for the - 
accomodation ot our staff. Cost $3,000.00. 


(3) The time has come when some of the mattreeses for our 
Dormitory beds should be renewed. I request that fifty (50) new 
mattresses be purchased - approximate cost $400.00. 


(4) Our farm machinery needs attention and I request that a 
new Farm wagon be purchased at an approximate price of $200.00 
Two new wheels have been purchased for the present wagon during 
the past year and the frame cannot be expected to last much longer.

were noted with interest. 


On his last visit to Prince Rupert en route to 
Babine Agency, a similar proposal was discussed with District 
Inspecter Davey, with particuler reference to the Crosby Home at 
et Port Simpson, Whilst no longer within my jurisdiction I also 
pleced before him 6 plan which I believed would work admirably at 
Alert Bay, at which point there is a large Residential School under 
Anglicen auspices, as well as a potential 4 room day school set-up. 


At the Residential School there is an old "class- 
room block" , formerly a girls boarding school. This building is 
a fire trap and should be replaced. 


The Residential School building proper has 3 class- 
rooms. There is a serious shortage of playrooms in this building , 
the children using the basements for such purposes. lost of the 
winter months are such as to keep the children indoors a large part 
of the time. 


Adjacent to the Residential School is a special 
reserve, now subdivideds the original purpose of which was to pro- 
vide lend for the housing of ex-pupils. There has been & serious 
overcrowding of the village day school for many years as Indians 
from outside villages (too small to support day schools) have moved 
in to get their children t school. 


My suggestion to Inspector Davey was (a) to build 
@ ten or twelve room consolidated school on the special reserve 
adjacent to the Residential School, capable of handling the 200 
pupils from St. Michaels, plus the 100 pupils of the day school in 
the village. Two of the rooms would be for High School pupils who 
would be drewn from (a) the Kwawleweth Agency and (b) from other 
Agencies in which there are no available "white" high schools, &.&- 
the Bella Coola Agency. The Residential School could become & 
hostel or home for (ay orphans, neglected and problem cases, (b) 
these high school pupils (ec) preventorium children as at present. 
The present classroom block would be demolished and so remove the 
biggest fire risk to the main building. 


The proposed educati nal centre would be built 
and operated entirely by the Department with a full Civil Service 
staff. It would include an industrial arts and domestic science 
division, and built in the from of a wheel with six spokes. The 
hut would be a teacher's residence containing apartments and single 
rooms: the six spokes the classrooms, manusl and industrial arts 
and domestic science: and an auditorium gymnasium, It would be 
steam heated from the central building. Tf the teachers quarters 
were not to be included, the central block could be the gymnesium- 
auditorium, with shops and domestic science rooms above or below. 
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Alert Bay would be an ddeal place in which to 
establish such an educational unit, which would of course be also 
used in a major adult education programme and presu; poses the use 
of a school-village health nurse, welfare teacher in addition to 
to the academic staff. It should be remembered that the Department 
is going to have to build (a) a day school of at least 4 room for 
the village in any case (b) a new classroom unit at the Residential 
School should the status quo remain constant. ily suggestion to 
Mr. Davey was to combine the two needs, take care of the High School 
pupils of a very large part of the B.C. coasts: put the academic 
side of education squarely on the Department and I believe, if the 
right man can be secured to head it up, do a real piece of work for 
the Indians at not much greater cost than eat present. Pupils of 
all faiths would be admitted to the proposed educational unit. 


This hes been much on my mind in the pest few 
years and your statement to the Indian Committe gives me encourage- 
ment to put my idea into writing. I know thet Alert Bay is no 
longer my territory but my roots ars down deep in that spot and I 
do not easily forget the many years I worked there. 


If this scheme has any merit and is investiegated 
further. I would esk that my name be kept t of it as far as the 
Indian Agent, Alert Bay is concerned, as he may not take kindly 
to a scheme coming from another Agent. 


I may be in Ottawa on leave in September and would 
like the opportunity of discussing this further and also a proposed 
Indien co-operative fishing scheme, details of which I am now bring- 
ing together into a definite plan.

When the new school was built in 1929 I asked 
the Department to furnish the Principal's residence, 
Mr. W., Ditchburn, the Commissioner declined, but con= 
sented to furnish one bedroom only, which was done, The 
furniture of this room was carefully checked and left when 
we departed from Alert Bay, but I understand that Mr. A.W. 
Derrom, Vice-Principal, who took over for me until 
Mr. Wickens arrived, took this furniture to his suite in 
the main school, He had recently married one of the staff 
and I expect required the double bed. He has gone and I 
believe this furniture, bed, drawers and two chairs, is now 
used in the same room by a Mr. and Mrs. Wiseman farm in- 
structor at the school. 


When we left Alert Bay, the Indian Residential 
School Commission bought our electric refrigerator which 
was moved to the Preventorium, our oil burning kitchen 
range and some other items of furniture, which I cannot re-~ 
member at this time. I know that two bedrooms were left: 
furnished, When I went to Alert Bay in 1926 I had to pay my 
predecessor $200.00 cash for futniture that I think had been 
in the school since 1889, It disintegrated and after I 
married we bought almost all new furniture of our own, If 
I remember correctly the total expenditure by the Department 
in the residence did not exceed $100.00 in furnishing the

Although the Principal requests white masonite, 
the material he has in mind is not actually masonite but 
a plastic composition which costs 75¢ a foot compared to 
18¢ a foot for black masonite which would be equally 
suitable.

This is just a personal note to thank you for your kindness 
and help extended to me while I was in Ottawa recently. I arrived 
home and am on duty. My doctors informed me my recovery is almost 
complete but I must have proper rest and not try to overdo things. 


For your information, Commissioner Arneil and Inspector Davey 
visited the Agency three days after my return, and we decided that 
the north half of Lot 23 (which has since been the subject of another 
report which will reach you shortly) is the proper location of the 
new proposed classroom block to accommodate Residential School pupils. 


I heve also interviewed a local contractor who is building the 
Agency residence this year and he is willing to accept a contract for 
the labour only for this building, the Department to purchase all 
materials. This I think we can do without any difficulty, and as 
S00n as you are prepared to go ahead, this advance notice will help 
you in deciding your plans. This same contractor would, I believe 
take a contract to supply material as well as do all the work, roviding 
he was sure of being able to purchase all the material, 


You will be pleased to know that we have drilled a new well 
and struck a supply of good water close to the new school site. The 
engineers are installing part of the plumbing which means both 
teacherages should be ready for occupancy shortly. All the plumbing 
is being put in with the exception of the toilets. This wil] have 
to be held up evidently until the sewerage system is installed. 


I am informed the Turnour Island School and Teacherage is 
about half completed. The Cempbell River Teacherage is reported 
finished. 


This personal note is just to say thanks for all your courtesy 
and assistance while I was in Ottawa, and to let you know what progress 
is being made in respect to our schools now under construction,

For your information I have spent most of two days recently 
inspecting equipment and St. Michael's Indian Residential School 
in general. The school is now closed and I hed a good opportunity 
to examine everything. 


In regard to the attached requisition I find some mattresses 
in a most terrible condition. I examined every bed, spring and 
mattress in the school, condemned those unfit for use and ordered 
that they be burned up. Most of these mattresses were inexpensive 
material in the first place and will not stand up to ordinary use. 
Six beds were broken beyond repair and these also will have to be 
replaced. 


Ae it is necessary that they be supplied before school opens, 
I would appreeiate if these could be purchased at once and shipped 
to the school so that they can be set up and ready for the opening 
of school. 


You will please note there are two different sizes of mattresses. 
These must be supplied according to specificiations in order to fit 
the beds now in use. 


It would be appreciated if the six beds could be white, similar 
to the last one purchased so that they will match. The Restmore 
Manufacturing Co. Ltd., Vancouver, supplied the beds and mattresses

Recently local merchants have been complaining to me that 
their monthly accounts with St. Michael's Indian Residential School 
have not been paid. One merchant informed me he has received no 
remittance from the M.S.C.C. for four months. This information is 
becoming public property in this community and is casting a reflection 
on the Indian Affaire Branch./ In respect to the Preventorium account, 
which I know has not been paid for four months, I should like to point 
out a voucher goes through each month covering their total grant, and 
I am sure the Department of National Health and Welfare pay this account 
each month as received, so there is no excuse whatsoever for this money 
not being passed on to the storekeeper when the Government have already 
paid it. It is felt this information should be known in Ottawa. 


During a recent conversation with the Rev. Dixon, Principal of 
St. Michael's Indian Residential School, he informed me that he had 
been instructed by Archdeacon Cook, M.S.C.C. Head Office, that he was 
to employ his staff for the coming term on the same salary basis as 
heretofore, which means they do not intend to comply with Provincial 
Department of Labour minimum wage regulations. If this policy is 
followed through there is no hope whatsoever of ever getting efficient 
staff in this school and the result will be the same inefficiency, and 
the administration of this institution deteriorating beyond where it 
is at the present time. It seems to me the time has come when the 
Department must take a serious view of the administration of this school. 


Mr. Dixon informed me that his present engineer who was receiving | 
a cash salary of $112.00 per month, plus living accommodation and other | 
considerations, has resigned and the M.S.C.C. are transferring the } 
engineer from the Chapleau Indian Residential School here and he is 
to be paid only $60.00 cash per month, plus the same considerations the 
previous engineer received. This is the policy of the M.S.C.C. They 
are not increasing salaries after receiving extra grant so that this 
could be done but are actually decreasing them in this case. 4 


If the present policy is continued I can see no possible improve- 
ment in this school. The recent Departmental circular defined the 
responsibilities of the Church and the Department and has clarified 
certain aspects and is welcome. 


The standard of some of the personnel employed in this school 

is very low. Recently one woman who was employed at the school left 
and went to work in a local hotel which is known for bootlegging all 

up and down the coast, This is not an isolated case but will give you 
gome indication as to the type of help@ployed and the reason they have 
to employ this type is on account of low wages paid. It appears they 
take just whoever they can get with the result inefficiency is prevalent 
and supervision of children lacking. The Indian Affairs Branch, who 
are indirectly responsible for the care of these children, are being 
criticized but there seems nothing we can do under the present set-up.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of March 18th 
and June 8th last, file #6-11-3, and April 26th, file #6-1l-4, 
respectively. I have finally found time to go into the matter of 
repairs to the Alert Bey Indian Residential School with the Principal, 
and wish to advise you as follows: 


(1) Mr. Dixon feels if the Department would approve of an 
expenditure of $300.00 for labour to assist them in making necessary 
repairs, they will be able to provide the additional labour themselves. 

I would, therefore, recommend that the Department approve of an expenditure 
of $300.00 for labour in respect to various repairs needed at the school. 


(2) Requisition is attached covering 300 lineal feet, 1 x 4, 
#1 and #2 clear, flat-grained Fir, S4S. As this item will have to be 
purchased in Vancouver, I would request that you make the purchase 
locally and have it shipped to the school at your earliest convenience, 
as it is for repairs to tables in the main dining-room, 


(3) Requisition is attached for paint, paint brushes, etc. for 
painting interior and exterior of the school. 


(4) Requisition is also attached for 200# plaster and 10 sq. ft. 
metel lath. This material is to repair the inside walls which have been 
damaged but will not be used until after the waterproofing of the main 
building has been completed, as it would only be damaged. 


(5) Requisition is atteched for sufficient lumber for a new 
fence in front of the school. This also will have to be purchased in 
Vancouver so I would kindly ask you to obtain tenders, purchase same 
and ship it direct to the Primipal. As you know the fence at the school 
is in a dilapidated condition. It is the original fence built at the 
time the school was erected so it has done pretty good. I will supervise 
the building of this fence and see that it is properly constructed. 

This material should be dressed as we are going to paint it. 


(6) With reference to your letter of October 28th last, please 
be advised the then principal did not submit a list of materials for 
use in building the Farming Instructor's Cottage and had he done so 
I would have recommended against paying for same. The particulars in 
respect to this work were dealt with by the late Inspector Coleman in 
his report on conditions at the school, and neither he nor I would ask 
the Department to spend one cent towards this undertaking. For your 
information the Farming Instructor has now resigned and left the school. 
Most of the material in any case was lumber purchased by the Department 
to be used for other specific 6 which were not carried out by the 
school. As far as I am concerned the matter is concluded. 


In perusing your letter of April 26th you state an amount of 
$4,000.00 has been included in the 1948-9 estimates for waterproofing 
the main building and that this work will be carried out under the 
supervision of the Lands and Development Services Branch, 
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July 14, 1948.

DEPARTMENT RELATIVE MY VISIT OF FEBRUARY LAST", 


This morning, the following Night Letter was 
received from Principal Dixon - 
"NO REPAIRS UNDERTAKEN BY INDIAN DEPARTMENT AND NO PAINT OR 
OTHER MATERIAL RELATIVE TO YOUR VISIT RECEIVED INTEND TO 
SE COMMISSIONER OMORROW". 


To quote, also, from a letter under date June 26th 
and received this morning - 


"At the time of writing we have not a pint of paint or any 
material on the plece for all the renovating we were supposed 
to do. Mot a thing has been supplied to the school through 
My. Todd since he returned from leave of absence. 4 
we have received since 1 came here is the result of an order 
Placed through Mr. “etcher, then Acting Agent." 


The Administration went to considerable expense 
to do its share in trying to better conditions at the Alert Hay 
School but unless full co-operetion is forthcoming from the Indian 
Affaire Agent in the field little actual progress can be made in 
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bringing the Alert Bay School back to its former high standard. 


In many of our schools and at Alert Bay, just one 
in particular, the Administration is receiving criticism for con- 
ditions which are definitely the responsibility of the Indian 
Affaire Branch. Then, too, because of the run-down condition and 
poor accommodation at some of the government-owned schools under 
our care, we have found it most difficult to retain the services 
of high type staff members. A considerable amount of the trouble 
experienced by this Administration in the operation of the Alert 
Bay School can be traced back to the indifference to his respon- 
sibilities of the Agent. 


Any help you can give in expediting these very 
necessary repairs to the above mentioned school will be appreciated.

As instrueted in your letter of April 27, 1948, 
I looked into the water System at Alert Bay Indian Residentail 
School on May 16 to May 21 and hereby submit the following: 

This residential school is situated on Lot 1957, 
kupert District. It is on Cormorant Island within a mile 
of the white settlement of Alert Bay, B. C. Two hundred and 
twenty-five people and some thirty head of stock are dependent 
upon the water supply. 
Present Water System 

The present water systen is us desoribed in Mr. 
We CG. Warren's report of May 2, 1930 except that the 5 H.P. 
erude ofl engine as originally installed was replaced with a 
7 WeP. crude oil engine in 1934. (Letters referring to this 
replacement are on file in the Indian Comaissioner's office, 
Vaneouver, B. Ce) 
Distribution System in Good Condition 

The concrete storage tank and all steel and cast iron 
mains are in excellent condition. An inspection of all faucets 
and water closets at 11 p.m. on May 16, 1948 showed that these 
were in good repair. A check on the storage tank level at 
9:15 poem. May 20 to 6115 aeiie May 21, gives further proof that 
the piping system ia in good condition. (See Appendix I1) 
Pusping Kguipment 

Since the distribution system is without leaks, the 
excess time of pumping could be contributed to unnecessary 
runaing of faucets or to poorly operating pumping equipment. 
The pumping equipment consists of an Atomio Petters ingine 


rated at 7 U.P. at 050 rpm, Taie engine drives through a 
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24" pulley, a flat belt with a & turn to the pulley on a Pomona 
deep well turbine pump. According to the quotation of Maren 23, 
1929 from Pumps and Power, this pump will deliver 30 to 50 Us. 
6pm when operuting at 1760 rpm. It is made up of 15 stages ana

Six beds were broken beyond repair and these also will have to be 
replaced. 


As it is necessary that they be supplied before school opens, 
I would appreciate if these could be purchased at once and shipped 
to the school so that they can be set up and ready for the opening 
of school. 


You will please note there are two different sizes of mattresses. 
These must be supplied according to specificiations in order to fit 
the beds now in use. 


It would be appreciated if the six beds could be white, similar 
to the last one purchased so that they will match. The Restmore 
Manufacturing Co. Ltd., Vancouver, supplied the beds and mattresses 
shipped during April last.

Memorandum 


Res Alert Bay esidential School 
Kwakewlth Indian Agency, 5.C. 


We have memoranda from Mr. Hoey dated July 26th and 
August Sth 1948, bearing notations from your office dated 
July 27th, and Avgust 9th respectively. 


In the first instance Mr. Hoey advises that $4000.00 
has been included in the 1948-49 estimates for waterproofing 
the main school building, while the latter memorandum quotes 
from © letter to Indian Commissioner Arneil by Superintendent 
Todd, wherein the need for major repairs to the plumbing system 
is revorted. 


Commenting on the need for waterproofing, this Divi- 
sion conducted an investigation on the school in 1941, and a 
comprehensive report was furnished to Indian Affairs, includ- 
ing an estimate of cost amounting to approximately $4000.00. 
Indian Affairs advised on June 5th, 1941, that no funds could 
be made available for the work that year, and the matter has 
been dormant until the present. It is apparent that the 
amount of the 1941 estimated cost was included in the Indian 
Affairs 1948-49 annual estimates. 


Not only will the available funds be sreatly below 
present costs, but water infiltration will have added tre- 
mendously to damage apparent when the report was made. A 
further investigation will be necessary, and it will not 
likely be possible to initiate work this year. Further the 
need for extensive plumbing repairs has arisen, and should 

_\ be included when any additional examination of the building

Accounts - St. Michael's Anglican 
Indian School, Alert Bay, B.C. 


In April, 1948, I received the enclosed certified account, 
dated 31st March, 1948, of Peterson & Edward of Alert Bay for $87.50 cover- 
ing the provision and installation of a burner at St. Michael's School. 
I sent it to the Principal with instructions to take up with your local 
Agent the question of payment as it appeared to be a service for which 
your Department normally assumes responsibility in Government-owned Schools. 
I have just been advised by the Principal that your Agent has returned the 
account to him with advice that it must be paid by the School. I am for- 
warding this account to you with the request that it be paid direct by the 
Department under the provisions of your recent formula, 


I enclose also duplicate copies of a certified account dated 
30th April, 1948, of Pumps and Power Limited, Vancouver (their invoice 
No. 9542-3) for 9345-35 covering repair parts for pump. In forwarding 
this account, our Principal makes the following comment: 


"The account with Pumps and Power Ltd although dated April] 30 was 
incurred at the end of December, 1947, when we were having a good 
deal of trouble with the water pump. Mr. Letcher, then Acting 
Indian Agent, was away for the Christmas holidays but as Mr. Todd 
was in Alert Bay I asked him for permission to buy these parts 
and he gave me that permission. I have nothing in writing to 
prove that but it seems to me that if proof in writing has to be 
produced for every conversation between a Principal and Indian 
Agent then there is something very wrong about the set-up."

July 26th and August 5th and your marginal notes thereon, and further 
to our letter of August 20th, Mr, Webb has had 9 general survey mede 
of the school and ima report dated November 2nd advises as follows:- 


1. Arrangements were made to have a Mr. Ward of 
Alert Bay submit a price to Indian Affairs for 
work in connection with an improvement to the 
hot water supply which it is considered will 
correct the present condition. 


It was also arranged to heve Mr. Ward re-install 
the water supply pump engine which has been sitting 
outside the pumphouse since its return from overheul 
in Vancouver, Cost of this is to be paid by Indian 
Affairs. 


The wooden floor in the Assembly Hall and Boys room 
requires replacement. An estimate re this work of 
$800.00 was supplied to the Indien Commissioner. 


The qestion of the provision of a second wash room 

for maller boys was considered and an estimate of 

$600.00 re this has been supplied to the Indien 

Commissioner. 

The Preventorium in connection with this school 

was looked over. A considerable amount of repair 
is necessary, chiefly as follows:=-

The above figures are considered liberal and work, 
4f done by contract, might be carried out fora 
lesser amount, end if so, any balance could be 
used for improvement of porches off the wards.

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Plumbing = Although plumbing in the school wes 
reported to be in bad shape, an exemination did 
not confirm this report, No taps were found to 
require repairs and, whole some minor repeirs 
are required to toilets, nothing which could not 
be considered maintenance was noted, 


Waterproofing = Unfortunately, due to the sbsence 
of the principal, who has in any case only been 
there a few months, and an almost completely new 
staff, also to the fact thet Alert Bay was heaving 
an unusually dry spell, it was not possible to 
determine the full extent of the waterproofing 
urgently needed, The only parts of the building 
on which deteils were secured were the front 
walls in the basement. It would appear that if 
the sum of $4,000.00 is again made available, it 
would be possible to contract for a certain part 
of this building, sey the front, to be carried 
out during next summer season when rainfall is 
less likely than can be expected between now and 
the end of the fiscal year, It is suggested the 
work be done in June, July or August, when monthly 
precipitation everage is in the vicinity of 2 
inches, wherees the average increases from thet 
figure to over 8 inches in December and is still 
4.715 in March, 


If it proposed to do this work in 1949=50, it is 
suggested work be done by contract end that tenders 
be called for in April so that successful tenderer 
can get work completed in the good months. In the 
meantime, srrangements will be made to inspect the 
building after e wet period to definitely determine 
the nointe in walls where leaks are occurring. 


Re Item 7, Waterproofing, it has been our experience that a 
partial waterproofing job is never satisfectory; moisture works around 


through the unweterproofed sreas and destroys the value of the work. 
This report is supplied for transmission to the Indien Affairs 


Branch for inclusion or rejection in their 1949-50 estimetes, If it

From past reports sade in respect to St. Michael's Indian 
Residential School, Alert Fey, the Department is aware of conditions 
that have existed during recent years, and also that a concentrated 
effort is being made to bring the physical condition of this school 
beck to where it should be. 


Several inspections have been nade by officials from various 
Departaents who are responsible for certain work to be done, Certain 
reeommendations have been made, approved, and some money authorised for 
repairs. I have been giving personal attention to these repairs and I 
am pleased to advise you that what we have been able to complete to date 
has made a marked improvement, but there is still much to be done, par- 
tioularly with heating, plumbing and electrical installations. 
kitchen was allowed to get in a deplorable condition. The Department 
have completed the following repairs to dates 


(1) Kitehems ‘Two large Army Camp cookhouse kitchen ranges (two 
ovens each) have been installed with new stove pipe. One kitchen range 
had coils put in it and connected up direct to a emall hot water tank 
in the kitehen to give them surplus hot water. 


The walls of the kitchen are glazed tile. A year ago the School 
obtained a spray gun and painted the ceilings and part of the walle with 
paint. The walle were very dirty and greasy and this was not removed 
before painting, which not only darkened the kitchen but made it necessary 
thet we purchase special acid to remove the paint and grease from the walls 
before redecorating could be done. The tile walls should never have been 
painted but rather washed. The other equipment such es tables, cupboarde, 
ete. have all been gone over, and the kitchen is now in excellent shape. 


(2) The seullery equipment is being repaired, which is also now 
in good shape, 


(3) The plaster on the dining-room walls was «11 falling off, This 
hae been repeired and the room painted. This is also now in good shape. 


(4) The boys’ washroom has had the plumbing repaired and emple 
showers installed. 


(5) Mew leckera in the boys’ playroom have also been installed. 
(6) Practically «11 broken window panes have been replaced. 


(7) Repaire to the diesel pumping engine have been made at a cost 
of over $400.00, and a new belt for same was also purchased and supplied. 
Their domestic water system ie now in good working order, 


(8) A new electric washing aachine for the residence has been 
purchased as well os some ruge for the residence and staff quarters, 


Other minor repaire too numerous to mention have been completed. 
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Materials to lay new floors in the auditorium and Junior boys! 
Playroom are ordered and expected shortly. This installation will be 
made immediately upon receipt of the materials, 


Materials for back porch steps have been purchased anc received 
and this installation is being made at the present time, 


Materials to hook up our high pressure boiler with the hot water 
domestic tank have been purchased but the installation is being hela up 
waiting one safety valve. It seens to me that if Gordon and Belyea, Ltd. 
cannot supply this an effort should be made to purchase it from sone other 
firm in Vancouver so that we will get some hot water in the school. This 
installation has been delayed nearly two months waiting the receipt of this 


valve, 


Sufficient fence material has been purchased and supplied the school, 
This will be built as a manual training project when weather permits,

In my opinion, all these exposed wires and temporary installations 
(none of which would pass Government regulations) are a real fire hasard 
to this building end the lives of those who live therein, I requested the 
local electrician to make a survey of the school and then make a report, so 
that the Department will have some indication as to what is necessary, and 
be a guide as to what should be done to make this building safe. 


I attach hereto copy of his report. In reviewing his report I feel 
it should be broken down into two parts: First, meterials and labour to 
rewire and make necessary installations where necessary to comply with 


Government regulations. Second, to change over the present system of 
operating a diesel engine in the laundry to individual motors attached to 


each machine in the laundry; the diesel engine being worn out, I am fearful 
of fire and would kindly ask that Mr. Arneil give this his personal attention 


immediately upon his arrival back from the Enst.

This school is inadequately heated under the present set-up and hes 
been for a number of years. The Department of Public Yorks Boiler Inspector 


recommended to increase the efficiency of the plant that a

In years gone by the school 
used mill-run coal almost entirely which, no doubt, gave a more intense 

heat. At the present time they are short of fuel and trying to fire the 
furnace with green, wet alebs to effect economy.

Boiler Inspector's recosmendation to install a condensation Pump is necessary, 
and would ask that the installetion of this be made as soon as possible.

I am informed $4,000.00 was provide in this year's estimates to water- 
proof the exterior walls of the Residential School, but due to the Engineers 
not being able to have the work done in suitable weather, this money will 
not be used for that purpose this year. I am drawing this to your attention 
because I believe every cent of this money should be used for emergency repairs 
such as purchasing necessary equipment to provide ample heat and hot water, 
also to purchase materials and rewire part of the building to make it safe 
and remove present fire hasard.

on his next visit to the school. 


There are four classrooms, one of which is on the half-day system. 
Only one qualified teacher is employed and she is very good. The other 
three teachers were only supervisors in the school but were transferred to 
the teaching positions when a change in the staff took place. They have no 


teaching qualifivations. 


Sacinest-and_Mairan’ The engineer employed has no papers - not even 
fourth class, and in my opinion is one of the weakest menbers of the staff. 
wisit I have made to the school I have found the boiler 


On practically every 
f the building which come under his care in « filthy 


room and other parts o 
condition. He is very sloppy in his work and seems very uninterested, 


Minor repairs which he should be doing are left undone. On all ay visite 
I have never found him actually working. He seens to like to sit around 
and complain about everything in general, I wish to point out that the 

Government have a very large investment in valuable equipment which needs 


constant attention; otherwise, we are going to be constantly called upon to 
ue to the fact that an inexperienced, inefficient 


make expensive, major repairs d 
to be quite frank and say that I do not think 


person is in charge. I am going 
he is rendering the service the principal needs to keep the school in good 
running order. I will be making © further report later in connection with 


this position. 


I also feel that the young matron, who has had little experience, is 


not able or willing to give the principal much support. I do not wish to 


comment further. 


On most visite I find the school not as tidy and clean as I would like 
to see it but there is « vast improvement from @ year ago. This, no doubt, 
can be attributed to lack of supervision. 


The farm seems to be a thing of the past. The large herd of cattle 
which in former days supplied plenty of rich milk for the children, have now 
been disposed of, It can now only be considered as a vegetable and fruit 
garden. I believe the farming inetructor is a very conscientious, faithful 


worker, and should be a real support to Mr. Allsopp. 


I understand the school have increased the wages a@ightly, effective as 
from January lst, 1949, and I attach hereto copy of the present salaries paid. 


Some repairs and replacements in plumbing and sewerage are required 
are required, and this will be dealt with in another report. — 


In view of the fact that the school has permitted etaff members to 
carry out alterations in the building proper to suit their personal needs, 
and that of the school, by making changes in electrical and plumbing install- 
ations, etc., without authority from our Department, and which has now proved 
dangerous to life and agains 
that our Department issue ins 
changes or alterations be made in the physical condition of the building without 
proper authority from the Department. 
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I should like to state that the Rev. Allsopp is making a determined 
effort to correct the situation of @ year ago, and is gradually succeeding. 
To me it is just a matter of having efficient staff - he cannot do it alone. 


This office is giving him every support possible and will continue 
to do so, and it 1s hoped that the In@4an School Commission will aske every 
effort to obtain efficient help even though they may have to pay key employees 
a higher salary than at present. If that were done, I oan see this school 
return to the high standard of efficiency of former years.

Dear Mr. Todd: 


Recently I had the occasion to call the attention of the 
Supervisors to the matter of appearance and cleanliness of the 
children resident in this school, I discovered that certain of 
the boys had not been bathed for a period of two weeks. The 
explanation given by the Supervisors concerned was to the effect 
that they had been unable to obtain sufficient hot water for bathing 
purposes, Also the grimy appearance of the boys’ hands was due to 
the fact thet hot water was not available for washing purposes, 


I would refer you to the Inspector's report dated October lat, 
1948, referring to remarks on sheet re Boiler No, 44262 where he states 
as follows: "A new hot water heater should be installed, of suitable 
capacity for 300 people to take the place of the discarded heating pipes 
from the boiler.” I have also received many complaints from staff 
members as to the inadequacy of the hot water Supply. 


As you ure already aware, we find the Indian children generally 
subject to various skin diseases and it is important, as a matter of 
control, that strict cleanliness is insisted upon at all times. 


I shall be grateful if you would bring this matter to the attention 
of the Department of Indian Affairs with a view to having a new water 
heater system installed at the earliest possible moment. I assure you 
that every care is taken to ensure the economical use of the hot water 
supply. Nevertheless, you will realize from what I have stated above 
that, at the present time, it is absolutely impossible to obtain a 
supply of hot water comparable with the normal requirements of this 
institution with a total resident population of 230 people.

The attached report received from Wr. ". Keele, local 
resident electrician, will give the Department sons indication 
as to the present condition of the school insofar acs electrical 
instsllations are concerned, and the requirements necessary to 
comply with standerd Governmert regulations. 


Ae this report indicates a serious situation and immediate 
attention necessary to protect the school ageinat fire, I am 
recommending that Mr. Keele be asked to submit « tender for the 
following: 


(1) To cover necessary moterinls end labour to have the 
school rewired eccording to standard Covernment 
regulatione; thie tender to include all necessary 
lighting fixtures and outlets, 


(2) To cover purchase of motors, meteriale end labour 
for the instellation of seme in connection with the 
laundry. 


Mr. Keele's figure of $3,150.00 was not a tender but rather 
an estimate to give the Department some indiention of what was 
necessrry and the cost. I believe Mr. Keele would supply the 
motors et retail price, less 10%, and do the work on en hourly 
bagis if the Depertment so wished; and in my opinion the cost would 
be considerably less than the estimated amount he mentioned.

I recently made a service call at the Indian Residential School 
to repair defective wiring originally installed to power a one hep. 
refrigeration plant. 


I found that the original two wire 110 volt, 30 ampere service 
was powering, in addition to the original load of the refrigerator plant, 
two motor-driven 1320 watt Ironers; one 1000 watt Hand Iron; a one-third 
hep. motors two employees’ houses and five outlet receptacles, This load 
on an overfused ewitch resulted in heat damage to the switch to the extent 
thet it was useless. I made temporary repairs and returned next day to 
meke & more careful survey of the.wiring in the school in company with 
the school engineer, ’ 


The original wiring installed for 110 volt D.C. current was adequate 
for the restricted capacity of the plant in use, 


When use of this plant was discontinued and 229 vglt A.C. was drawn 
from City mains, and power equipment added in the laundry and at other 
points in the building, a lot Sf makeshift wiring was put in and in many 
cases thie wiring is not only a fire hazard but is dangerous to personnel. 


The building throughout 1s inadequately li:hted by any standard and 
except where they have beer added since the original wiring there are no 
outlet receptacles, This hes resulted in improvised circuits etrung on 
lamp cord in many parte of the building - a dangerous practice at best. 


The diesel motor powering the alundry machine is ready for replacement. 
With this in mind, and general state of the wiring threughout the building, 
Gisrepair and inadguacy, I would strongly recommerd that a new three phase 
220 Volt A.C. service be installed, end that the original lighting circuits 
in good repair be powered from this. 


That wiring in disrepair and other dangerous ctreuite be replaced 
and powered from this, 


That the wehing machines be powered by individual motors and the 
line shaft and belting be discarded. 


That additional circuits be installed to provide at least a minimua 
standard of good lighting in clasarooms, sewing rooms, dormitories, 
infirmaries, offices, work rooms and recreation rooms, 


Following are listed points in the budlding where improvements are 
necessary: 


Two playrooms require outlet receptacles, 

Kitchen requires additional lighting end outlet receptacles, 

Power kitchen mixer be replaced or powered with A.C. motor. (Now done.) 

Exhaust fans in drying rooms be replaced by A.C. units. Wiring “ns 
to these should be replaced, 


laundry requires outlet receptacles for irons and mangea. 
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Engine room requires outlet receiptacles for power tools and 
touble lights. 


Boiler room requires additional and improved lighting. 


Main offices require additional lighting and outlets for dest 
illumination. 


Fifteen ataff rooms now using lamp cord cireuits require properly 
wired outlet receptacles. 


Sewing rooms require additionai lighting and outlet receptacles. 
Dispensary requires more light and outlet receiptacles,. 


An infirmary used for xeray and dental clinics requires improved 
lighting end adequate outlet receptacles. 


Boys' infirmary requires more light and provision for heat tresments, 
etc, 


The principal's residence requires outlet receptacles in living-room 
and kitchen, 


The garage requires three lights andi one outlet receptacle for small 
power tools, 


The farmer's house hes an inadequate entrance service. Requires 
porch light. 


Engineer's house requires inproved entrance service, Dangerously 
inadequate wiring to outlet receptacles should be replaced, 


Listed are items only intended to provide « winimum standard of 
lighting and service outlets for an institution of thie type and such 
changes snd additions as will bring the wiring within the minimum require- 
ments of the Flectrical Code. 


The type and cost of added lighting fixtures and machines would 
decide the overall cost of carrying out such a progran of improvement 
buty providing for laundry neters » exhaust fans for drying rooms and A.C, 
mer for kitchen mixer and fluorescent fixtures for the sewing rooms, 
together with all wiring, applizances, materials and ledour, the final cost 
would not exceed $3,150.00.

During my absence from duty in 1948 Mr. J. C. Letcher, Acting 
Indian Agent, arre for the purchase of the material listed on the 
attached invoice #5 of Stanley Brock Ltd., Vancouver. When the 
4nvoice was received no prepaid freight bill was attached and accordingly 
the voucher was paid less the $2.00 prepaid charges, as shown on the 
invoice. At the same time we wrote to Stanley Brock Ltd. requesting 
them to forward us the prepaid express bill but heard nothing from then. 

later a letter was received from Canon H. G. Cook, Superintendent 


of the Indian School Administration, in which he was making inquiries 
from Stanley 


about the payment of this invoice and also another one 
Brock Ltd. Upon investigation we find Stanley Brock Ltd. billed the 
Indian Sdpol Administration, Ottawa, for $1.40, it being additional 
charges covering prepaid express on their invoice #5799. Prepaid express 
bill covering the charges was attached to the Anvoice and is now in the 
office of the Indian School Administration, Ottawa. 


Evidently the School broke a hinge on the extractor in the laundry 
and ordered another one to replace the broken part. This was done without 
consultation with the Department, and it is presumed they felt it was a 

1 and intended to pay for it themselves 


rightful charge against the schoo: 
but failed to do so. I attach hereto copy of invoice #6346 covering this 


account in the amount of $17.90. 
As we are unable to obtain the prepaid express bill covering invoices 
t authorize the rqnirs amounting 


#5799 and #2242, and as the Department did no 

to $17.90, I am forwarding the file direct to Ottawa and would kindly ask 
that you interview Canon Cook relative to his peyment of this account in 

the amount of $17.90. The payment of $3.40 express charges is the responsibility 


of our Department but we cannot do anything about it as the Indian School 
Administration have the receipted express bill in their office.

With reference to Mr. Pratt's letter of February 

14th and Supt. Todd's report of February lst regarding 

conditions at the Alert Bay Nesidential School, there hes 

been some delay in dealing with this matter due to difficulty in 

determining exactly whet is required and securing prices and 

estimates of costs. Even now it is apparent that some of the 

requirements cannot possibly be attended to this fiscal year. 

Mr. Todd has dealt with these requirements under various 

headings: 


(1) Electrical: Mr. Keele's report with regard to the wiring, 
etc., is quite comprehensive but is not sufficiently 
detailed to form a basis for # contract with him. ‘r. 
Todd is being requested to discuss the matter with him 
with a view to securing a detsiled tender on the work 
necessary. 


(2) Heating: We are presently awaiting advice from the 
Dominion Boiler Inspector with regard to specifications 
for the new hot water heater and the condensation pump 
for Boiler No. 44261. 

Items other than these as listed on the attached 
requisition can be secured locally at an approximate cost 
of $410.00. $125 of this amount is for @ new smoke box 
for the boiler, delivery of which cannot likely be made 
before March 31st. If funds to the extent of $285 for 
purchese of the other items can be made available 
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immediately I would request that I be so advised by 
Army Signals so that delivery can be taken before 
Wareh 31st.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of April 7th 
last, file #875-5 (E.1), in respect to Voucher #244, amounting 
to $194.43, dated January 31st last, in connection with repairs 
to the laundry and fire pump engines at the Alert Bey Indian 
Residential School. I regret that I did not write you a covering 
letter explaining this expenditure as there was no authorizdtion 
given by Ottawa prior to the work being done. 


For your information both these engines broke down about 
the same time which meant immediate action had to be taken. Prior 
to this breakdown Commissioner Arneil had inspected the School in 
company with myself and the late Col, Whyte of the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch. At that time the School Engineer pointed out 
to us that neither engine were working properly and we had had under 
consideration reporting the matter to Ottawa and requesting authority 
to have these units overhauled, but before I could take this ection 


the breakdown occurred. 


As the work had to be done to protect the school from fire 
and to allow them to continue with their laundry, I immediately 
arranged for a local mechanic to have the repair work done. I 
have no other explanation and trust that this will be satisfactory. 
I might add both units are now working properly. 


Possibly I should also say here that the Engineer in charge 
at the Residential School has no papers, not even fourth class, 
and I have found him reluctant to make ordinary repairs. The 
feeling seems to be not only with the engineer himself but with the 
Principal himself that any repair work necessary is the responsibility 
of the Department with the result that as you now know, the Department 
have spent considerable money in this school during the past year. 


PeteOe 
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If our equipment received the same attention as in former years 


a great many breakdowns and major repairs would not occur, and 
it is for this reason that I am bringint it to your attention. 
My own opinion is that we should have an experienced engineer 
capable of doing ordinary repairs as needed, which would give 


better supervision and greater care to our equipment.

As requested, the Department forwarded an accountable 
advance amounting to $590.00 to cover the repairs recommended 
by the late Col. Whyte. In addition to this we had a small 
balance of $23.70 left over from an accountable advance forwarded 
by the Department, their cheque $51045 of July 16/48, for minor 
repairs to the Residential School. 


As the time was getting short and as I was having difficulty 
to find suitable labour to complete the above mentioned work, I 
went to Mr. T. Westerlund, local contractor, and informed hia of 
the work the Department required done, and asked him if he would 
undertake the work by day labour, pointing out it had to be done 
by March 3lst, as that was the end of our year. 


Mr. Westerlund accompanied me to the school where I showed 
him the work which was required to be done and he then stated it 
would be far better for him to take a contract to complete the 
job, as it was already evident then there was a shortage of some 
materiale which had been ordered on instructions from the Surveys 
and Engineering Branch. Mr. Westerlund agreed to supply any 
shortages of material and provide all the lsbour for the full 
amount of $598.40. 


As this was the only way in which I could complete this 
work before the end of the year, I drew up a tender which covered 
the necessary material and all labour to complete the job, and 
this was signed by Mr. Westerlund.

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As we did not have time to submit this to the Department 
and complete the work before the end of the year, I asked Mr. 
Westerlund to proceed with the work on this basis. 


The work was completed by March 31st and we received & 
vary satisfactory job and I.attach the tender to the Credit 
Voucher #347, and trust the Department will approve of the action

In accordance with a request from Major MacKay, you are 
advised that our Mr, Hargreaves visited the above on the 5th and 
6th of June, and carried out an inspection of the mechanical ser- 
vices, His report may be summed up as follows:- 


a/ This building was erected in 1929 and is generally sub- 

> stantially sound, It must be stated however, that additional 
attention to general all round cleanliness would make conditions 
more attractive inside and out, 


The heating plant consists of two portable fire box type 
steel low pressure steam heating boilers of approximately 44 horse- 
power each, with an allowable working pressure of up to 10 lbs, per 
square inch, permitted by the Provincial Boiler Inspector on his 
1949 inspection report, The boilers are fired with slab wood of 
very poor quality in an effort to cut operating expenses, 


The distribution system consists of a two pipe low pres- 
sure steam and is run to the various parts of the building in a 
fairly good manner with some exceptions, The Principal's residence 
which is integrally built, is impossible to heat, This is caused by 
a faulty arrangement of the branch mains in the basement of this area, 


Condensation is returned to the boilers by gravity through 
a combination boiler return trap and air eliminator assembly, which 
is not in good operating condition, thereby contributing to improper 
circulation, As the result of this design, in which no traps are used 
at the ends of the mains and branch mains, the rooms farthest from the 
boiler can not be properly heated, 


The radiation is sufficiently large with some exceptions, 
The radiator traps and valves appear to be im relatively good condition 
and should function efficiently when the problem of distribution is 


overcome, 


The domestic hot water requirements could never be met with 
the present undersized burnt out, and ill-designed equipment The do- 
mestic hot water storage tank has capacity of approximately 800 gallons 
and appears to be sound, The jacket heater is practically burnt out, 
and is far too small to cope with the normal demand, A line connected 
to the tank from thehigh pressure boiler does not, nor could be expected 
to materially increase the heating capacity even ir no other service 
from this boiler was to be provided, The high pressure boiler is rated 
at 16¢ horsepower and the hourly heating rate of the domestic hot water 
demand is equal to a minimum of 25 horsepower, The high pressure boiler 
incidentally is in good condition and large enough to meet the require- 
ments of the laundry services for which it was originally intended,

It was noted that the domestic hot water piping system was 
somewhat undersized, but it is felt that it is unnecessary at this time 
to replace it in its entirety, This piping will in all probability 
have to be replaced however within the next 5 to 6 years, 


lr The drainage system was brought to the attention of our 

officer, It was reported by the caretaker and Principal, to be plug- 

ged in some sections, Careful observations on the part of our officer 
leads us to believe that most of this trouble has been ths result of a 
lack of supervision in the basement where the bulk of the plumbing fix- 
tures are, The same holds true with the dormitory where several W,Cs 
are located for emergency use at night, 


One floor drain in the basement was found to be packed solid 
with sand and dirt and it is logical to blame this on improper super- 
A vision and a lack of good housekeeping, The drainage system will have 
to be cleaned out and it has reached the stage where the maintenance 
staff at the school can not cope with this job, due to the lack of 
suitable tools and a knowledge of how to use them, 


Our officer was informed that the underfloor drains were 
laid in tile, but could find no basis to support this, Tile lines are 
used outside the building to carry raw sewage to a discharge point in 
the bay with no intervening septic tank, This is a deplorable method 
as much of the raw sewage is washed on to the beach at high tide, If 
a septic tank were installed, the effluent could then be safely dis- 
charged into the bay,

In order to bring the various mechanical services up to the 
minimum required efficiency, 4t is recommended that the following oper- 
ations be carried out, 


(a) Re-grade spring pieces and run-outs to risers and 
radiators where necessary, 


(b) Install float and thermostatic traps at ends of all

(ce) Remove present boiler return trap and air eliminator 
assembly and replace with suitable condensation pump 
and receiver making some minor changes to the piping 
at the rear of the boilers,

The foregoing operati ns can not be accurately estimated 
until plans and specifications are prepared, but it may be safely 
assumed that if the work recommended is carried out, it will cost in 
the neighborhood of $8, 500,00, 


When advised that approval has been given, we will proceed 
with the design covering the revisions to the mechanical services as 
soon as possible, 


NN, OBSERVATION, 


It was noted that the wiring was in a very dangerous state, 
Exposed lines together with evident over-loading of circuits con- 
tributes a very real source of fire hazard, Fuses are blowing re- 
gularly and the Principal was warned not to permit the use of heavier 
fuses than those now being used, 


The fire pump located in a pump house at the bay about 1/8 
of a mile from the school, was undergoing repairs, The impeller was 
found to be clogged with bark, pieces of wood and other foreigh matter, 
This indicates that the strainer is either missing or so badly deterio- 
rated, that it is of no further use, It was also noted that the go- 


vernor on the diesel engine which drives this pump was not functioning 
properly and attempts to make satisfactory repairs had not been success- 
ful, The Indian Superintendent, Mr, Todd, was advised to replace this 
governor as well as to install a strainer at the end of the intake line 
to the pump, 


The boilers appear to be in good condition, but the boiler 
room staff was not impressive, The boiler room was in a filthy condi- 
tion and there is no excuse for such lack of attention on the part of 
any fireman or operating engineer, It is felt that if this fireman is 
to be retained, he should be advised to clean up and pay more attention 
to ordinary mechanical maintenance duties, which is certainly an impor- 
tant part of his work, and which can be expected to contribute to longer 
life of all items of mechanical equipment,

It is also felt that the fire pump should be connected to a 
“, suitable electric motor with a starting switch located in the Principal's 
‘office as well as a switch in the Pump House, This would assure positive 
starting of the fire pump when required, whereas under the present arrange- 
ment, the diesel engine must be started by hand after the operator has 
had time to reach the pump hous, ceanbaninced 


The foregoing remarks under the heading of General Observations 
are not definite recommendations included in our rough estimate, but 
suggestions only,

Reference Indian Affairs memorandum of July llth and your 
marginal notation dated June 13th in respect to the above, 


The report mentionedydoes not refer to the recent plumbing 
and heating investigations cartied out by Mr, Hargreaves, It is con- 
cerned with an old standing complaint, that rain enters through the 
brick walls, and dates as far back as 1936, In 1938 repairs to roof 
and waterproofing of a portion of the east wall residence was under- 
taken, a sum of approximately $1,345,00 having been made available, 


Since that date a number of inspections have been made and 
reports submitted, the latest being the present report from Mr, D,W, 
Gordon, dated June 24th, 1949, which in effect supports previous re- 
commendations, The essential facts are as follows:- 


A portion of the east wall of the main school building and 
the residence have been waterproofed and appear satisfactory, 


The report recommends that the following work be dones- 
(a) the remaining portion of the exterior east wall and the entire 
exterior south wall be waterproofed §) the infirmary gun room, which 
has settled, be raised and repaired (c) the roof along the south wall 
parapet be repaired (d) repair two leaks in residence and a crack in 
north concrete basement wall, All the repairs have to do with rain 
entering the building, a condition which is considered serious, 


The cost of the above work is estimated at $4,400,00 and Mr, 
Gordon recommends that the work be carried out on the basis of cost 
plus a percentage, Mr, Gordon's statement that the work might require 
a contractor's fee of 25% is interpreted to mean a profit of approxi- 
mately 10% with 15% for other items usually considered as payable chagtges 
exclusive of the actual cost of materials, 


We consider Mr, Gordon has submitted a good report and the 
recommendations are concurred in, but if Indian Affairs can find funds 
for the work, comparative prices must be obtained for the waterproofing 
and roofing, and we would request Mr, Webb to provide supervision for 
the work while in progress, 


A copy of same with Mr, Webb's covering letter is attached

The outside walle consist of; brick vene . 
structural tile backup, wooden furring strips, metal la 
and plaster. ‘The outside oriock construction is struck joint 
in common bond. The horizontal joints average almost half 
an inch in thickness, the maximum about three-quarters of an/ 
inch. Vertioal joints are narrower on the average. 

the bricks, being run of the ki 
are not of good quality and are pitted 
ably although none of these defects app 
The sorter is good and has not parted 
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The sand in the mortar appears to be coarser at the top 
Of the building than at the bottom, 

The east wall of the main senool building and 
the residence have been waterproofed, as described in a 
report by W. C. Werren, dated February 6, 1941, and are 
atill in good condition. See photo Number One in Appendix I. 
Most of the cracks and pitting in the south wall and parts 
of the north wall of the main buijding, leundry and auditorium 
walls have been filled with Minwax Caulking Compound. This 
compound is still in fairly good shape and seems to be 
sealing the cracks successfully. See photo Number Two in 
Appendix I. It has peeled and hardened at the outer frinces 
of thin sections but this separation is not spreading beyond 
the fringes. 

During the winter of 1948-49, no water has leaked 
through the walls of the sohool except in three localized 
areas which are discussed later. towever, this winter has 
been colder than usual with the result that muah of the 
preolpitation has been in the form of snow, and the driving 
south-easterly rain storms, which penetrated the sehool in 
previous years, have been absent. At the time the school 
was visited by the undersigned, Alert Bay wes enjoying wara, 
dry weather and therefore the effect of water penetration was 
not evident in most places. 

Le us C} 

1. There is a large crack on the north cement 
wall of the west basement. Water entered here last winter. 
This could be closed by chipping the crack out clean and 
refilling with cement and a waterproofing compound. 

2. The reported leakage into the infirmary sun 
room has evidently resulted from a settling of the front 
brick column supports of the room. These supports have 
settled until tue roof slopes away frow ite drain and the 
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top west side of the roof has come away from the aain outside 
wall of the school as auch as three-quarters of an inch, 
The supports will have to be adjusted before any caulking 
or waterproofing can be attempted. 
3. On the sain roof where the roofing sheet 
meets the parapet wall, it does not, in some places, lap 
up under the copper flashing. Ome bad section, in this 
respect, was along the eastern part of the south fage of 
the main building. It should be noted that a lot of the 
seepage reported during the past few yeurs was on floors 
and basement below this section. 
be There were two leaks at the residence, both 
active last winter. One was over the doorway befween the 
residence and the sohools the other was in the ceiling of 
the residence bathroom on the second floor, Neither of the 
sources of these leaks could be established. The roof 
appears to be watertight, the drains are olear, and the 
caulking and waterproofing above tie doorway on the residence 
roof and the school east wall is good. It is considered 
that the water is entering in narrow localized hodes or 
cracks and not seeping through large areas of walle or roof. 
5. ‘The caulking around the windows on the 
south side of the school, especially on sides and bottom is 
poor and neede replecing. The window caulking on the other 
walle is better but not good. However, the seepage on the 
south side which has occurred in previous years does not seem 


to have entered the inside walle around the windows. 


eral tion of e in Previo s 
The south inside well of the east wing on the 
seoond and third floors has leaked. The plaster has been 
saturated mostly between the oeiling and windows. 
The plaster on the south and east part of the west 
dormitory on the tep floor has been saturated from the floor to 


a 
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a height of four feet, water has also come in from the 
upper south-east corner of this dormitory. 

The basement of the east wing has on several 
cocasions collected one to two inohes of water which has 
apparently drained down the south wall. The plaster ta 
directly on the conorete in the basement. 

Moisture has collected on parts of interior 
walls on other rooms facing south but not on as large 
areas nor as haraful as the areas just described, 

Leakage on the east wall of the laundry was stopped 
when the dralus ware cleared. 

It must be remembered that the discussion in this 
section is based partly upon conversations earried on at 
the school with persons previously employed there, and 
partly upon the evidence remaining on the walls concerned. 

METH OF REPAIRS TO THE 
1. Infirmary Sun Room 

fhe front part of the sun room should be raised 
to its original correct elevation with serew jasks and 
6" x 6” columns, using the assembly shown in Sketch Plan I. 
Then, steel shims inserted on top of the brick colwans and 
the remaining space on the columns grouted in. The earth 
should be dug out around the present footings, half of one 
eoluan at one time, and concrete support added to the 
footings as shown in Sketeh Plan II. The total cost, 
ineluding labour and materials, is estimated to be $550.00. 
Cost details are given in appendix II. 

II. Roof Repaire 

The roofing along the south wall of the main 
school should be repaired in the following manner; 

1. Glean gravel off present roofing surface up to 
two reet from the parapet wall. 
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2. Reise flashing enough to work on pazapet. 

3. Brush wall surface Glean and apply layer 
of Plastic tlastio Gua to it and the eleared two foot section 
of roof. 

le Apply three layers of felt, each smeared with 
Plastio Elestic Gum, to cover cleared roof and to lay up 
parapet wall 8 to 10 inehes. 

5. Copper flashing, see details in Sketoh Plan III, 
to be inserted and nailed to roof deck. 

6. One layer of twelve inch wide felt smeared 
with Plastic Hlastic Gum and layed horizontal, sovering 
flashing as shown in Sketoh Plan ITI. 

7. Seeond layer eighteen inch wide felt applied 
as in 6. 

8. Roofing surface relaid using Plastio Hlastic 
Qua and then graveled. 

9. Replace caulking on parapet where necessary. 

The total cost, including labour and materials, is 
estimated to be $530.00. Cost details are given in 
Appendix II. 


III. Waterpfoof ing Outside South Wall of Main gehool and

The total area is 7600 square feet. The net 
area, excluding windows and doors, is 6000 square feet. 
see Sketoh Plan IV. 
The waterproofing can be done by this office or 
by contract with some approved waterproofing firm. 
If done under supervision of this office, the 
method would be as follows, using Minwax products. 
1. Brush down well surface. 
2. Polat and re-oaulk brick where necessary 
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3. Re-caulk around all windows and other openings. 

‘eo Apply three coats Minwax prick and Cement Coating 
of appropriate colour, the first two coats to be thinned 
with Minwax Brick and Cement Coating Thinner. 

5. Paint brick molding on windows, two coats. 

The total cost of above, including labour and 
materials, is estimated to be $3,300.00. Cost details are 
given in Appendix Ir. 

The Minwax treatment could also be done by eontract, 
probably at the same cost. However, if contracting the work 
is to be considered, there are available water proofing materials 
which are applied with special equipment by trained operators, 
In some instances, the company distributing the material have 
their own machines and personnel for the work and in other 
Gases, certain contracting firms specialize in the use of a 
specific product. Two materials which cose under the above 
@apsegory are “Insul-vastie" and "Trenco" products, 

The cost of contracting the above is estimated to 
be approximately $3,500.00. 

The estimated useful life of these treatments is in 
excess of ten years. 

All of the waterproof coatings discussed have one 
feature in common, that is, they completely cover the brickwork 
and the distinetive mortar lines are lost, thus changing the 
pleasing architectural characteristics of a brick building. 
They are also subject to possible changes in colour themselves 
by chemical action, usually within one or two years after 
application, Although these changes do not affect the waterproofing 
qualities of the covering, the good appearance of the school 
might have to be restored by painting. 

There are available waterproofing agents that do not 


alter the appearance of the original brick structure, These 


are transparent substances whieh deter absorption and have a 
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probable life of three to five years; comparable to the life 
of an ordinary paint covering. The successful use of these 
products necessitates the prior pointing or caulking of all 
holes and cracks in the brick as well as caulking around 
openings of doors and windows. The difficulty in ensuring 
the absolute sealing of all cracks in the expanse of wall at 
the school and the short useful life of the treatment dis- 


courages its use. / 


Iv. Repairing Two Leaks at Residence and Crack in North 
Concrete Wall of west Basement 


These repairs could be made easily at the same 


time as I and II with ¢ slight extra cost of $20.00.

It is respectively recommended that the repairs 
to the concrete wall in the west basement, and to the 
infirmary sun room supports be carricd out before October 
this year by this office. Total Cost $570.00. 

The repairs to the school roof can be contracted 
or done on a cost plus basis as well as by this office, 
Contracting, or cost-plus, by a recognized roofing company 
is recommended for the following reason. 

The repairs to the roof, although of a minor 
nature and not expensive, are vitally important to the 
state of the building. Any other waterproofing applied to 
wall, eto., will be nullified if the roof is not sound. 
Thus, the work could be accomplished to a greater degree of 
reliability by a company who are specialists in roofing and 
roof repair. 

The cost-plus arrangement is preferred for the 
reason that it would be less costly than a contract, A 
contractor vidding on the job would have to provide for 


the contingency attendant upon wet weather which is a 
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common occurrence in that area, whereas, on the cost-plus 
basis, if fair weather prevails, a saving is effected. 
The estimate cost of repairing the roof is $530.00. 
It is further recommended that the waterproofing 
to the south wall be done during July and August by a 
reputable waterproofing company rather than under direction 
of this office, This is suggested because; 

1. Labour and tradesmen aie very difficult to obtain 
at Alert Bay during the summer. 

2. Waterproofing a building of this size is expensive 
and oan be better done by skilled tradesmen uncer exper- 
fenced and qualified supervision. 

Total cost of roof repairs, infirmary repair, 
and waterproofing south wall is estimated to be $4,400.00. 
It is suggested that the window frames of the 
school be painted and the stuceo on the infirmary sun room 
be replaced. These two repairs could be done by the school 


authorities as they are actually maintenance jobs.

MacInnes dated July 27th last, which carried your marginal 
notation of the 29th ultimo, and which transmitted concurrence 
by Indian Affairs in operations covered by our memorandum to 
you of July 19th, 1949, this office requested Mr. Webb of the 
Dominion Water and Power Bureau in Vancouver, to obtain cou- 
petitive tenders for carrying out the recommendations included 
in the report prepared by Mr. Gordon of his office, dated June 
16th, 1949, and which he estimated would cost approximately 
$4,400.00, made up of items as follows. 


1. Repairs to Infirmary Sun Room and

3. Waterproofing exterior brick walls....... 3,500.00 
Estimated total Cost $4,400.00 


Mr. Webb in his letter covering the submission of Mr. 
Gordon's report, recommended that the roofing and waterproofing 
work be carried out by contract, based on cost plus a percent- 
age and that the repairs to the basement wall and infirmary sun 
room should be executed by day labour, all under supervision 
from his staff. 


On the 10th instant however, Mr. Webb sent us an Army 
Signal, wherein he advised that he considered it advisable to 
employ an experienced roofing foreman and to execute the roof- 
ing repairs by day labour. He proposes however to draw up 
specifications and a contract agreement from which to obtain 
tenders for the waterproofing work, to be submitted to this 
office for approval. No mention is made of repairs to the sun 
room. 


It is felt that the repairs to the sun room and school 
roof could very well be executed by day labour at less cost 
than by a cost plus contract.

"In our memorandum of 16 June 1949 we recommended 
that painting the window sash be done by the school au- 
thorities as it is actually general maintenance. ‘low- 
ever, it is advisable to have this work done on the 
south face of the building before the waterproofing 
mastic is applied for the reasons that absorption through 
the wood into the brick setting might damage the mastic 
and also that it is not advisable to sling staging on the 
walls for about two years after the mastic is eppiied. 

It is therefore recommended that arrangements be made 
with the successful bidder to do the painting. This 
could be done on the same staging that is used for the 
waterproofing work and therefore at a very reasonable 
cost. This cost is not expected to exceed $500.00, 
Authority for this expenditure is requested."

fhe defeots causing moisture to leak into the 
interior of the building were noted as follows:- 
(1) Basement - Moisture penstration through a erack in 


the conerete at the aorth wall of the west basement. 


(2) ioftizmary Sunroom - Moisture leaking to this room 


evicently cesulted from settling of the oriek column supporte. 


These supports had settled until the roef sloped away from its 
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drain and the top west side of the roof had been separated 
from the main outside wall of the sehool by some three-quarters 
of an inoh. 

(3) Roof Flaghing - On the roof, at the south face of 
the main building where the roof sheeting met the parapet 
wall, it did not lep up under the flashing. Seepage of water 
was reported on the floor and baseaent below the section, 

(4) Residence - Two leaks were reported at the residence 
during the winter 1948-49. One of these leaks was over the 
doorway between the residence and the sehool and the other 
was in the ceiling of the residence bathroom located on the 
second floor. It was considered that the water was entering 
through narrow localized holes or eracks and not through large 
areas of walls of roof as these appear in good condition. 

(5) Caulk Around Windows = ‘The caulking around the 
windows on the south aide of the school was in poor condition 
and required replacement. It was not considered that moisture 
was seeping into the building around these window openings. 
Nevertheless, to ensure a good job of waterproofing the walls, 
it was deemed necessary to replace the existing caulking with 
fresh compound. 

) Made 

The repairs completed and the methods employed were, 
with minor exoeptions, those recommended. The repair of the 
erack in the basement wall was undertaken by the school auth- 
orities before other work of repair was started, ‘he crack 
was filled with a cement and sand mortar without a watere 
proofing admixture. 

The repair to the sunroom and the roof ef the school 
was conducted under Mr. Gordon's direction with the use of 
hired labour, Undermining the brick column footings, intended 
in the sunroom repair, was too difficult and the alternate 


method showk in the atteohed plan was employed. ‘The footing 
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dimension was inoreased to 4'=1" x &'<1" and the new concrete 
was bonded to the existing footing by five, three-quarter 

inch Giameter, dowels, twelve inohes long. These dowels 

were imbedded for an equal length in the old end the sew 
eoncrete. Patehing of the stueco finish to the sunroom was 
also done at the time, This patching required only a small 
outlay in tise and material and therefore the work was done to 
preserve the appearance of the building and to prevent further 
spalling of the stucco finish. 

Also completed under Mr. Gordon's direction, with 
the aid of a qualified roofer, was the repalr to the roof 
flashing. The work was cone 48 recomended, with the minor 
exceptions that; (a) hot application of asphalt was used to 
nop on the folt rather than wing the cold application initially 
considered, (bo) sixteen ounce copper & ecting was used in place 
of the twenty ounc originally intended, ith the Lighter 
gauge copper, “drivins" were used to fasten the sheeting to the 
pack of the parapet wall. The ethod of repairing the roof 
is indicated in figure 3 on the attached plan. 

The cost of repairs to the sunroom colwans supports 
and the roof flashing wae 985.39. A etal of this estimate 
is atbeched.e 

fhe waterproofing of the south wall of the sonool 
was done under contract by the firm of d. eviin and Vompany 
of Vaneouver. 'remeo Manufacturing Company roducts were used. 
The treatment consisted of sealing the masonary surface with 
‘ypemco 101 Primer" and thes applying a coating f "*"Tremco 
101 Mastic Waterproofing". fioth primer and mastic were applied 
with sprey gun. Two coatings, and in aost areas three coatings 
of the priser, were applied. The actual rate of application 
wveraged one gallon per 100 square feet. The rate of application 


of the sastic treatecnt was kt gallons per 100 square feet. 
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he colour of the mastie is dark reé over the entire wall 
surface, copings and sills are treated with a satural coment 
ooloured mastic to contrast, and the whole presents a pleasing 
appearance. 

Although not ineluded in the contract agreement, 
the infirmary sunroom was also treated, at no extra cost, in 
the sane way as the aain wall to whieh it adjoins. This was 
done to ensure a pleasing appearance to the front elevation 
of the building. 

All copings, sills,parapet walls, flashings and 
stone work on the south exterior wall of the school were 
caulked before the waterproofing treatment was applied. A 
copy of the technical provision included in the contract 
aaveement is attached as Appendix Ill.

Should seepage through this wail section occur, 
it would oe advisable in the interest of appearance of the 
school, to treat with the identical " inwax" product used by 
ur. We. CO. Warren on the remainder of this east wall, Particulars 
of this treatment are given in this engineer's report of 21 July 
1937.6 

An edditional contract, that of palnuting ana glazing 
sash ané windews on the south face of the school, was awarded 
to a. T. Devlin and Gompany. No transfer of funds was made to 
the Ungineering and Construction Division for the work, The 
contract was arranged directly between Indien ffairs Branch 


and the contractor. Ths necessary speoifleations were prepared 
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in this office and a sopy of these is attached 48 Appendix Iv, 
The iuspeotion of the work, as in the instance or waterproofing 
was done by Mr. D, P, Hunter, 

Originally it was Sugcested that this work could be 
done by the sohool authorities as it was actually a mainte 
enance task, However, the painting and @lazing was not done 
at the tine the waterproofing contract was started, It was 
therefore arranwed to have the contractor do the work. The 
amount of the contract was $410.00. This contrac was satige 
factorily completed. ‘Yhe principal reason for insisting that 
the sash be painted at this time was the fact that the mastic 
waterproofing used is Characteristically soft or pliable fron 
One to three yoars after application, for thisreason it is 
advantuseous to ensure ladders or scarfolding ars not placed 
“galnost the treated walls for the first few Years, as such 
procedure would damage the mastic finish and peralt aoisture 
to enter throush the wall of the bullding.

The cost of the Completed work outlined above was 
045447239. detail of this cost is attached ae Appendix I,

The repairs to this building revommended in WE 
‘ordon'’s memorandwa of 16 June 1949 have been co leted in 
an acceptable manner, The weather durtue the waterproofing 
Operation was satisfactory, When the primer wus applied, the 
weather was particularly good and better than aver &® conditions 
for this type of work were encountered. This ensured that the 
walls were dry before Seuling with the primary treatment. Some 
rain fell before tie istic application was complete, his 
was not serious because the walls were then impervious to 
“Oisture by reason of the priming treatment. No sastle, of 


course, Was applied during the rain, 
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No further trouble with aoisture penetration is 
expected through the exterior south wall of the sanool., It 
is expected that moisture will be experienced on the interior 
walle of the residence, The residence is a twoestorey structure 
attached to the east wing of the main building. The source 
of entry of tie moisture reported on the wall of this building 
could not be definitely determined and therefore no fecommend- 
ation to reetify the trouble could be made. 

The appearance of the achool has venefitted by the 
work done. Appendix Il, figures 1, 2, and 3, show the pleasing 
elevation of the front of the school after the waterproofing 
treatment. Other photographs in the Appendix show the marked 
improvements effected by the waterproofing, glazing and 
other repairs. 

Further work could be done to advantage on the 
exterior of the remainder of the school, partioularly on the 
copings and sashes. No estimate was made on the cost of 
restoration work necessary. However, it is respectfully 
suggested that this building be thoroughly examined in the 
near future and a comprehensive sohedule of maintenance and 
repair work necessary be outlined for execution.

1. Seope of Work 


The area to be treated includes the entire front 
(south face) of the exterior masonary wall of 3t. “ichael's 
Residential Sehool, above ground level, save and except the 
sunroom end poreh. The total area is 7,800 square feet more 
or less ineluding the area of windows and doors, etc. 


2. ti Surf. 


Before any waterproofing material 1s applied the 
surface to be treated shall be clean and dry. All grease, 
wax, dye, loose scale, peeling paint, dirt or other foreir¢n 
matter shall be removed by scraper, wire brush or other 

approved method. 


All the necessary work shall be done to ensure that:- 


(a) The coping stone is solid on the parapet wali 
and that the parapet wall is watertight. 

(b) All windows are thoroughly caulked. 

(e) All or any brieks that are missing or loose 
shall be replaced, pointed and made secure. 


le - The coping stone on the parapet wall 
shall be pointed, caulked and shall be thoroughly 
cleaned and made secure before treatment is applied. 
The reverse and top of the stone shall be covered 
with the waterproof mastic. The appearance of the 
face of the stone shall not be changed and shall not 
be covered with the waterproofing mastic. The face of 
the coping stone shall be treated with two applications 
of a transparent waterproofing medium. The rate of 
application for coating shall be 240 square feet per 
gallon. 

(bo) s - The sills of all windows shall be 
pointed a caulked and shall be thoroughly cleaned 
and made secure before treatment 1s applied. The 
sills shall not be treated with the mastic waterproofing 
and the appearance of the stone shall not be changed. 
The stone shall be treated with two applications of a 
transparent waterproofing medium. The rate of applica- 
tion per coating shall be 240 mquare feet per gallon. 


(e parapet baile - The reverse of the parapet 
wall is no in this contract. 


(d) F - The flashing on the reverse of the 
parapet wa s not ineluded in this contract. All 
other flashing shall be caulked and made watertight in 
an acceptable manner. 

(e) yt work - Stone work on the building shall 
not be treated with mastic waterproofing and the 
appearance of stone work shall not be changed. All 
stone work shall be cleaned, pointed, caulked and made 
secure in an acceptable manner before being treated 
with two applications of a transparent waterproofing 
medium. The rate of application per coating shall be 
240 square feet per callon. 
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4. 3ash and Doors 


The settings where sash and doors are joined to 
or set in the masonary shall be caulked and made watertischt 
in an acceptable manner. 


5. Foreh and Junroom 
—2ES3 SNe siren 


The flashing around the porch and sunroom at the 
joining of this structure with the main bullding wall shall 
be caulked and made watertivht in an acceptable manner. The 
remainder of this structure shall not be «iven the water- 
proofing treatment. 


6. vaterproofing “ateritals 


(a) The waterproofing material shall be an imper- 
vious elastic material suitable for the waterproofing 
of exterior walls of masonary buildings above ground 
level. The material shall be of the order of the 
fremeo Manufacturing Company Limited, Toronto, product 
"Trenco 101 Mastic “aterproofinge" or equivalent or The 
Insul-Mastic Corporation of America product "No. 4127 
Breathing Insul-Mastic” or equivalent. 

(>) Samples of all materials to be used shall be 
submitted by the contractor prior to the time set for 
commencing the contract as desiynated in this agreement. 
The minimum weight of such samples shall be one pound. 

(ec) Colour of the finished application shall be a 
dark red and shall conform to the colour of the 
remainder of the building in a manner pleasing to the 
eye. 


Application 


(a) Priming shall be applied to the surface to be 
treated where priming is so specified or recommended 
by the manufacturer of the waterproofing material for 
use under similar clreumstance. Priming shall be 
applied prior to the application of Tremeo 101 Mastic 
Waterproofing or equivalent treatment and the coveraye 
of the application shall be 1 gallon per 240 square 
feet. 

(bo) The application of the waterproofing treatment 
shall commence at the top of the wall and progress 
downward to ensure that the mastic film is not damayed. 
The application shall be applied by akilled workmen in 
an acceptable manner. 

(c) The application of the waterproofing treatment 
shall be done by sprayins with the inecidéntal use of 
brushing or trowelling as shall be considered necessary 
by the sngineer. 

(4d) The waterproofing shall be applied at the rate 
of coverage of 5 gallons per 100 square feet where a 
primer is not first applied cr 4 gallons per 100 square 
feet where a primer is first applied. 


8. The Engineer or his representative shall as he 
deems necessary and from time to time during the course of 
the work sample any material used.

Generad 
The 2ost recent report by Mr. Gordon dated 16 June 
1949, provides pertinent information as to the location of 
St. Michael's Indian Residential Sehool, its structural 
eharacteristios, and defects in the structure causing moisture 
penetration through the exterior walle. 
The defects causing moisture to leak into the 
interior of the builéiag were noted as follows:~ 
(1) Basement - Moisture peastration through « orack in 
the conerete at the north wall of the west basement. 
(2) Infixmary Suaroem - Moisture leaking to this room 
evidently resulted from settling of the orick eolumn supports. 


These supports had settled until the roof sloped away froma ite 
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drain and the top west side of the roof had been separated 
from the main outside wall of tne senool by some three-quarters 
of an inoh. 

(3) Beet Flashing - On the roof, et the south face of 
the main building where the roof sheeting met the parapet 
wall, it did not lap up under the flashing. Seepage of water 
was reported on the floor and baseaent velow the section. 

(4) Begidence - Two leaks were reported at the residence 
during the winter 1948049. One of these leaks was over the 
doorway between the residence and the school and the other 
was in the ceiling of the residence bathroom loeeated on the 
seoond floor. It was considered that the water was entering 
through narrow logalized holes or eracks and not through large 
areas of walls of roof as these appear in good condition. 

(5) Caulking Around Windows - The caulking around the 
windows on the south side of the sohool was in poor condition 
and required replacement. It was not considered that moisture 
was seeping into the building around these window openings. 
Nevertheless, to ensure a good job of waterproofing the walls, 
it was deemed necessary to replace the existing caulking with 
fresh compound. 

Aepaize Hage 

The repairs completed and the methods employed were, 
with minor exceptions, those recommended. The repair of the 
erack in the basement wall was undertaken by the sehool auth- 
erities before othur work of repuir was started, ‘The oraok 
was filled with a cement and sand aortar without a watere 
proofing admixture. 

The repair to the sunroom anc the roof of the school 
was conducted under Mr. Gordon's direction with the use of 
hired labour. Underaining the brick eoluan footings, intended 
io the sunroom repair, was too diffioult and the alternate 
method showk in the attached plan was employed. The footing 
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dimension was increased to 4-1" x bt -l" and the new concrete 
was bonded to the existing footing by five, three-quarter 

inoh diameter, dowels, twelve inenes long. These dowels 

were imbedded for an equal length in the old ead the new 
conerete. Patohing of the stucco finish to the sunroom was 
aleo done at the time, This patehing required only a suall 
outlay in time and material and therefore the work ws done to 
preserve the appearance of the building and to prevent further 
spalling of the stucco finish. 

Also completed under ¥r. Gordon's direction, with 
the aid of a qualified roofer, was the repair to the roof 
flashing. The work was done a8 recommended, with the minor 
exceptions that; (a) hot application of asphalt wae used to 
mop on the felt rather than using the cold application initially 
eonsidered, (b) sixteen ounce copper sheeting was used in place 
of the twenty ounce originally intended, with the lighter 
gauge copper, “G@rivine" were used to fasten the sheeting to the 
beck of the parapet wall. The method of repairing the roof 
fe indicated in figure 3 on the attached plan. 

The cost of repairs to the sunroom coluans supports 
and the roof flashing was $985.39. A detail of this estimate 
is attached. 

The waterproofing of the south wall of the school 
was done under contract by the firm of J. T. Devlin and Jompany 
of Vancouver. Trenco Manufacturing Company products were used. 
The treatment consisted of sealing the masonary surface with 
Tremoo 101 Primer" and then applying 4 eoating of "Trenco 
101 Mastic Waterproofing". Both primer and mastio were applied 
with spray gun. Two eoatings, and in aost areas three coatings 
of the primer, were applica. The actual rate of application 
averaged ore gallon per 100 square feet. The rate of application 


of the mastic treatucnt was bt gallons per 100 square feet. 
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The colour of the mastic is dark red over the entire wall 
surface, copings and sills are treated with a natural cement 
eoloured mastio to coutrest, and the whole presents a pleasing 
appearance, 

Although not inoluded in the contract agreeseat, 
the infirmary sunroom was also treated, at no extra cost, in 
the same way as the wain wall to which it adjoins. This we 
done to ensure a pleasing appearance to the front elevation 
of the building. 

All copings, sills, parapet walls, flashings and 
stone work on the south exterior wall of the sohool were 
caulked before the waterproofing treatment was applied. A 
copy of the technical provision ineluded in the contract 
agreement is attached as Appendix III. 

The oost of the work completed under the agreement 
was $3,052.00. All work was done to the complete satiafaction 
of Mr. D. P. Hunter, of this office, who conducted all inspections 
in connection with the J. T. Devlin and Company Contract. The 
email area on the east wall of the sehvol noted in Mr. Gordon's 
memorandum was not ineluded in the Devlin & Company contract. 
No treatment of any type was given to tie east wall at this time. 
Conolusive evidence of moisture penetration through the surface 
was lacking. Should seepage through this wall seotion occur, 
it would be advisable in the interest of appearance of the 
school, to treat with the identical "Minwax" product used by 
Mr. We ©. Warren on the remainder of this east wall, Particulars 
of this treatment are given in this engineer's report of 21 July 
1937. 

An additional contract, that of painting and glazing 
sash and windows on the south face of the sonoel, was awarded 
to J. T. Devlin and Company. No transfer of funds was made to 
the Engineering and Construction Division for the work, The 
contract was arranged direotly between Indian Affaire Brench 


and the contractor. The ueovssary specifications were prepared 
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in thie office and a copy of these is attached as Appendix IV. 
The inapeotion of the work, as in the instance of waterproofing 
was done by Mr. D. P, Hunter. 

Originally it was suggested that this work oould be 
done by the school authorities as it was actually « maint- 
enance task. Nowever, the painting and glaaing was not done 
at the time the waterproofing contract was started. It wes 
therefore arranged to have the contractor do the work. The 
amount of the contract was $410.00. Thies contract was satis- 
factorily completed. The principal reason for insisting that 
the sash be painted at this time was the fact that the mastic 
waterproofing used is gharacteristically soft or pliable frou 
one to tnree years after application. For thisreason it is 
advantageous to ensure ladders oF soaffolding are not placed 
against the treated walls for the first few years, 48 such 
procedure would damage tie mastic finish and permit aolsture 
to enter through the wall of the building. 

Cost 

The vost of the completed work outlined above was 
Gb ,4h7.39- A detail of this cost is attached as Appendix I. 
donedusion 

The repairs to this building recommended in ur. 
joréon's memorandum of 16 June 1949 have been completed in 
an acceptable manner. The weather during the waterproof ing 
operation was satisfactory. When the primer was applied, the 
weather was particularly good and better than average eonditions 
for this type of work were encountered. This ensured that the 
walle were dry before seuling with the primary treatment. Some 
rain fell before the mastio application was complete. Tais 
was not serious because the walle were then impervious to 
moleture by reason of the prising treatment. No mastic, of 


course, was applied during the rain. 
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wo further trouble with solsture penetration is 

expected through the exter or south wall yf the senool. It 
is expected that goisture will be experienced on the interior 
walla of the residence, The residence is @ twoestorey structure 
attached to the east wing of the wain builldinge The source 
of entry of We acisture reported on the wall of this vulldise 
eould not be definitely determined aad therefore no fecomence 
ation to rectify the trouble sould o¢ made 

The appearances of the se 001 nas oenefitted by the 
work dOn@. Appendix ri, figures 1, 2, ane 3, show the pleasing 
elevation of the rront of the goneol after tne waterproofing 
treatment.

With reference to Mr. Neary's letter of February 
13th regarding the proposed conversion of the heating system 
at the sbove-mentioned school from wood to oil, I visited this 
school recently and was appalled at the quality of wood with 
which the management was trying to heat the huildings. 
Although heating costs would be higher with oil, conversion 
is definitely indicated and is recommended at as early a date 
as possible. 


I have made tentative encuiries regarding the cost 
and find that the complete installation of oil burners, 
including fuel tanks will he hetween $4500 and $5000.

In relation to our conversation of 9/2/50 
and further to my request that consideration be given the 
idea of converting the present heating system at the above 

mentioned school to an oil burning unit. I thought the 
following from a letter of Principal Allsopp might prove 
of interest: 


"Since you left Alert Bay I have done a little more 
investigating into the matter of oil fuel for our 
heating plant. 


During the severe cold weather I estimate that it 
has cost us approximately $20.00 per day for slab 
wood fuel, this does not take into consideration 
the wastage of man hours and fuel in handling, a- 
part from cost and effort, at no time has the 
school been at least confortably warm. 


In talking the matter over with Mitchel Bros. En- 
gineer he was of the opinion that during the winter 
season it ought to be possible to adequately heat 
the school with a daily g@allonage of deisel fuel 
not in excess of 80 gals. daily (twenty-four hours) 
if his estimate is correct this would prove more 
economical than using slab wood. The present price 
of deisel fuel is 15.2¢g per gal. and there is every 
possibility that by next Fall there will be the con- 
venience of tank truck delivery at a cost of lg a 
gallon.

The above engine which provides power for the Pomona 
pump supplying domestic water for this school, is again giving 
considerable trouble, and has been constantly breaking down over 
the past six months, 


Due to the fact that we not only depend upon this 
engine for our very day supply of water but also for fire 
protection it is imperative that consideration be given to 
assure adequate and reliable pumping facilities. 


The present condition of the engine has demanded 
so much time and attention from our engineer that it has been 
impossible for him to give sufficient time to the maintaining 
of other installations at a normal standard of efficiency. 


Not only has there been far too much time taken up 
by our engineer in endeavouring to keep the engine operating, 
the Indian School Administration have been called upon to pay 
heavy repair bills in securing the services of local mechanics. 


I would refer you to our letter of February 5th. 
1948, (copy attahced) concerning this engine, It is apparent 
that the time has come for further consideration being given 
to the installation of an electric motor which would give 
reliable service assuring an adequate water supply at all times, 
This was suggested on Departmental Jstimates submitted for the 
year 1949 - 1950.

As you know, the domestic water pump and engine 
have been giving us a great deal of trouble. On looking over 
the files in this office I find that the engine is a Petters 
Atomic Deisel 7 H.P. purchased and installed in May 1934. This 
engine is no longer reliable as many parts are badly worn. In 
October 1947 the Vancouver Agents for this engine stated that 
the engine is now a very old model and that parts are practically 
unobtainable from England as the manufacture of this model has 
been discontinued. Requests for 4 new engine or an electric motor 
were sent to the Indian Agent in October 1938, July 10th. 1941, 
and May 17th. 1943. 


The domestic pump is a Pomona installed in August 
1929. ‘he pump was last pulled in 1941 and new impeller blades 
were installed. In July 1945 the pump behaved in a spasmodic 
manner. The Agents for the pump suggested resetting the im- 
pellers and this was done. On December 23rd. 1947 the pump 
jammed. We called in the same mechanic who pulled the pump 
in 1941, and he suggested that one of the sections may have 
broken and dropped off. It was impossible to undertake & 
complete overhaul at that time, so he freed the pump and it has 
operated since, but at 4 considerable reduced output. Spare 
parts have been ordered but they will have to be specially 
made at the factory. 


It is obvious that both the pump and engine have 
given good service and that both should be replaced.

Proposed Conversion to 011 Firing

Reference is made to Major MacKay's memorandum of 
the 15th of February which bears your notation of the 18th 
in connection with the above. As you are aware, general 
mechanical revisions are now being carried out at the above 
institution by Mitchell Brothers Limited of Vancouver. 


Should the Indian Affairs Branch approve of the 
proposed conversion to 011 firing along the lines outlined 
below, the Contractor would be requested to submit a price, 
which if found to be fair and just, would be the basis on 
which an extra work order covering these operations could be 
prepared. 


We have first hand knowledge that the slab wood 
used for fuel in this school is of very poor quality and 
since it is now reported that wood is increasingly difficult 
to obtain, it is felt that consideration should be given to 
the use of oil in one boiler. 


The building is served by two low pressure steam 
steel fire box boilers, each rated at 444 H.P. One boiler 
oil fired, would handle the entire load including the heat- 
ing of domestic hot water except under the most adverse 
weather conditions. Under such conditions the second boiler 
could be cut in to service. 


It is felt that the second boiler should be kept 
as a standby and either fired by wood or coal. This would 
preclude the possibility of a total shut-down in case of 
electric current failure. 


Based on the most up-to-date method of estimatin 
fuel consumption and assuming a 200 day heating season, 8 
efficiency of combustion with o11 firing using No. 2 light 
diesel o1l, 23,036 gallons of oil] would be required, which 
4s an average of 115 gallons per day. If the Principal's 
figure of 15.2¢ per gallon plus 1g for delivery is correct 
for that area, this would amount to $18.65 per day, which 
is under the price now being paid for slab wood. 


It must be clearly understood that the above data 
4s based on the use of light o11 No. 2 or 3 so-called diesel 
fuel ofl. Since the school electrical system is served by @ 
generating set, it would not be possible to use crude oils 
requiring electric preheaters as the electrical equipment is 
not large enough to handle additional loads which would be 
imposed.

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Great care should be exercised in the selection of 
an oil burner for this school, which is remotely located from 
Vancouver or any other industrial centre. <A burner designed 
embodying the most up-to-date, fool proof and trouble free 
operation should be selected, as it may be difficult to obtain 
skilled service in case of mechanical failure. Such a burner 
is available locally, and its characteristics have been thor- 
oughly checked. If approval is given to this work, it is 
strongly recommended that the Indian Affairs Branch purchase 
the burner upon advice which will be given to them at a later 
date. However auxiliary items including the oil storage tank, 
controls, refractory lining in the combustion chamber together 
with piping and other incidental accessories could be supplied 
by the Contractor. 


It is roughly estimated that this work could be car- 


ried out for $2,800.00. We therefore request that the Indian 
Affairs Branch advise us of their decision in this matter,

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Extracts from reports of Principal, St. Michael's School, Alert Bay, 
regarding use of coal for heating. 


(a) Letter dated 26th September, 1949. 


"The idea of the stoker and use of stoker coal is naturally 
attractive but I feel that care should be taken to see that it 
is going to be possible to import coal economically. If it can 
be brought in by the scow load, there will, of course, be con- 
siderable saving. Hauling of the coal must also be considered. 
Under present conditions, coal must be put on the wharf, shovelled 
into the truck, again dumped outside the school boiler room and 
finally shovelled into the coal bin. With such operations, I 
believe there is at least a half ton loss with every fifty tons 
delivered. To handle a scow load, some type of portable loader 
would be an essential requirement. There is not a suitable 
building on the school property to enable storage of a full 
winter's supply of coal. To avoid waste, a lean-to shed adjacent 
to the boiler room would be most feasible. 


As you suggest, I will discuss with Mr, Todd the idea of 
a joint purchase of coal." 


Letter dated 19th October, 1949+ 


"In further reference to our correspondence relating to pur- 
chase of coal for heating purposes at this school, I have now had an 
opportunity of discussing this matter with Mr. Todd who informed 
me that all Indian Department heating units here have been con- 
verted to oil burners (with the Day School being in process of 
conversion). This method of heating seems to be general through- 
out the town. The new hospital furnaces are the oil burning type. 


As I have pointed out in 4@ previous letter, importation of 
coal is an expensive matter. Delivered in bulk by freighter, it 
costs at present $10.00 per ton laic down on the wharf and #2.00 
per ton haulage to the school, then we have the extra work of 
shovelling the coal into our storage bin. There is naturally 
an unavoidable loss of weight with so much handling. 


It would certainly be a great asset to have the convenience 
of automatic firing with thermostatic control, but it is evident 
that there is little hope of us sharing in 4 pool coal delivery 
system with the majority of homes and business firms of Alert Bay 
using fuel oil d@most exclusively."

The writer has just returned from an inspection trip 
re the steamfitting and plumbing work that this firm is doing 
under contract to the Department of Indian Affairs re the above 
School. 


The Boiler installation, Condensate Pump, Drip lines, 
Covering etce, are completed. We were not able to obtain suf- 
ficient steam pressure on the system with either one or two 
boilers being fired to get a comprehensive test over the whole 
building with special regard to the production of heat, which 
no doubt the system was revised for. The School authorities 
are at present, firing both boilers with slab cordwood in four 
and five foot lengths, which is soaking wet and of very poor 
quality, and the b.t.u. output from which is extremely low. It 
4s the only available fuel, and will never gain sufficient out- 
put at the boiler to heat this building,especially since the 
lines are now trapped and not of sufficient pressure to lift the 
indicator off the pin,enithe steam pressure gauges cannot be 
raised at any time except by shutting the main steam valves for 
a test on the installation work, at which time we raised suf- 
ficient pressure to give the immediate pipe a sound test. 


During my visit I inspected the Combustion Chambers of 
both boilers, and found that the combustion chambers at No.1 
and Noe2 boilers were filled with cordwood with full draft, and 
that the cordwood reached to approximately fourteen to sixteen 
inches from the crown sheet, and that very little flame was 
even lacking the crown sheet. After three hours, approximately, 
a full draft, the Condensate pump functioned twice for very 
short periods only. Only those Rads in the Boiler-room's immed- 
fate vicinity get warm, and at no time did the pressure gauge 
ever register pounds of steam. 


My humble opinion, until some means of Automatic firin 
is installed, this system will never heat properly - for your .

The engine is again giving trouble and 4 new set 
of piston rings will have to be installed before we can get it 
operating again. While the engineer will be able to do much of the 
preliminary work it will be necessary for the Alert bay Shipyards 
mechanic to taxe care of the fitting of the rings and the lining 
up of the engine for resterting. i have told the engineer that he 
must do as much as he possible can so that labour charges will be 
kept to the minimum. 


In view of your statement in the last paragraph 
of your letter I wonder if there is any possibility of asking the 
Department sngineers to consider the instellation of a Lister engine 
rather than an electric motor. Inis is strongly recommended by the 
Alert Bay Shipyards Mechanic. He states that the Lister is far more 
satisfectory than the Petter's and would be easy on maintenance costs 
and very economical to operate. I understend tnat it will cost some- 
where in the neighbourhood of $50.00 - $60.00 per month for electrical 
energy to operate a motor powerful enougn to run our Pomona pump.

Re: Heating ~ Alert Bay Residential School 


This will acknowledge your memorandum of 17 March 
requesting that consideration be given to a tender and 
specification from Mitchell Brothers Limited on the 
installation of oil burning equipment in one of the low 
pressure boilers at the above mentioned school, 


In the main, the specifications cover the require- 
ments at the above school. However, it is suggested that 
an oil burner capable of consuming 18 to 20 Imperial gallons 
of fuel o11 per hour should be installed. The components of 
the burner as outlined by Mitchell Brothers are acceptable, 
The controls required are as follows: 


(1) A re-cycle control to protect in the event of power 
or flame failure and to withhold restarting of the burner 
until a suitable scavenging period has elapsed. This control 
to include a delayed action oil valve opening feature to 
ensure the burner will come to full operating speed before 
fuel oil is fed to the furnace, 


(2) A high-low limit pressure control should be connected 
to the re-cycle control circuit to stop and start the oil 
burner. 


(3) Low water cut-ort should be wired into the oil burning 
circuit so as to prevent the burner from operating in the 
event of low water levels in the boiler. If these are of the 
float type, it should be equipped with blow-down valve and 
Piping to facilitate removal of sediment from the float 
chamber, 


(4) An automatic draft regulator should be installed to 
ensure that draft in the combustion chamber is reduced to 
someuegs consistent with the proper disposal of the gases of

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& (5) One high limit control valve. 


Room thermostats are not considered advisable in 
this institution. Manual operation of the radiator valves in 
the various rooms is considered adequate for an institution of 
this type. 


The size of the oil storage tank should not exceed 
5,000 gallons. O11 delivery is obtainable at Alert Bay by 
tank truck with a capacity of 500 gallons. The current price 
of this type of delivery which could be obtained under, say, 
annual contract, is about 15.27% per gallon. 


In deciding the correct size of fuel storage tank, 
consideration must be given to the fact that there is possibly 
only one truck available in the community for delivering fuel 
oil and, too, the limited number of motor vehicles and the 
isolated nature of Alert Bay would Suggest that in the selection 
of a storage tank the choice should be made for a larger tank 
than might otherwise be considered adequate. 


It is suggested that a 3,000 gallon tank be obtained. 
This tank should be buried underground in accordance with the 
regulations set out for the Province of British Columbia 
governing such devices. Possibly allowance should be made for 
constructing a pit under the boiler to provide a combustion 
chamber of about 44 cubic feet as recommended by the oil 
burner manufacturer. 


The side walls of the boiler furnace box, target wall, 
and the furnace box floor would have to be rebricked and properly 
insulated. 


The cost of such an installation would be approx- 
imately $4,000.00. However, competitive bids based on a firm 
specification might better this estimate. With an annual 
consumption of 2,336 gallons of oil as noted in Mr. Weir's 
memorandum to our Director of the 22nd February, fuel oil 
would cost $3,500.00 a year, whereas coal, if obtainable at 
$17.00 per ton which appears to be the best price to date, 
would cost possibly $900.00 less. However, coal does not seem 
practical at Alert Bay because of the lack of off-loading 
facilities and storage on the wharf, 


If it is decided to instal one oil burner at Alert 
Bay, definite specifications could be drawn up and tender prices 
received from reliable local firms.

\ I am enclosing a memorandum in duplicate, 
byrne Te. Ae Ge Beeching, in connection with the Domestic 
Water’ Supply Pump at the above-mentioned school. The 
school management has been having difficulty with this 
pump for some time, and for the past several weeks, it 

has been inoperative and the school has been relying 

on the Reserve water system. The matter has been the 
subject of previous correspondence with you, and I believe 
was brought to your attention by Canon Cooke 


Mr. Beeching, in his memorandum, gives 
comparative costs of pumping by electricity and pumping 
by diesel power, and it is apparent that in spite of 
the higher initial installation cost, diesel power, over 
a period of time, will be more economical. 


You will note that a 8 H.P. Petters AV-2 
with removable sleeves, is recommended as being the most 
suitable engine for this job. 


I would recommend that the Purchasing Agent 
be requested to secure such an engine. Installation can 
be made under the supervision of our Engineering staff.

In accordance with your instructions, I made an examinetion of 
the 5 HP Diesel engine driving the deep well pump at the Alert Bay Resid~ 
ential School on April 15, 1950. * 


General 


From observations and previous correspondence written to this 
Department on this subject, it appears that the plant es it exists today 
was installed in 1930, 


The installed length of the pump and casing is 65', the depth 
of the well is about 76' end the depth to the water 55', 


The pump is a 15 stage type, fitting into a 6" case and driven 
by @ belt passing around a vertical pulley on the pump and a horizontal 
pulley on the diesel engine to make altogether a one-quarter turn. 


Previous tests run on the pump showed a capacity of 45 Gala. 
per minute into a reservoir situated about 100! above the ground elevation 
of the pump house. However, the present 5 HP Petters Diesel Engine when run 
at this output was overloaded and the pump capacity was therefore reduced 
to 30 Gale. per minute. If a new engine is installed it should have a rating 
of not less than 8 HP in order to cut down on the pump time and increase the 
efficiency of the plant. bs 


Diesel Engine Presently Installed 


The 5HP Petters engine presently in use is 20 years old, breaks 
down continually since it is worn out, and should be completely rebuilt. 
This engine is now an obsolete model and the Supplier has informed us that 
they would probably have to have many of the parts made up specially if they 
were to carry out an overhaul job on the engine. This would run the cost of 
the overheul job to about $250.00, roughly estimating. The repair bills for 
the engine alone during the past years have been running up to several hundred 
dollars each year. This cost could probably have been drastically reduced if 
the engine had been shipped to Vancouvep for a complete overhaul but until 
recently the main pumping plent for the Alert Bay Village was not adequate to 
supply both the School and the Village requirements so the plant had to be 
repaired on the spot in the shortest time possible.

From the above it can be seen there is a wide difference in the 
energy costs which will amount to about $165.00 per year. It is there- 
fore recommended that arrangements be made te purchase e new Diesel 
Engine to replace the old machine. Since the installation cost of the 
Diesel engine is only $300.00 more than the electric motor and this 
will be made up in about two years through a saving in power costs, it 
can be readily seen that the Diesel engine will be the most practical 
installation although there will be a slightly higher meintenance cost. 
But this maintenance cost should not enter into the picture for four 
or five years and should be more than amply taken care of by the savings 
in power. 


The most suitable engine for this job would be an 8 HP Petters AV2 
with removable sleeves. The Manufacturers' Agent informs me that the cost 
for a complete overhaul of this machine would run to about $100.00, which 
is very reasonable when he estimates the life of the engine before bequir- 
ing this overhaul to be 12 years.

Upon instructions from Mr. N. P. Robinson of this 
Department, I visited the Alert Bay Residential School to 
make a final progress inspection of the work which had been 
carried out in connection with this project.

Heating Plant 

The Contractor has forwarded to us a sketoh of 
the piping plan in the boiler room which is slightly 
different from the isometric detail shown on the original 
plan No. 577, Sheet H-l, due to the fact that the boilers 
were differently positioned as mentioned in our letter to 
the head of the éngineering & Construction Division dated 
9 December 1949.

Memorandum to Mr. Arneil: 


Re: Wiring Alert Bay Schools 
Residential School 


In reply to your memorandum of June 26, we would 
like to inform you that during Mr. Beeching's visits to 
the above mentioned school, he did not examine the electrical 
installation in particular and it would require a survey trip 
in order to ascertain the exact amount of work required to 
bring the wiring of the school and the adjacent buildings up 
to reasonable first class electrical standards required in 
this province. 


However, Mr. Beeching noticed that the illumination 
in the class rooms was well below the standard requirements 
and this would have to be changed entirely if these rooms 
are to be used for teaching purposes in the future. Although 
Mr. Beeching did not examine the staff rooms, it is very 
probable that the same condition exists as at St. George's 
Residential School, and outlet receptacle plugs should be 
installed in each room. 


The system in use at present was originally designed 
for D.C. and is a 2-wire system but could be easily changed 
over to a 3-wire system. It was noticed that the conduits 
and solid neutral connections in the distribution panels 
and disconnect boxes were not properly grounded. Of course, 
this is a very dangerous condition. 


Several additional appliances such as movie picture 
projectors and cooking electrical appliances are in use at 
the school and the wiring for this equipment has had to be 


brought in directly from the outside in a most unsatisfactory 


evccccceees 
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From the above remarks it would appear that the 
school definitely needs a complete electrical overhaul and we 
therefore feel that it would not be practical to carry out an 
inspection and rewiring job on the manual training building 
alone since this is a small wooden structure apart from the 
school and actually of small importance in comparison to the 
other buildings. 


Day School 


During Mr. Beeching's visit to Alert Bay he was 
shown over the day school and it was noticed by him that 
there were many small changes required to bring the electrical 
installation for this school up to reasonable standards. Some 
of these changes which he noticed included wire sizes required 
increasing, conduit and distribution panels required grounding, 
and insulators required fitting to the service entrances, etc. 


We feel that this day school should be given an 
inspection at the time Mr. Beeching, or any other engineer, 
visits the residential school for inspection of the electrical 
installation there, since the latter school is of wooden 
frame construction and could easily be damaged by a short 
circuit.

3 Since returning from an extended tour of our sub- 
Arctic schools I have learned with concern that the Department has 
now decided not to convert one of the boilers at the above mentioned 
school into an oil burner. I understand too that this decision 
has been influenced by the intervention of J. L. Gibson, M.P. for 
Comox-Alberni. 


From correspondence received from the "Telegraph 
Cove Mills Limited" it is evident to the I.S.A. that the lumber- 
ing industry on the B.C. coast has more or less, complained about 
the possible conversion to oil at St. Michaels. 


You will realize that the departinents decision is 
most unsatisfactory to us. We asked for conversion to oil for 
the simple reason that the use of wood and slab-wood as a fuel 
dource was anything mt satisfactory. I would like to review 
some points in the problem. 


Re: Slabwood: 

(a) For years past the slabwood supplied by the Telegraph Cove 
Mills has been of very poor quality and they admit as much to 
I.S A. in a letter dated May 18/50. It has also increased 
considerably in price. 

(b) Handling expenses at the school have increased. 

(c) The whole heating unit is designed to function under a 
constant and maintained heat source. This is impossible with 
the use of slabwood as when the fire is made up periodically the 
heat output is reduced as the heat energy is utilized to ignite, 
dry out and burn the freshly placed slab wood. As the heat 
source lowers in heat output the steam pressure is naturally 
reduced causing undue condensation in the pipes. If we are

forced to continue the use of slabwood the recent costiy overhaul 
to the heating system will be so mich wasted effort, as it cannot 
function properly. 

Gorduaed - 


This source of fuel has been investigated and while it would be 
a better fuel than slabwood it hus disadvantages as well. 

a - It is very expensive per cord 

b = handling costs at the school would be high 

c - An assured source is unprocurable. No white concern handles 
cordwood in or near Alert Bay and the only way the school could 
get & supply would be from Indian cutters. The Indians are very 
well off financially and do not want to cut wood even at the 
present high prices. ven when an Indian can be found who will 
accept a wood-cutting contract there is no guarantee of delivery. 


Conk - 


This source of fuel » s also been investigated 

a - Its use is imp ible because of the very high cost per ton 
landed at Alert Be,. 

b - We have no facilities at the séhool for hauling from the barge 
to the school. 

ce = It is dirty and handling costs in the boiler room would be 
expensive. 

d - No storage facilities at the senool for a safe stock pile - 
It cannot be stored outdoors because of weathering. 


It has been said against St. Michael's use of 
fuel oil that it would put lumbermen out of work and thus effect 
the labour situation. This is a weak argument as the slatwood 
used at St. Michaels is simply "scrap" from the saw at the 
Telegraph Creek mills and little labour would heve to be expended 
to burn the slabwood at the mill or dump it elsewhere as the 
slabwood has no commercial value when it cannot be sold to the 
School. Then again labor would not suffer generally because the 
use of oil at the school would necessitate handling of oil and 
servicing of equipment by oil company employees. 


It is also pointed out that the Indian Affairs 
Buildings at Alert Bay - the classrooms and Agents office and 
residence - have been burning oil for some years past with 
satisfactory results. 


At its own expense but with Indien Affairs permission 
the Administration converted two large ranges in the school 
kitchens into oil burners simply because slabwood gave poor 
satisfaction. 


Last winter the School had a number of oil heating 
stoves throughout the building and classrooms because the slabwood

T\have the honor to refer to Departmental file 
No.156-0-9 in tonnection with the agreement concerning the 
leasehold of this Department with the Anglican Synod of British 
Columbia at Alert Bay, B.C., incidental to which this Department 
is obligated to the mcessary removal of sawmill buildings from 
the site in accordance with its Agreement dated the lst day of 
June 1931. 


In this connection I beg to advise the Department 
that I received a call from His Lordship Bishop Schofield a few 
days ago who informs m that the machinery which has for some 
time been housed in the main building thereby preventing the 
demolition thereof, has now all been removed and that we may now 
proceed to demolish the building and move the debris from the 
site. As it is umerstood there are som heavy timbers connect- 
ed with this building to be disposed of, it is suggested that 
the services of a good all round man with carpentry knowledge be 
obtained to supervise the work. I am not quite sure what the 
cost will be of clearing this site satisfactorily to ourselves 

Ny to the Church Authorities but I would judge tmat the sum of 

//3500.00 would be an absolutely outside figure. By an unde rstand- 
ing reached with the Church Authorities the material to be 
removed will probably be disposed of partly to the Residential 
School and local Anglican Church and the balance to deserving 
Indians who may wish to have it. All other unusable debris to 
be burned up and the site left in clean condition. 


In view of the fact that it is understood from Mr. 

Indian Agent Halliday that during last winter certain old build- 
ings were removed from yart of this site as they stood within a 
Right-of-way of a Provincial public thoroughfare in course of 
construction a sum of money was expended by the Derartment on 
relief work under the direction of the Indian Agent, the latter 
being of the opinion that the sum (approximtely §200.00) 
expenied on this work should be reimbursed to this Department by 

. the Provincial Public Works Authorities, and if this is done the 

\eramount to be received from the Provincial Authorities might be 
applied to the above-mentioned undertaking. With this suggestion 
I am in accord sinee the question of compensation for clearing : 
the thorowhfare has not yet been adjusted between this Depart- 
ment and the Department of Public Works. It is understood that 
an engineer of the Provincial Government has recently been on the 
ground and has made or is making a report to his Department in 
regard to the thoroughfare. 


In the meantime I would ask that the Department be 
good enough to advise me if possible what was the amount actually

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spent by the Department in removing the debris from the 
public thoroughfare last winter. The Department's letter 
of March 2lst last on file here indicates that a sum of 
approximately $100.00 was authorized to be spent by the 
Acent for clearing that portion of the site reauired for 
right-of-way.

Halliday has now left Alert Bay and his successor may not 
be able to advise m as promptly as the Demrtment could 
of the amount spent on this work.

with reference to the wharf situated in 
front of the school building, I have to say that Mr. 
Newnhan has been authorized to repair sane, at a cost 
not to exceed $2650, provided there are sufficient funds 
left over from the apprepriation of $2,000, which was 
allowed for repair work at the school. 


Regerding the sawnill wharf, which the 
Department lessed from the Anjlican Synod of the Diocese 
2f Nritieh Columbia as from June 1, 1931, at a nominal 
rental, I have to say it is noted that this wharf is 
no use, either to the church authorities or the Depart- 
ment and considerable expenditure would be necessary 
for repairs. It is noted, further, that Mr. Newnham 
and yourself recommend that the agreenent between the 
Angiiean Synod ond the Department, in connection with 
thie wharf, be cancelled. Ae you are of opinion that 
tiie wharf ie of no use in connection with the school, 
the Department will approve of the concelling of the 
lease of sane, provided the church authorities will 
agree. The Departent does not ppear to have a copy 
oz the lease, as, by offici:1 letter dated July 17, 1931, 
Sane wae returned to the late Commissioner bDitehburn, 
after execution by the Deputy Superintendent General. 
After toking the matter up with the chureh authoritics, 
Please advise ir they will consent to the cancelling 
of the lesse of the eawndll wharf.

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last winter, in removing certain buildings which stood 
within a right of way of a Provincial thoroughfare in 
course of construction, I have to say that the Depart- 
ment paid the sum of 896 for the labour employed. If 
you obtain reimbursement of this amount from the Prov~ 
ineial Public Works authorities, they should make 
their cheque in payment to the oredit of the Receiver 
General and it should be forwarded to the Department. 
Under the regulations of the Auditor General, it will 
not be possible to apply this amount towards the 
expenses in removing the other buildings. It is noted 
that the matter of reimbursemeit by the Provincial 
authorities is now receiving consideration. 


The Department will leave the matter in 
your hands to make the hast acrangements possible in 
having the old sawmill buildings removed, the materials 
A4istributed and the site properly cleaned up.

This special covering letter is being written 
on behalf of Gideon Whonnock, Indian of the Kwawkewlth Band 
and ex-pupil of the Residential School, who owns a house on 
that portion of Hill Street located between Lots 6 and 7 and 
between Front Street and Broughton Street on the sub-division 
of the Special Industrial School reserve, and is living there 
permanently. 


Whonnock has made application to this office to 
have this portion of Hill Street allotted to him as a lot, to 
be known as Lot No. 6A, and that he be given a certificate of 
approval from the Department. 


In connection with this application, I wish to 
point out to the Department this street allowance is a very 
steep grade and will never be used for street purposes. The 
natural thoroughfare to serve Lots 12, 15 and 14 and those 
located north of them will be Broughton and Park Streets, and 
this portion of Hill Street now occupied by Gideon Whonnock 
would make a good lot with water frontage. 


I would therefore recommend that this street 
allowance between Broughton and Front Street be cancelled, and 
this area transferred from a street allowance into two lots, 
the south half with the water frontage to be given to Gideon 
Whonnock and known as Lot No. 6A, and the upper or northern 
portion to be known as Lot No.6B, and reserved for another 
applicant. My reason for making this suggestion is on account 
of the steep hill which practically makes the upper half a 
separate parcel as far as being of any benefit to the holder 
of the lower half. terterety “¢ ht vn tds Ctter 


I particularly would like the Department's 
decision in respect to granting this location to Gideon Whonnock 
as it is his intention to improve the property this fall and he 
does not wish to spend any more money on it until the Depart~- 
ment's approval has been received. I might add the area above 
referred to has a frontage of 69.9 feet, and would make an ex- 
cellent lot for Yhonnock but is of no use as far as a street 
allowance is concerned. 


Would the Department kindly advise me their 
views in regard to this particular portion of the sub-division.

As stated in my Report attached hereto, I 
wish to place before the Department certain information in 
connection with Lot 9 now occupied by Ben Isaac and his 
family who is a member of the Katzie Band of the New West- 
minster Agency. 


Mre. Isaac was formerly Dorothy Nowell, and 
when her father died this property was left to her and her 
half-brother, Bertie Blenkinsop. Bertie has made his home 
there ever since, and Mrs, Isaac has spent most of the time 
here since her marriage caring for her mother, who has since 
died. Mr. Daunt, Indian Agent of the New Westminster Agency, 
has requested that Isaac return to his own Agency, stating he 
had a good farm there which was deteriorating through no one 
looking after it. This information was passed on to Isaac, 
and he promised to return to his own Agency last year when 
the fishing season was over. I later spoke to him, and he 
\said he was going as soon as he could make arrangements, but 
to date no arrangements have been made and he is still living 
in this house. 


Isaac is not a desirable Indian to remain in 
this Agency; he is of the “wise" type, an agitator, and a bad 
influence amongst other Indians through his drinking, and it 
is my desire to have him sent back to his own Agency where he 
has a home. It was for this reason I wrote the Department 
under date of June 25th last in which I referred to “some 
Indians from Agencies other than the Kwawkewlth Agency who 
have taken up residence on the Special Industrial School 
Reserve at Alert Bay" and requested to know if they had any 
legal status to remain on this reserve by virtue of Mre.Isaac 
being an ex-pupil of the Residential School. 


I do not wish to take any action with a view to 
having him return to his own Agency and then find complications 
might exist giving him permission to remain on this Special Res- 
erve through the fact of his wife being an ex-pupil. 


What I wish to know is, has Isaac any right to 
remain here, and will the Department give me authority to have 


him returned to his own reserve in order that the difficulties 
experienced through his presence here may be cleared up.

other information that you can obtain should also be forwarded for 
our consideration. No action should be taken towards ejecting them 
until you receive definite instructions from the Department. 


For your information, I quote from letter written to

At that time the Department was aware that several ex- 
pupils of the Alert Bay School had settled on the land in question, 
and you will note that the intention was to only settle other ex- 

" pupils provided they had the consent of yourself and the Department. 


The total amount of the land held for school purpos' 
at Alert Bay is approximately 410 acres. Of this, approximately 6 
acres was originally antended for the settlement of ex-pupils. 
The remainder was intended for the use of the Alert Bay Indian 
Residential School. 


I have carefully reviewed our files and have been ug 
able to find any request that has been made within the last ten © 
fifteen years for any ex-pupil to settle on the land intended for 
then. iow that the question has been raised, you might let me 
know approximately how many Indians are now residing on this 61 
acre plot and the total amount of land which they occupy. We 
will then know how much of the plot is unoccupied.

Recently some Indians from Agencies other than 
the Kwawkewlth Agency have taken up residence on the Spec- 
ial Industrial School Reserve at Alert Bay, and their Indian 
Agent has communicated with me with a view to having them 
returned to their own Agency and reserve, but on taking the 
matter up with the Indians concerned they state this forty 
acre parcel was set aside for residence of ex-pupils of the 
Alert Bay Residential School, and feel they have a right to 
make their home there. 


Before this office takes any action, it would be 
appreciated if the Department would kindly give us a ruling 
on this and advise if any Indians from other Agencies are 
permitted to live on this Special Industrial School Reserve 
even though they are ex-pupils of the School, or whether it 
is only reserved for ex-pupils of this Agency. 


This office feels a definite ruling should be 
made and it would be in the best interests of the Indians 
concerned if the Department would not permit any Indian to 
live on this reserve who does not belong to the Kwawkewlth 
Agency. An early reply would be appreciated.

The original Minute of Decision setting this reserve 
Spart stated that the land was set “part as reserve No.6 
. Of the Nimkeesh band and this was approved by the Chief 
Commissioner of Landsand Works. At the suggestion of 
the Department,the Minute was amended by Commissioner 
O'Reilly and again approved by the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works,as follows, - 


"Minute of Decision,5th Mar.1891,approved by 
Chief Commissioner of Lands 10th Mar.1691, 
setting apart as reserve 410 ac." 


"Minute of Decision, 
Alert Bay Indian Industrial School reserve. 


A reserve of four hundred and ten (410) acres 
Situated at the western extremity of Cormorant 
Island,and to the West of,and adjoining the 
Revd. A.J.Hall's Claim, Section Four (ay Rupert 
District. 

Commencing at the Southwest corner post of 
Section Four (4), Rupert District,and running North 
to the seacoast; thence in a westerly direction, " 
and following the seashore to the place of commencement

The Department endeavoured to obtain title to the 
land from the Province,but were unsuccessful, the decision 
©xpressed by the Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
being,- "that owing to the unsatisfactory state of affatrs 
between the Dominion and the Province in relation to the 
question of Indian reserves, the Executive considers it 
inadvisable in the meantime to make further allotments, buf 
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will be prepared to consider any application by the 
Department for purchase,or deal with suitable exchanges." 
Here the question was dropped. The Royal Commission, 

on being requested to declare a portion of the land 
including the subdivided portion to be an Indian reserve, 
replied that,- "Inasmuch as the tract of land comprised 
in the Industrial School reserve at Alert Bay was alien- 
ated by the Province of British Columbia and subsequently 
acquired by the Government of the Dominion of Canada for 
a school reserve, the Commission has no authority to 
constitute or confirm the whole or any portion thereto as 
an Indian Reserve under the terms of the Agreement, the 
Dominion being the unquestionable owner of the property 
and unhampered by the terms of the Agreement in dealing 
therewith in such manner as may appear to the Dominion 
Government to best meet the purposes of the purchase of 
the said land; but that from what the Commission learned 
at meetings with the Indians at Alert Bay,it seems to 

the Commission that it would be right and proper to secure 
in occupation the Indians who have,with the consent or 
acquiescence of the Department of Indian Affairs,made 
homes upon the said tract of land." 


Following this opinion,the Department on Sept. 
14th 1914, instructed the Indian Agent to "give recognition 
of title in writing to each individual occupant of land on 
this property," but the regular form of Location Ticket 
was not issued. 


On the recommendation of Mr.Ditchburn, Inspector 
of Indian Agencies,instructions were issued on Jan.29th 1915 
to subdivide a portion of the reserve extending across the 
island and contiguous to the Fast boundary,into lots of 
approximately one acre to include within the new lots the 
improvements contained in the former subdivision. A sub- 
division of 40 lots,including streets,was laid out, the 
aggregate area of the lots being 66.21 acres and of the 
streets 15 acres,more or less,or approximstely 80.25 acres 
in all,as shown on plan B.C.277. 


In 1928,the Department built a new school on 
the property,the total cost of which,including furnishings, 
and cleartng sufficient for the use of the school,was in 
the neighbourhood of $200,000.00. 


Although the communication from the Royal Com- 
mission refers to the property as having been purchased, 
there is no evidence of the purchase on the departmental 
files. The reserve is not shown on the Schedule of Indian 
Reserves,was not included in the Keport of the Royal 
Commission,nor is it inoluded in the schedule of those lands 
presently to be conveyed to the Department by the Province. 
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So far as the school is concerned,the title to 
the reserve is secure so long as it continues to be used 
for the purpose for which the grant was made, but it will 
be necessary at some time to purchase the subdivided 
portion,in order to protect the improvements of the Indians 
who have been encouraged to settle thereon.

I beg to refer to my letter No.116/52339, addressed 
to the Department on December 16th, 1955, in which I requested 
to be advised as to the Department's pleasure concerning the status 
of the Alert Bay Industrial School Reserve. Wo reply has been 
received to that letter, and it seems te be advisable that the 
question should be asked as to whether the School Reserve has the 
same status as other reserves insofar as title is concerned. 


The Department will have on record the cancelled 
Minute which at first contemplated the setting aside of the reserve 
as No.6 Nimpkish Tribe but which was afterwards superseded by a 
Minute setting aside the Reserve especially for school purposes. 


The Department will be aware that the Schedule of 
reserves is nearing completion with respect to the conveyance of 
reserves in British Columbia, and as the School Reserve has not 
been included in the Schedule it is sugsested the Department may 
wish to communicate with the Provincial Authorities with a view to 
the inclusion as a reserve, not for the Nimpkish Tribe but for the 
purposes prescribed in the Minute setting it apart. Unless this 
is done, there seems a possibility that the Province may hesitate 
to convey the land (410 acres) as a reserve and its status be 
thereby affected. The late Commissioner Ditchburn in a letter 
addressed to the late Principal Corker informed him that the land 
had been purchased but I am not satisfied from our other records 
that such is the case. 


The record of the Provincial Authorities appears to be 
only a Minute setting aside the Reserve for School purposes and 
approved by the ex-Minister of Lands, but this does not appear 
sufficient title if there is a posibility of having the parcel 
included in the conveyance or registered as a purchase.

I have the honor to refer to the matter of the 
Industrial School Reserve at Alert Bay, this being the subject 
of Departmental file No.116947-1, 


In this connection I beg to report that circun- 
stances have arisen in which the adoption of a white boy by 
an Indian, both of whom have been living on a lot in the 
Industrial School Reserve, give rise to two questions, viz:- 


1. Is the Indian Industrial School reserve regarded 
by the Department as an Indian Reserve coming 
within the scope of the Indian Act as in all 
regular reserves, or special reserves as defined 
by Sec. 2(k) Indian Act? 


In the event of enfranchisement of any Indian 
occupying a lot in the Industrial School Reserve 
by authority of the Department, would the Indian 
so enfranchised be required to move away from the 
lot and forfeit any right or interest therein? 


These phases do not appear to be covered by the 
provisos outlined so far by the Department and shown in our 
files, in regard to the regulations of the School Reserve by 
the Department. 


I shall thank the Department to be good enough to 
consider the two questions above mentioned and advise me in 
dus course of its pleasure regarding them.

Sir,- 


Herbert Cook, registered Indian of the Nimpkish 
Band, and owner of the south-east portion of Lot No.l of the 
suv-division of part of the Indian Industrial School Reserve, 
Alert Bay, Yormorant Island, has received an application from 
Mr. James Sharpe of Alert Bay to lease the foreshore immed- 
iately in front of his property as well as to lease the fore- 
shore immediately in front of Boundary Street, for the purpose 
of building @ marine ways. 


Between Cook's property and the foreshore, the 
Provincial Government has 4 gazetted road,and I am writing the 
Department to find out the exact status of Cook's rights to 
the foreshore in front of his property. 


This Industrial School Reserve so far as I know is 
not considered an Indian Reserve or a Special Reserve, and I 
would like to know if our agreement with the #rovincial Govern- 
ment as entered into on March 22nd, 1929, whereby the Provincial 
Government agreed they would not permit anyone to use the fore- 
shares on Indian Reserves without first obtaining our consent, 
applies in this case. The status of this reserve seems to be s0 
indefinite it is difficult to clearly understand it, and it is 
for this reason that I would like a ruling from the Department. 


I would also suggest at this time that the Depart- 
ment arrange to purchase the entire Industrial School Reserve, 
including the sub-division, and make it into a Special Reserve, 
so that the property can be properly administered. A great deal 
of correspondence has taken place over this reserve in the past, 
and I feel the time has come when the ownership should be clearly 
defined, and would recommend that the Department purchase it out- 
right from the Provincial Government in order to get a proper 
title.

Many years ago the Department surveyed a 
forty acre parcel belonging to the Industrial School 
Reserve at Alert Bay into one acre lots, and had it set 
aside for ex-pupils who wished to build a home and to 
escape from the environment of villages where the "Potlatch" 
was still being practiced. 


I do not believe this regulation in regard 
to the practice of the Indian Custom was ever officially 
recorded although it was understood definitely by the In- 
dians, the Residential School and the local Indian Agent at 
that time, and this policy has been followed ever since, 


During the past few years the practice of the 
Indian Custom has become more evident with the result that 
ex-pupils of the school are now being forced into it against 
their own better judgment, and in view of this it is felt the 
Department should be asked to make a definite regulation that 
any ex-pupil applying for a lot in this Industrial Reserve 
site should definitely give the Department an undertaking 
that they will give up the Custom and have nothing further 
to do with it if a lot is given to them for the purpose of 
building a home, 


This is one way in which we may check the 
practice and protect these young people who desire to live 
according to the teachings of good citizenship. 


I would therefore ask the Department to approve 
and issue definite instructions that any person applying for 
a lot in this Industrial School Reserve should definitely 
state and agree not to practice the Indian Custom in any 
respect before the Department will approve of locating him 
on this Reserve, and failure to keep such agreement forfeits 
any claims he may have if proven against him,

Replying to your letter No.156-0-9 dated July 8,1936, 
in reference to Indians being located on the Special Industrial 
School Reserve at Alert Bay, 1 beg to herewith submit the follow- 
ing report on those tndians who have made application to reside 
on this reserve and whose application has been recommended by the 
Indian Agent and approved by the Department, as well as those In- 
dians residing on this reserve without permission or authority 
from the Department. For the purpose of making a complete report, 
we are taking each lot separately as shown on Map No. 277 B.C., 
sub-division of Part of ‘Indian Industrial School Reserve, Alert Bay, 
Cormorant Island, Rupert District, B.C., of which the Department 
no doubt have a copy. 


in order to have the status of each lot brought up to 
date, we are requesting the Department to confirm all former approv- 
als given by them, and recommending that all lots now held by various 
indians through purchase, be approved and confirmed by the Department. 


Lot No.l - This lot is registered in the mame of Stephen Cook, 
@ member of the Nimpkish Band, who made application for the same 
48s an ex-pupil of the Residential School, and was granted authority 
jew mn Departmental letter dated September 14, 1914. This lot has been 
“’ eld by him ever since, and although at the present time he is not 
vm living thereon, it is nevertheless recognized as his property and 
4 he is holding it for one of his sons. 


I would recommend that the approval granted by the 
Department on September 14, 1914, be confirmed, and a certificate 
to this effect issued. 


Lot No.2 = This lot was applied for by Charles Newman, an Indian 
of the Kwawkewlth Band, and his application approved by the Depart- 
ment on September 14, 1914. He has now transferred his interests 
to his son, Carey Newman, of the Kwawkewlth Band, who is now living 
on this property. 


I would request the Department's approval of this trans- 
fer from Charles Newman to Carey Newman, and would recommend that a 
certificate be issued to Carey Newman. 


Lot No.3 = This lot was granted to Chief Joseph Harris of the 

Wimpki sh Band by Departmental letter of Sertember 14, 1914, and 
he ia still residing thereon.

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4B - This is one case wh@me st would appear the Department has 
rer permission to settle a@m where Indians have aogerentiy squatted 
thout the approval of the te sits From old-time Indians we have 

learned in regard to Lot No.8 that Richard Flanders, a member of the 

Mamelillikulla Band and ex-pupil of the Residential School, built a 

house on this lot, later selling it to an Indian lady by the 

name of Lily of the Klowiteis Band. This Indian has now disposed of 

her interests to Herbert Cook of the Nimpkish Band, who has improved 

the property and is making his home there. 


in this case I would recommend that the Department approve 
of Herbert Cook's location on this lot, and issue a certificate to 
this effect to him. 


Lot No.6 - An application from Michael Kamano, white, was forwarded 
the Department on March lst, 1921 for this lot, and the Department 
later approved of his location in a letter dated March llth,1921. At 
the time his application was forwarded a special covering letter was 
enclosed explaining this application, which was later ap)roved by 
the Department. 


This lot has changed hands through the sale of the improve- 
ments, and is now owned and occupied by Charles Newman, Indian of the 
Kwawkewlth Band, an ex-pupil of the Residential School, and I would 
recommend that the Deoartment approve of Charles Newman as owner of 
this lot and issue a certificate to him to that effect. 


On this same lot there is another small house built which 
is partially located on Lot 6 and partially on the street known as 
Hill Street. This house was originally built by Spruce Martin, member 
of the Kwawkewlth 3and whose children are all ex-pupils of the Resid- 
ential School. He has returned to his own village at Fort Rupert and 
the house is occupied by Charlie James, a member of the Kwawkewl th 
Band who is the step-father of Spruce Martin. 


In connection with this house, I would recommend that it 
be moved back to a position on the back end of Lot 6 so that it will 
be entirely on this lot as there is plenty of room for a house at the 
back end of this lot. 


On Street Allowance Between Lots 6 and 7 - Gideon Whonnock, ex-pupil 
of the Residential School, has built a home on Hill Street, fronting 
on Front Street, between Lots 6 and 7. No approval was given to him 
for the erection of this house as far as our records show, but as the 
badk portion of this street leading to Broughton Street is a very 
eep grade and in my opinion would not be used as a street, I would 
(fre imend that this portion of Hill Street be transferred froma 
\ réughfare to a lot, calling the front portion if it Lot No. 6A, 
vy the upper or back helf Lot No. 6B, and granting the front portion 
it to Whonnock where he has already settled. It will never be used 
or street purposes, and the lots to the rear can be reached more sat- 
sfactorily by way of Park and Sroughton Streets. A special letter 
in this connection is being forwarded on behalf of Whonnock, making 
this recommendation.

14th, 1914,, It is still held by him and he has lived for many years 
in his hdiie erected on this location.

Dear Mr. Allan:- 


Among the hundred or more parcels of Ordnance 
and Admiralty lands being investigated by this Commission 
is one listed on the Return to the Legislature of British 
Columbia in 1873, No'd 68, Cormorant Island, being the 
westerly part of Cormorant Island, north of Vance ouver 
Island. It was set aside for 4dmiralty purposes, sup- 
posedly to command the entrance to Johnstone Strait, and 
was estimated to contain 500 acres. 


Provincial records show this reserve surveyed 
as 412 acres, and to be the western part of Cormorant 
Island, and noted "Indian Industrial School Reserve" on 
their existing maps. It is known to have an Industrial 
School in operation, which, according to the files in 
the office of the Indian Commissioner at Vancouver, cost 
upwards of $200,000, and being administered under your 
Branch. 


According to the Provincial records, the title to 
this land is held in the right of the Vrown Provincial, and 
never has been transferred to the Crown Dominion. There 
does not seem to be any explanation, although there is 
evidence it was approved to be so transferred some years 
agOe 


It is not included in the schedule of reserves 
conveyed to the Crown Dominion by Order-in-Council, 29th 
July 1938. There does not appear to have been any appli- 
cation for the same, and it would appear that the only 
consideration given by the Royal Commission 1912-14 is summed 
up by the following memo. dated 4th April, 1935, by 
D. Robertson, Uhief Surveyor: 


"The Royal Commission, on being requested 
to declare a portion of the land including the 
subdivided portion to be an Indian reserve, 
replied that,- ‘Inasmuch as the tract of land 
comprised in the Industrial School reserve at 
Alert Bay was alienated by the Province of 
British Columbia and subsequently acquired by

the Government of the Dominion of Camda for 
a@ school reserve, the Commission has no 
authority to constitute or confirm the whole 
or any portion thereto as an Indian HKeserve 
under the term of the Agreement, the Dominion 
being the unquestionable owner of the property 
and unhampered by the terms of the Agreement 
in dealing therewith in such manner as may 
appear to the Dominion Government to best meet 
the purposes of the purchase of the said land; 
but that from what the Commission learned at 
meetings with the Indians at Alert Bay, it 
seems to the Commission that it would be right 
and proper to secure in occupation the Indians 
who have, with the consent or acquiescence of 
the Department of Indian Affairs, made homes 
upon the said tract of land', 


Cee eee eee eeeeeresesess 


"Although the communication from the Royal 
Commission refers to the property as having been 
purchased, there is no evidence of the purchase 
on the departmental files. The reserve is not 
shown on the Schedule of Indian Reserves, was 
not included in the Report of the Royal Com- 
mission, nor is it included in the schedule of 
those lands presently to be conveyed to the 
Department by the Province." 


I believe that the Province may now be in the at- 
titude to clear off this item by negotiation along with the 
other Ordnance matters, but first we should be sure of the 
history, and when mention is made by the Royal Vommission 
that the land had been purchased, and title obtained, it 
should be ascertained without a doubt that the Indian Affairs 
records do not have particulars of such purchase and the 
Vonveyance giving title. 


Provincial records show very definitely the land 
held in the name of the Province of British Columbia, and 
the Deputy Minister is at a loss to know why title has not 
been transferred. 


I have taken the matter up with Mr. D.M.Mackay, 
Commissioner for British Columbia, and we think this an 
excellent opportunity to clear up the question. 


Will you please furnish me, at your earliest 
possible convenience, with information as to the status 
of this Reserve as it appears on your Departmental records,

to pay the sum of $50.00 annually for this consideration. 


As our Commission has authorized this year an 
expenditure of $400,00 for the completion of the T.B. 
Preventorium operated in connexion with our Alert Bay 
School, I am writing for the specific purpose of ascer= 
taining if the payments made by the Company can be given 
to our Commission until the full amount we have expended

Re Alert Bay Industrial School, 
otherwise known as Cormorant 
Island Indian Reserve. 


This Indian reserve consisting Of «eseseeee 
acres, and in part occu ied by the Alert Bay Industrial 
School was conveyed from the Crown Provincial to the 
Crown Dominion by Order=-in=-Council 1036, dated 29th July, 
1938. 


The writer's information is that it is held 
in common to all the bands of Britisi: Columbia. 


It appears that dating back some years, pos=- 
sibly to 1904, ex-students or graduates from the Alert 
Bay Industrial School have been encouraged to tske up 
and settle on allotments in the Cormorant Island Reserve. 
It in fact appears that 61 acres was surveyed and laid 
out in sub-division lots for this express purpose. Recent 
applications have been made by Indian Agent Todd to actually 
locate Indians to these sub-division lots. 


We immediately run into difficulties by reason 
of Section 21 of the Indian Act which, as you will recall, 
provides that no one shall be deemed to be lewfully in 
possession of any land in a reserve unless he has been, or 
is, located for the seme by the band, or the council of 
the band, with the approval of the Superintendent General. 
As the provisions imposed by the section cannot be imple- 
mented it is not possible to issue location tickets. 


It is suggested in Mr. Taggart's memorandum 
hereunder that the provisions of Section 21 and related 
sections might be avoided if His Excellency in Council 
were to proclaim Section 21 of the Act inoperative insofar 
as Cormorant Island Indian Reserve is concerned. Even 
were this done, however, it would only have the effect of 
rendering the present: provisions of the Act relating to 
the issue of location tickets inoperative and would sub-e 
stitute no alternative procedure under which location 
tickets might be issued. 


ThiS.ccecceces: 
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This brings up the whole question as to 
whether or not it is expedient and desirable to give 
"individual Indian title" to an Indian covering lands 
which belong to all the Indians of British Columbia. 


The writer is not aware or does not under- 
stand what Agent Todd's objective is in settling school 
traduates on little 8 acre patches of land at Cormorant 
Island presumably far from the communities of which such 
studen's are members. It would appesr to follow that — 
in doing so he is in effect setting up a new band recruited 
from the school population on land that belon’s not to 
them, or to such new band, but to the Indians of British 
Columbia generally. 


On the other hand it is sugzested that if 
the se tling of students on land adjacent to the resi- 
Jential school is in the nature of a post-graduate course 
in domestic economy it might be well to retain the land 
as part of the school equipment. As the school itself 
is presumably operated for the general benefit of the 
Indians of British Columbia the lands used expréssly for 
the extension of the school's sphere of influence would 
tall nto the seme category of use for the ceneral benefit 
of the Indians of British Columbia. This I think we can 
Justify. I frankly do not think we can justify conveying 
an interest in this land to young Indians who presumably 
are members of bands elsewhere in the province. 


With all respect the writer suggests thet 
no location tickets be issued, and that the occupants be 
advised immediately that it is not orc osed to give them 
location tickets or any other evidence of Indian title. 
If desirable to set up students on the Cormorant Island 
Indian Reserve might it not be well to confine it to a 
yearly permit. In this way undesirebles could be sent 
back to their bands should they fail to make mood, or in 
other words they would be retained on this reserve only 
so long ss by their presence and hoped for success they 
were an object lesson and source of inspiration to 
succeeding graduating classes. 


Granting an Indian graduate of the school 
a@ location ticket would be the means of establishing him 
on Cormorant Island by legel process. On the other hand 
it might be argued that the test applicable to whether or 
not he remain on the island should be his proven capacity 
to maintain himself in such a manner as to be a source of 
inspiration to those who follow him to this school. 


It AIsecccvcccoce 
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It is suggested that the matter wight be 
carefully considered. The writer confesses that he has 
not helped the situation much by signing a letter dated 
April 12th, 1941, advising the Agent that Indians may 

be registered as owners of the land. Hovever on giving 
the matter more careful consideration I do not think he 
can be under the Act, and I do not think he should be as 
matter of departmental policy.

band" with the approval of the Superintendent 
General (Section 21). 


As there is no band (the group at Alert Bay 
being made up of a collection of individuals 
who already are band members of existing and 


ese people hence it 
it would appear to follow that no location 
under the Act is possible. Thet point appears 
to be clear. 


From the above it would appear to follow that 
no Indian can acquire Ownership (in the limited 
Sense of Indian Ownership under the Crown) to 
any land at Alert Bay.

and we are down to legs than 50 cords on hand. 


This situation has been grieviously accentuated 
oy the present cold snap. The mill is closed down coupletely 
and they have utilized every available piece of fire wood to keep 
their lighting plant running.

My understanding is that the 
timber and other resources were included in the title in the 
same way as other Keserves. If this is correct, the timber 
would velong to the Indians of British Columbia and its 
disposal subject to the requirements of the timber regula- 
tions. Stumpage and royalty fees would be payable to the 
Department but not tothe Yrovince,. 


There would appear to be no objection to granting 
permission to Mr, Anfield to cut 300 cords of wood at the 
prevailing stumpage rate and on payment of royalty of 75¢

As 
this Reserve, sofaras I know, does not belong to any 
particular Band of Indians, but rather was set aside for 
the use of St. Michael's School, I would like to recommend 
that this revenue be earemarked, placed ina suspension 
account and used for repairs to this school building. 


Possibly the department would advise me the dis- 
position of the account so that I will know in future how 
to deal with it if any further remittances are made in

Cormorant Island comprises the site of the alert Bay Indian 
Residential School and the above tract of land consisting of 4112 
acres, When the Royal Commission on Iniian Affaire for the Province 
of British Columbia were asked to declare this land an Indian 
Reserve, they replied, - "Inasmuch as the tract of land comprised in 
the Industrial School Reserve at Alert Bay was alienated by the 
Province of British Oolimbia and subsequently acquired by the 
Governnent of the Dominion of Canada fora school reserve, the 
Commission has no authority to constitute or confirm the whole or any 


portion thereto as an Indian Reserve under the terms of the 
“ 


School Reserves vested in the Dominion are usually considered 
as land set aside for school purposes rather than an Indian Reserve 
and prior to 1939 the file indicates the above Reserve was considered 
as such, Provincial Order-in-Council No, 821 dated June 21, 1939, 
transferred the title of the above Reserve from the Province to the 
Dominion, The words of this document which reads, - "conveyed to 
His Majesty the King in the right of the Dominion of Canada in trust 
for the use and benefit of the Indiens of the Province of British 
Columbia" seems to have the effect of changing the status of this tract 
of land, It did not appear in the Schedule of Indian Reserves prior 
to the date of this Provincial Order-in-Council, but since that has 
been listed as Alert Bay Industrial School Reserve, 


Last month we derived some revenue from this property in the 
form of wood dues and the status or ommership of the Reserve will 
determine the disposal of these funds, Proceeds from a School Reserve 
would naturally be placed in ordinary Revenue, but if it is an Indian 
Reserve belonging to all the Indians in British Columbia, I consider

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a special account would have to be opened. Immediately the 
question of expenditure comes up and the question of authority 
end feirness of disposing of these funds looms up as en adminis=- 
trative difficulty. Mey I suggest that we have a ruling (if you 
consider necessary from the legal office) as to the disposal of 
this revenue, 


We have no Trust Pund Account set up which is owned 
4n common by all the Indian Bends in British Columbia, I might 
here refer to the regulations provided by Order-in-Council 
PC, 7282 in connection with the sale of "Cut-offs" in that Province 
which stipulated that 50% of the proceeds therefrom shall belong to 
all the Indians in British Columbia, but a Departmental ruling to 
the contrary prevailed.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of March 3lst last, file #156-0-9A, and in reply to 
same I beg to advise you as follows. 


I communicated with the Rev. S. J. Wickens, 
Principal of St. Michael's School, who discussed 
with me the question of spending the One Hundred 
Fifty Dollars ($150.00), as suggested by yourself. 
Mr. Wickens informed me that the fences and drainage 
appear to be in satisfactory condition, with the 
exception of the draimge system passing through the 
Preventorium property. 


This matter is giving us great concern at the 
moment and is considered urgent. The drainage under 
this building is deplorable and certainly not in keeping 
with the health requirements of our department. 


For your information, the run-off from a portion 
of the school property passes alongside and under the 
Preventorium building; and if a retaining wall could be 
built and some cement laid, it would solve this problem. 


It would use most of this money, if not all, to 
make a proper job, and the money coflld not be spent for 
a better purpose. I would recommend that an accountable 
cheque be forwarded and that I be given authority to under 
take and supervise this work.

The Committee of the Privy Council have 
had before them a report, dated 7th November, 1944, from 
the Minister of Mines and Resources, stating i- 


That Lot 1957 Rupert District, Province of 
British Columbia (412 acres) is held by His Majesty in 
the right of Canada in trust for the use and benefit of 
all Indians of the Province of British Columbia, subject 
to the right {* deal with the said land and property in 
such manner as mey be deemed best suited to the needs of 
the said Indians; 


That the Alert Bay Industrial School ‘s 
located on part of the said land and on the remainder 
there 1s reported to be approximatel; f*ve hundred 
thousand (500,000) feet board measures of merchantable 
timber isolated from other commercial stands: 


That the "Regulations for the Disposal of 
T4mber on Indian Reserves (British Columbia)” established 
by Order in Council dated the fifth day of May, 1921, 
provide, inter alia, that no timber on Indian Reserves 
shall be disposed of without surrender (Sec. 1) and in 
case of sale shall be offered by public tender (Sec .3); 


That it is considered impractical to attempt 
to obtain a surrender by a majority vote of all Indians of 
British Columbia and that due to the small size ol the 
timber stand and its isolation there is no likelihood of 
obtaining competitive bids such as would warrant the labour 
and expense of public advert‘!sement; and 


That an offer has been received from 
William G. Lawson of Alert Bay, British Columbia, 
presently operating in adjacent areas, to cut the 
said stand of timber at a stumpage and royalty rate 
of Three Dollars and seventy-five cents ($3.75) per 
thousand feet board measure, which offer is recommended 
for acceptance by the Indian Agent at Alert Bay and the 
Indian Commissioner for British Columbia. 


The Minister, therefore, recommends that 
the merchantable timber on the Indian Reserve at Alert 
Bay described as part of Lot 1957 Rupert District, 
Province of British Columbia, be sold to William G. 
Lewson of Alert Bey, British Columbia, at a stumpage 
and royalty rate of Three Dollars and seventy-five 
cents ($3.75) per thousand feet board measure, with- 
out formal surrender and without public advertisement 
as required by the "Regulations for the Disposal of 
Timber on Indian Reserves (British Columbia)", all other 
provisions of the said Regulations remaining in full 
force and effect.

Your letter of June 19th last, file #33-6-1089, 
has been received, and in reply I veg to give you the 
following information. 


(1) Originally Industrial School Reserve, Cormorant 
Island, Kwawkewlth Agenoy, consisted ‘of 412 acres. 


(2) On June 18th, 1915, © portion of this Reserve 
was surveyed and subdivided and_known as Lot Plan 227 B.C. 
Sub-Division of part of Indian Industrial School Reserve, 
Alert Bay, Cormorant Islend, and contained 40 acres. This 
portion was surveyed into lots of approximately one acre, 
and ginece then quite a number of the lots heave been taken 
up by various Indians of this Agency who have built homes 
thereon. 


(3) The balance of Indien Industrial School Reserve 
consists of 372 acres, part of which has been cleared and 
occupied by Ste Michael's Indian Residential School, but 
this part has never been surveyed. ‘The School has merely 
been clearing land on this portion of the Reserve year 
after year and putting 1t under cultivotion. This area 
consists of a strip of land running straight through the 
Reserve from the foreshore in front of the Jchool buildings 
to the foreshore at the rear of the Reserve, as per the 
attached rouch sketch. The acreage cleared by the School 
is not known but I would say that it would be in the nei de 
bourhood of 40 acres. The balance of the Reserve sath-west 
of the cleared land occupied by the School is virgin timber 
now being Logged off. 


(4) As I have been working on @ plan for some cone

I do not think that it woulda be fair to the 
outsiders not to give them an opportunity to transfer to 
the Winpkish Band after they have been permitted to live 
here all these years and, therefore, it is my intention to 
approach thie subject in the following way. 


A meeting of the Nimpkish Sand will be called to 
ascertain from them if they are willing to accept all 
outsiders now living on the Reserve into their Band, subject 
to their share of Band Punds being transferred with them, 
and the Department transferring the Sub-Division and timbered 
ares of Industrial School Reserve to the Nimpkish Band, tu- 
gether with the proceeds of the sale of timber which is 
now being logged off. 


Shovld the present trespassers not wish to transfer 
to the Nimpkish Band after being given an opportunity to do 
so, they will be asked to return to their own Reserves. 


If this plan could be worked out it will solve all 
our present probleme insofar as providing necessary space 
for the building of new homes so badly needed at the present 
time. It will also compensate the Nimpkish people for their 
generosity shown all these years to these trespassers. 


As it will not be possible to place this plan before 
the Department at an early date, it is recommended that the 
proceeds of the sale of the timber now being removed from 
Industrial School Reserve be set aside in a special account 
in Ottawa, so that it will be available for clearing land 
and opening up roads on these Reserve, in order that the 
Indians may settle thereon. This money should definitely 
be set aeide for this purpose because it is going to cost 
considerable, and no Indian will take up property unless 
he has access to it by a proper road.

A percel of ¥ yoy 412 sores on 
Cormorent Islend is held by His + ht in trust for 
"all the Indionse of British Columbia” l ethentier executive 
minute No. 821 dated June 26, 1939). It is the writer's 
conception thet this property is lend held for school 
purposes and is not on Indien leserve. 


It eppears from the correspondence that the 
bulk of this lend is surplus to the needs of the school 
and parts of it have been used for meny yeers os 5 plece 
to looete pupils of the sohool who, for some resson or other, 
did not wish to return to their Bend of origin. How, under 
such circumstances, such Indisne could obtain any legei 
right of possession eludes the writer. Not being en Indien 
Reserve, they could not hold under locetion ticket snd even 
if it were desired thet they should, there is no Band 
orgenization to allot the land to them es required by 
Seetion 21 of the Act. The fact, however, emerges that 
many Indieae ere actually there end the writer believes 
there ere instences where Indiens have s0ld their holdings 
on this lend to others for s cash consideretion. The whole 
legal situation is most obscure end unsetisfactory. 


Indien Agent Todd now comes forwsrd with « 
proposal. He suggests thet all of this lend thet is not 
actuslly required for school purposes be transferred to the 
Nimpkish Band who live adjacent to it ond who heve inadequate 
lend (approximately 45 scres) on their present Reserve. ie 
further suggests thet those who presently live on the school 
land and who have been there for some yeers be offered member- 
ship in the Nimpkish Bend subject to the usuel condition of 
trensfer of eny funds to which they may be entitled by virtue 
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of membership in their Bends of origin. He also suggests 
that if this were done a further subdivision of the Alert 
Bey school land could be made and Nimpkish Indians who 
require homes established thereon. 


The proposal has, in the judgment of the writer, 
considerable serit but there ere legsl difficulties in the way 
concerning which I cannot clearly see the solution. 


If in fact the Alert Bay lend belongs to #211 the 
Indiens of British Columbis, whet suthority has the Depart- 
ment to give it to the Nimpkish Bend without consideration. 
In my judgment it would not be sufficient to declare the 
lend surplus to the needs of the sohool end therefore unnecessary 
to retein it for its originel purpose. It is suggested that 
either the Nimpkish Bend or this Department on behalf of the 
Nimpkish Band would have to purchase it end place ite velue 
in money in the speciel ecoount which we cerry in the name 
of the Indiens of British Columbie generally. It is apperent 
that Indien Agent Todd thinks it a simple matter to convey 
this lend to the Nimpkish Bend by exeoutive order. It does 
not appeer to the writer thet it is so simple and I feel 
thet if it is to be esequired for the purposes of the Nimpkish 
Bead, it oan only be by purchase either from the funds of 
the Nimpkish Bend, which smount to only $1,950.00, or by 
purchase from capuegesetses for the Nimpkish Bend at its 
eotuel apprais value. The letter would eppeer to be the 
only practical course of ection and if it were done in this 
way, should be subjeot to the condition thet ell Indiens 
presently resident on the Alert Bay lend who ere willing 
to be so absorbed should be treneferred to the Nimpkish Bend 
and those who object returned to their Bends of origin.

You will reosll thet the problem which hed 
its origin in the settlement of Indisns of various Bends 
on the Alert Bey school property is giving the Agent et 

lert fey come concern. I om enclosing a copy of a 
memorsadum from the Superintendent of Reserves end Trusts 
setting out the legel diffioulties of implementing Agent 
Todd's suggestions which, were it not for the said legel 
difficulties, constitute « prseticel solution which merits 
serious consideration. 


It does not sppear thet we would require 
for school purposes e lerge scresge at Alert Bay end it does 
epjear from Agent Todd's recommendetions end suggestions 
thet we do require edditionel lend et thet point fir the 
sccomsodation of the Nimpkish Send. The lend in question 
is, however, the property of sll the Indians of British 
Jolumbie ead if thet lerge group is to be deprived of this 
land asset, it seems to me thet they should reocive value 
for it in the form of money. 


We heve little idee here what the velue of 
the block required by the Nimpkish Bend is. ‘“e assume it 
would be beyond the cepecity of the Nimpkish Band to pay 
for it out of their Bend funds. It might, therefore, be 
necessary to purchase it from epproprietion end allot it 
to the Nimpkish Bend. Agent Todd suggeste that the Indies 
presently living on the land could be voted into the Nimpkish 
Bend end their sffairs administered in future as « pert of 
thet Bend. This appears to be » heppy solution. 


vill you, therefore, please give this metter 
oonsideration and if you think well of it you might make aa 
eppraisel of the value of the lend to be transferred ond 
recommend its purchese for the Nimpkish Band, beariag in 
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mind thet if it is purchased out of appropriation 

such arrengement will be subject to the condition that 
the “Nimpkish Bend must vote into membership in their 
Bend ell of the Indiens presently resident on Alert 
Bay lands who consent to such transfer. Whether or 
not we oan get the eppropriation through for thet 
purpose is another matter but if, in your judgment, 

the situation oan be clesred up fa the menner suggested 
we are prepared to ask Parliament to vote the necessary 
moneys.

Following my departure for Ottawa, Inspector 
Coleman had an interview with Agent Todd on June Sth with 
a view to assisting him in making up a report on the work 
accomplished on Lot 1957 Cormorant Island, Alert Bay, for 
the $1,500 expenditure authorized by the Department last 
January and what he proposed to have done for the addition- 
al $1,000 applied for. This conference was not, by any 
means, an agreement between them as to what should be done, 
as stated in the Agent's letter of June 12th enclosed here- 
with, but a statement of the latter's views. 


The rough tracing enclosed of the subdivision 
of the Lot east of the Residential School will show the work 
already carried out from the information supplied by Agent 
Todd at the conference referred to, and this will be observed 
to consist of approximately: - 


1,000 ft. of beach on Broughton strait eraded 
for a road, no clearing required. 

4,000 ft. of roads cleared with a bull-dozer, 
stumps being rushed to sides of roads 
and yet to be disrosed of. sequire 
erading and «ravelling. This work ex- 
posed srrings on Hill Street be tween 
Sub-Lots 34 and 38 making it unusable 
and requiring drainage as well as erading 
and gravelling. 

500 ft. of Park Street Cleared, graded and eravelled, the 
only work completed, evidently with the inten- 
tion to open up Sub-Lot 24 for a school and 
Sub-Lots 35 and 37 for a recreation ground for 
Alert Bay Indians. 

Sub-Lots 35 and 37 partially cleared for recreation cround 
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July loth, 1946. 


for Alert Bay Indians. 


These clenred sreas will all revert to bush as time @0e8 on 
unless used or travelled over, 


The work yet to be done and for which the $1,000 
is applied for by the Arent is Set out in paragraph (1) of 
his enclosed letter snd would apparently consist of: 


(1) Burning stumps on end ¢rading and Travelling road 
leading to the school", which aceording to the 
plan would be about 250 ft. between Sub-Lots 22 and 
24 on Park Street. 
(2) Clear Lot 24 for ¢ nstruction of new Indian Day 
Sehool,. 


His letter of application for the funds dated March 
2nd last, forwarded to the Lepartment, advised that the amount 
was required to carry out the following: - 


(1) Gravel the roads now Cleared with the bull-dozer. 

(2) Bridge over springs opened up on Hill Street and 
establishing drainage as this flow will erode 
the stroet, if not controlled. 

(3) Clear sehool and Playeround site, 

(4) Burn all slash and debris, anpsrently including 
the bull-dozed stumps aloneside the roads 
opened up. 


It will be noted that thie is quite a different 
programme to that orifinally proposed for the amount asked 
fore while the Vominion water and Power Branch will not be 
able to send a man up to Alert Bay for Several months, aceord- 
ing to Colonel shyte of that branch, the need for sueh an ex 
amination still exists in the licht of the foregoing. 


Agent Todd advised that the Nimpkish Band are now 
quite lukewarm about taking over Lot 1957 as an addition to 
their holdings and having the trespass situstion Cleared. 
From Agent Todd's letters, it would appear that they expect 
to secure the use of the land, ready for oceupstion, to take 
care of their overflow without any corresponding obligations. 
In discussing the Derartment's problem, as set out in their 
letter of Xpy.ist in which they stated thet the interest of 
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liquidated before it could be transferred to the Nimpkish 
Band, the Inspector advised that a valuation would hove to 
be made for this purpose and that it would rrobably be found 
to be mot less than $15,000 for the whole, or about $27.50 
per acre. To this he made immediate objection as being far 
too high which was quite interesting in view of his very much 
infleted values that we heve had to contend with when the 
mublie and others endeavour to secure use of Neserve lands 
in very remote spots, asking an annuel rental of $100.00 

per acre for the road right-of-way on Thomas Point Reserve. 
An alternative solution would be to require of Indian 
occupants of the property, inc uding the use of the 
recreation eround, an annual rental on a lease basis if 

the interest of the Indians of the Province as a whole is 

to be protectud. 


The sreater part of the Acent's letter enclosed 
is taken up with the purchase of Air Force buildines at 
Hardy Bay and re-erecting them on Sub-Lot 24 as a five-room 
scii00l with quarters for four teachers, no suggestion being 
made as to what use is to be made of the existing and some- 
what substential school on the Reserve. The use of the huts 
in this manner is expected to cost us $8,000. I can not 
recommend the expenditure cf such a large amount on temporary 
structures nor do I see the necessity for such an extensive 
plan as that suggested. I consider that the existing Day 
Sehool building should be continued as the primary room as 
the proposed location on Lot 24 on top of the hill is too 
far for the little legs of the villsge, being about a mile 
iistant from the mein Village and quite a climb. 


I forwarded on June 1°th & separate letter, regard 
ine the purchase of the R.C.A.F. buildings for sehool use all 
over the Agency, to the Department but if it is going to cost 
a8 much as we estimated in this Case to make these buildings 
over into temporary school buildings, then we should consider 
proper construction for our money. 


In conelusion, I would recomm na that nothing further 
be done in the matter until the interest of 3. C. Indians as 
a whole in the prorerty is extinguished (See Mr. Allan's 
Memorandum of April lst, 1946), an examinetion of the Lot be 
made by an ingineer of the Dominion Water and Power Bureau in 
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6-5-4,

I have carefu a the latter in which you set 
out the particulars o the buildings port Hardy 
Military Camp, and t indeed to understand 
why the Governmen consideration by 
the War Assets Corporation property. 
These buildings which we are trying to obtain ar 
ment use, and unlees we can obtain them we will be obliged to 
buy new material which is going to cost the taxpayers & great 
deal of money. It seems only reasonable that when the Govern~ 
ment owns the buildings themselves they should have first 
priority. 


It is my understanding that when any Government buildings 
are declared surplus ts they are turned over to the 
yar Allocation Comm are obliged by re 
gulation to notify all Fed Departments that 

these buildings are availe m an opportunity to 
take them over before turning them ove jar Assets 
Corporation for disposal. Would you p 

Department was advised in accordance W ons. 

also informed that if Fed Government Departments find they 
need any surplus equipment after it has been turned over to 

Yar Assets Corporation, that it can be returned to the War 
Allocation Committee for disposal to Federal Government Depart- 
ments. I would appreciate if you would advise me if this still 
can be done.

I heve carefully examined the prices which you have 
placed on these buildings originally built for the Port Hardy 
Military Camp, and find the valuation placed on them is all out 
of proportion when you take into consideration these buildings 
are located in a swamp in the woods about a mile from shore, 
where they will first have to be dismantled and then transported 
over a plank road. If these buildings were located in or near 
the city of Vancouver where transportation was not a factor, you 
would be able to get much more for them than you will in their 
present location; but I am satisfied whoever put the valuation 
on these buildings has no conception of what it will cost to 
dismantle these buildings and transport them to = new location 
for re-building. I am sure when any prospective purchaser goes 
into the cost of dismantling, transportation, and waste, any offer 
you may get will only be a fraction of the price you have submitted 
to our Department. 


I am informed that WA Little, when he was 0/C of the 
Fort Hardy-Coal Harbour Airports, purchased similar pre-fabricated 
buildings for $100 a piece and moved them to Vancouver for re- 
building. These buildings were practically on the beach at the 
\irport and could be moved at very little cost and yet, I am 
informed, he had difficulty in breaking even. Our Department 
had previously been given priority on these buildings which 
w/C Little later purchased. Mr. Berry, then Chairman, gave the 
Department of vines and Resources, Indian Affairs Branch, this 
undertaking on July 22nd, 1944, file #223-36R-600, serial #38, 
and category #600. We heard nothing further but later learned, 
to our astonishment, the buildings were sold to WA Little and 
other private individuals for a very nominal sum, 


In your letter to Mr. Hoey you state there are twenty- 
nine Loxtave huts, and the price set at 40¢ per square foot 
amounts to $21,427.20. This works out at an average of $738.87 
per building. Recently I have inspected and examined every 
building in the Military Camp referred to. I know how they 
are constructed, and in dismantling them there is going to be 
a considerable waste. The lumber will merely be used for the 
construction of an ordinary building and not a pre-fabricated 
building. If these buildings could be sold and used in the 
same location without dismantling, then the price asked would 
be more or less in line with their value; but as there is no 
use for them in their present location and mes be dismantled 
and trans a w locations and built feel anythi

Just previous to you leaving for Ottawa I discussed 
with you the serious school situation and other matters in 
the Kwawkewlth Agency, and requested that you take them up 
while in the Hast. As you did not have sufficient time to 
go into all the detail with me, you requested me to carry on 
my conversations and go into the details more fully with 
Inspector Coleman. 


Following your departure Mr. Coleman and myself went 
into these matters fully, and the program we have in mind 
entails three undertakings which must be worked out to- 
gethers namelyt- 


(1) Set aside new Indian Day School site in Industrial 
School Reserve, Alert Bay, 5. CG. Clearing of the site, 
gravelling and burning refuse on the roads leading to the 
school, which requires immediate action and reply in order 
to take advantage of the bulldozer still on the island. 


(2) Arrange to take over, purchase if necessary at 
a nominal figure, pre-fabricated buildings suitable for 
classrooms from the War Assets Corporation. 


(3) Provide sufficient funds for the dismantling, 
transporting, and re-assembling, with additional material, 
of some of these buildings on the school site referred to above. 


In respect to No. 1, arter talking the matter over very 
carefully with Inspector Coleman, it was decided that the whole 
of Lot 24, Industrial School Reserve, Alert Bay, should be set 
aside for school purposes and play ground. This is an exellent 
level site which has been logged off leaving stumps, small 
second growth timber and refuse, and I estimate it will cost 
approximately $500.00 to clear this acre of land. The road 
which we have been building through the Industrial School 
Reserve leading to the school site requires to be gravelled, 
and the refuse on the roads adjacent thereto burned to remove 
any fire hazard, and I estimate this will cost approximately 
$500.00. I would guarantee to have this work done for the 
above figure. As this money is going to be used for school 
purposes it would naturally have to come from the school vote, 
and if funds are not available, I would recommend that as the 
House is still in session, it be requested as a supplementary 
vote. 


In regard to No. 21 enclose you, herewith, copy of 
a letter which I have written to Mr. Dinsmore, Director of 
Lands and Buildings Department, War Assets Corporation, which 
will be self-explanatory. For the Department's information, 
I have carefully perused the letter dated June lst last written 
by Mr. Fraser of the War Assets Corporation to Mr. Re Ae Hoey, 
Director, in respect to Port Hardy Military Camp, B. C-, and 


Ppet.o. 
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noted the remarks contained in paragraph two, and also the 
valuation set on the pre-fabricated buildings. In my opinion, 
the price asked for these buildings is all out of proportion 
due to the fact that they are in an isolated place, and the 
heavy cost that will be involved to remove them elsewhere. 

It is noted they are asking 40g per square foot, which is 
roughly 55% of the original cost. If we are unable to get 
these buildings transferred to us without cost, I feel we 
could well afford to pay 10¢ a square foot, or even 15g if 
necessary, and still obtain classrooms at a minimum cost. 


I have gone to considerable trouble in working out 
what it would cost for dismantling, transportation, and re- 
assembling the buildings required for the Alert Bay Indian 
Day School, and estimate the cost would be $8,000.00. This 
would include any additional material we would have to pur- 
chase to complete the work. I am enclosing a rough sketch 
showing how the buildings would be assembled and the plan 
of the entire school. You will please note provision is 
also being made for two teacherages in connection wita the 
building. This will give us three classrooms and two play 
rooms, one of which could be used for a fourth classroom 
if necessary. We would also have cloak and wash rooms. 


I have made a survey of the permanent Indian families 
now resident in Alert Bay and find there are 136 children 
of school age and 85 of pre-school age. In addition to 
this there are 16 children of school age whose families are 
not permanent residents but live here roughly six months 
or the year, and their children attend school. These families 
have 9 children of preschool age. In regard to the permanent 
residents of school age, a tew of these children are now in 
the Residential School, but would be discharged and sent to 
the Day School if accommodation was provided. ‘this would 
make it possible to take other children into the Residential 
School trom outside villages where no school facilities are 
provided and where there are not sufficient to establish a 
permanent school, 


As we have been informed that considerable sums of 
money have been provided for schools in the re-habilitation 
plan, and as the school situation is such a serious matter, 
it would seem only right and proper that these funds should 
be made available at once in order that we can take advantage 
of this splendid opportunity to provide the needed buildings 
to properly educate our Indian children. 


If we could obtain the buildings referred to at a 
nominal cost and this plan worked out, we will have the 
needed schools and teacherage at half tne present day cost, 
and I hope the Department will use every effort to bring 


this about.

His letter of application for the funds dated March 
2nd last, forwarded to the Department, advised that the amount 
was required to carry out the following: - 


(1 Gravel the roads now cleared with the bull-dozer. 

(2) Bridge over springs opened up on Hill Street and 
establishing drainage as this flow will erode 
the street, if not controlled. 

{3} Clear school and playground site. 

(4 Burn all slash and debris, apparently including 
the bull-dozed stumps alongside the roads 
opened up. 


It will be noted that this is quite a different 
programme to that originally proposed for the amount asked 
for. While the Dominion Water and Power Branch will not be 
able to send a man up to Alert Bay for several months, accord- 
ing to Colonel Whyte of that Branch, the need for such an ex- 
amination still exists in the light of the foregoing. 


Agent Todd advised that the Nimpkish Band are now 
quite lukewarm about taking over Lot 1957 as an addition to 
their holdings and having the trespass situation cleared. 
From Agent Todd's letters, it would appear that they expect 
to secure the use of the land, ready for occupation, to take 
care of their overflow without any corresponding obligations.

I am enclosing herewith Branch file 27156-29 and 
would be pleased to have you examine the tabbed letters ond 
documents with reference to tne Alert Bay Industrial School 
Reserve on Cormorant Island. 


Chief Surveyor Robertson's memorandum of April 4th, 
1925 attached to e memorandum dated March 8th, 1979 contsins 
an aceurate report of the original minutes of decision with 
reference to the creation of the heserve and the history 
thereof is further outlined in a memor ndum by George Petrick 
dated April 4th, 1925 and a letter from C.H. Taggart, May 10th, 
1939. 


Our present problem is tust tne Nimpkish Band, whose 
Reserve Alert Bay Noel is presently overcrowded, eve expressed 
a desire to secure part of the Industrial School Keserve for 
nurposes of exnansion. The problem is further complicated by 
the fect thet during the years of operation of the Industrial 
School graduating stucents, who have been members of verious 
British Columbia Bands, have been permitted to build homes on 
& subdivided portion of the Industrial School Reservee 48 
ssid previously, this practice has been going on for a good 
many years now and in so far as we can tell there are et le st 
20 families of various Bands residing on a subdivision on the 
Industrial School heservee 


The Industrial School does not actually use or reouire 
more than a small portion of the Reserve's 412 acres and it 
has been suggested that the outcome to the present oroblem ould 
be to creste a new Band mace up of the various other Band members 
who ere residing on the Island together with eny Nimpkish "and 
members who might wish to transfer to the new Band and set aside 
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for the new Band the subdivided portion and suffictent 
additional land to provide for rexwsonable expansion in the 
future. In short, we ould like to create a new Reserve with 
sert of the Industrial School Reserve and set 1t aside for the 
use of a new Band. 


Our problem is whether this is possible. As you will 
note the original minute of cecision, setting apart the 
Industrial School Keserve, stated that the land wes to be for 
the Nimpkish Band but the original minute was amended setting 
apart tie property as "Alert Bay Industrial School Reserve", 
While the minute of cecision above mentioned was dated Mareh 10th, 
1891 it wes not until June 2lst, 1939 that title to the property 
was actually transferred from the Province of British Columbia 
to the Dominion, s copy of the Order in Council being hereunder 
tabbed "A", The said Order in Council conveys the property to 
the Dominion in trust for the use and benefit of the Indians of 
British Columbia, subject, however, etce, and it is the part 
following the words "subject, however," tast we are interested 
in at the moment. 


I would be glad if you woulda examine tie correspondence 
and the Order in Council and advise us on the following pointss 


l. Under the conditions contained in the Order in Council 
from the Province have we the right to set sside a portion 
of the Industrial Scnool Reserve for the use of any Band? 


2. If not, have we the right to purchsse a portion of the 
Industrial School Reserve as a reserve for a particular 
Band and deposit the purchase price in an account to the 
credit of the Indiens of British Columbla? 


Briefly, we can see no way out of our present ocifficulty 
unless we can create a reserve for a particular band anc while 
we feel that we probably have such right, there seems some question 
as to whether we can do so without reimbursing the Indians of 
British Columbia in general. I would be glad to have you consider 
the entire matter and let us have the benefit of your adavice.

The Royal Comminstion (1912-14), on being renimoted to declare a 
sartian of the land to be on Iniian reserve, replied that “Inag@uch 
sa the treet of land canprised in ti Industrial “chool Reserve at 
lert lay war alienated by the Province of Uritish Columbia and 
subsequently eequired by the Government of the Dominion of Canada 
rar school reserve, the Commisrion has no sttiority to constitute 
or confirm the whole or any portion thereto as an Inéien Reserve 
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mder the tems of the Agroement, the Dominion being the 
unquestionable owner of the prererty ond unhampered by the 
torms of the s-reemmt in dealing therewith in such manner os 
may enpear to the Dominion Government to beat eet the purposes 
of the purchase of the said lind, but that from whet the 
Sommissionear le rned at meetings with the Indians ot ert Bay, 
it seems to the Commimion that it ould bo richt and proper to 
secure in ocoupation tho Indiana who have, with the emasent or 
acquiescence of the Department of In‘ian \ffairs, made hones 
upon the seid treet of lan." 


It is not understood why the Royal Commission 
referred to the property as having been purchaned and to the 
Dominfon Goverment as being the “unquesti mable ommr" for 
neither our records nor t ore of the Province substantiate much 
statements. It is diffiqult to understand how tho Cowiwdesian 
were misinformed on this matter, ‘ut it now appears that they worm, 
md in view of the concluling remarks in the Comminsion's statemant,

particular Sand of Indiana. In emsequence the lend would fall »ithin 
the category of "Public Lands of the Dominion” Chap. 114 %.S. 1927 and 
subject to the consent of the Governor General in Council, the Dominion 
could, therefore, to quote the tems of the Provincial oc meyance 
"deal with the seid lend in such moner as they miy deem boast suited 
for the purpose of the Indians” without the necessity of scouring the 
convent of the Infimn given by way of a surrender of their interest.

Cormorant Ielend before any thoucht was given to offieially 
setting the land in question aside as a reserve and, in fact, 
according to Agent Told, the existance of the residential school 
is due to the fact that the first missionary to those Indi ana 
took up © pre-emption oidjacent to the then Indien holdines and 
leter curremiered hic richts to the pre-e tion on the understanding 
that «© sehool would be orened there. In abort, the Indiens vere 
ronereally loested in t is part of the island before the school was 
built ond 1% is not clowr why it ~ae thoucht neeorenry to sot saide 
the entire 412 acrea Tor achool mrnoses, thus overlooking the 
interests of the Indians who hed been residing in the area for 
sone time. 


In 1904 the Indien Avant requested that « portion of 
the 412 acre parcel be subdivided anf alloted to certain ox-pupils 
of the school who hed been permitted by the former \ont to settle 
on the land and followine approval by the Deportment a aml) survoyod 
subdivision was laid out. The question of insuin: Loeation Melkets 
for this subdivision was o »sidered ot thet date and riled out for 
the rennon that the land was not « reserve within tho meaning of the 
\ct Following the statenent of the Royal Commirceion of 191-14, 
concerning the etatus of this lend, the Department inatructed the 
Injien ent to “sive recognition af title in writing to each 
individual oceupant of land on this property". It was understood 
thet the regulated fom of Location Ticket win not to be iegued. 
In 1915 a portion of tho Reserve oxtending across the islan? and 
contiguous to the eartern Soundary was subdivided into lota of 
avproximately one «cre each, the new lotsa inelwiine, in so far ag 
orrible, the improvements and holdines inid out in the fomor 
sublivision. The new subdivision, comprising 40 lote and atreete 
covere! the same 90.25 acrer and is ss shown on Plan B.C. 299. 


You will recall that when the oroblem in question 
was considered sone years ago, we did sot view with fevour the idea 
of creating, to 911 intents and purposes, a new Band ~ade up of oxe 
pupils of the school and Indians of many tania. The o! jection was 
also rateo! that we would be establishing Indians on wll lote 2re 
they had no apparent meane of earning a livine reas, if they 
return to their own rerervos, they micht find ample land. 


Information secured sinee then hos clarified the 
nicture considersbly and we are now advirod t the subdivision is 
neither entirely populated by pupils nor sre they roatdentes fr 
laree mmber of other Sanda, arly recent list, sub itted by 
Agent Todd. revonla that of the 25 heads of frmilion residing on the 
subdivision the Band or \reney origin is as follows: Nimpkish - 10; 
Memalillikulla = 6; “wawkewlth - 5; “wicksutaineuk - lj Matilpi - 1; 
Taawataineuk - 1 an oo satminater - 1. In mort, close to one 
helf t @ residents are residente of the Nimpkish Sand who own land 
in the vicinity. 


hile it in true that certain ex-pupiis have settled in 
the subdivision, aa stated previously, ell residenta are not ex-pupils 
end while «cent Todd cen at length cive ressons why exepupils und 
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othere wish to settle there, the case of Simon Senns, who is not 

an oxepupil, is probably illustrative of the eoneral picture. 

Beans ie arparently an industrious Indian who, throuch hie fishing 
activitios, eared « considerable income yoarly while residont » ith 
other mambers of the Mamalillikulla Sand on their Resorve. However, 
Aue to the potlateh custom, as practised by the Rend, bie industry 
and subetontial sammings gained him next to nothing ench year. 
Realizing thie, he publically declared to hie Band that he was 
sivine up the custom and thereafter he and hie family were persecuted 
to such an extent thet he considered he vould oithor have to beeme 
enfrenchised or settle on ame other reserves I gother that he made 
amlicetion to reside on the subdivision on Cormor wnt Inland ond 
was granted permission tr » so and eirce then, throug: hie fishing 
notivities, he has within « few years boon oble to bulle a 6,000.00 
home ond purchase ao seine bot “or himeelf. 


cooling to Avent Toid there are many other Indiens 
in his Avaney who desire to cot away fron the potlatech custom but 
find themeelvee imable to do so while remaining on their reserve ond 
would be only tco willing to move to the Island if they wer ‘iven 
a lobe Tho mbdivision ie further desirable to the Indians eonerally 
in t et the ‘ich canaries ot Alert Bay on the Southern part of the 
Teland provide a ready ~arket for fiah or an o sortunity ‘or amploy=- 
ment and IT underetand thet all Intiens on the Teland earn thoir 
livelihood in the fishing industry. They ero not, mr sre likely to 
be, farmers m4 rermmire only su ficient land for « hme oni « garden. 


To Ninnkish Indimn, of vhom there ore ten presently 
living on the subdivision, have reserva almost adjacent to the 417 
aere reserve ond have seversl other reserves on the mainland but the 
fa 'iniond reserves 2 of little or no value to them end the joirty 
live on the Ieloend for they are onear 4 in the fishin industry or 
employed in the canaries. Their Carmorant Ielend Yeserve - Tir nkish 
*sporve Noe 1 = comprises only abeut 40 acres ond is actually too 
gmall and they noturslly l«*k to the subdivided area a8 an escapo 
from the over-crowded conditions on their Renerve. 


In ehort, the Department, by mbdividing the eres in 
the first inetonee ond permitting Iniiane of various janda to take up 
reaidence thereon, has itself created the problem now before ur and 
due to the neture of the improvements mode by the indianm on the 
mibdivision, it would be almost impossible ot t is date to damand 
that they leave. Furtiermore, within the p ot year or a0, the 
Yepartment haa built a new day school on the su livision to takm care 
of the reridents thereon. wwart fron the difficulty of stopping 
eottloment snd reverting the lund to ite former use there would anpesr 
to be no real reason to refuse to allow the community to crow, as it 
hae in the pact, by settlement of cithor exepupile or other responsible 
Iniiems who make application to reside there. Surely our aim in to 
eneourece Indians to make the beat posrible use of their ability ond 
edueation and if an Indien can make « better living on Cormorant Island 
then on hie former reserve, why sould he be refueed the opportunity 
particularly if he is opposed to the potlatech custom and ~ishes to 
wot away from ite It is considered that starting with «a surveyed 
subdivision «nd populating it with a group of Indians who are probably 
of averare intelligence and vho are ourning more than average waces, 
there is a fine opportunity to build up a motel community. 
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Solution 2: 


It has been proposed that to solve the difficulty 
presently existing, all that portion of the "Reserve" not required 
for the use of the Industrial School be set aside as a Resorve for 
the Nimpkish Band md that all present residents, who are not 
members of that Band, be pormitted to transfer thereto. The 
Nimpkieh Band has already passed a resolution that they are willing 
to take in all present non-member residents and I unierstand fran 
Agent Todd that the residents are juite willing to transfer to the 
Nimpkish Band. 


The proposal scens fair eough in that in the first 
inetence, if any Band has a ripht to the land in question, it would 
be the Nimpkish Sand, snd in the socond place, the Reserves provided 
for the Nimpkigh Band on the mainland are not as suitable for the 
means of livelihood as is the No. 1 Reserve on Comorant Island 
which is too gall to accormodete them. 


It appears to the writer that there are two porsible 
means of achievine *he desired end and while ons of the said methods 
presents many advantages over the othor, it is proposed to mention 
both. 


In the first instance, the Minute of Decision, 
approved on March 10th, 1691, set apart the 410 acres as "Alert Say 
Industrial School Reserve” and in the norm course of events it may 
be assumed, I think, tat the Provincial Government should have 
conveyed title to the Dominion for purposes of « school reserve snd 
not in trust for eecossee-- the Indians of the Province of British 
Colutbia” as provided in the 1939 conveyance. ‘The actual conveyance 
of title was for an entirely different purpose than that for which 
the land was originally set aside and while it ie possible that the 
Provincial authorities thought that as the school served Indime 
generally, the designation “for the Indians of Sritish Columbia” 
was quite in order, nevertheless, for administration purposes there 
is a world of difference and it is sutmitted that the Province had 
no right or autiority to alter the original purpose for which the 
land was set aside amd certainly not without first securing the oonsent 
of the Dominion Goverment. 


In short, therefore, it ie possible that the Provincial 
Conveyance, in so far ae it recites "in trust for the Indians of the 
Province of British Columbia” was ultra vires of the Province and if 
that were the ease it would follow, I believe, that the Dominion would 
take title subject to a trust to use the land for the pur-ose for 
witch it was originally set aside by the 1491 Minute of Decision <- 
that is, for purnoses of an Industrial “ehool. 


If the foregoing opinion is sound in law and we cen, 

I asmme, declare that part not being used by the school as surplus 
which would have the effect of retransferring title to the Province who 
have the reversionary interest. Doubtless it could be arranged with 
the Provines that, if we were to declare the land surplus for school 
purposes, we would have the first opportunity to repurchase it as a 
reserve for the Nimpkish Sand and, as you are aware, under our present 
arrangement with the Province, we got much land at helf price. While 
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this method might regult in securing the land fairly cheaply, 
there are two objcetions to it, the first being that the Province 
might not view with favour our attempt to prove that their 
conveyance was incorrect. As you are aware, we cut the commercial 
timber on this property within the past few years, realizing 
several thousand dollars therefrom and if the true status of the 
property was determined to be school lands, we would have an 
awkward time explaining what right we had to cut and sell all the 
Commercial timber. 


It is considered that if the Department viewed the 
proposal of \gent Told and the Indians with favour, the simplest 
mothod of brining it into effect wuld be to accept the Provincial 
¢@nveyance ae sound in lew, which it of course may be, and simply 
exercise our ripht thereunder to sell the land or any portion thereof 
and ®posit the proseeds to the eradit of the Indians of ‘%ritiah 
Columbia - thet is, sell it on behalf of the Indians of Britigh 
Columbia and purchase it ourselves to be set aside as « reserve for 
the Nimpkiesh Bani. There would, of course, be no actual sale but 
merely an Order in Council setting out that the interest of the 
Indians of British Columbia in the said lands was being extinguished 
by the payment of so many dollars and thet the land was hereby 
declared to be set apart for the use of the Nimpkish Sand. 


Before carrying into effect any such proposal it 
would, of course, be necessary to first ascertain the requirements of 
the school and «ls#o be certain as to whether any arrangement we may 
have ith the school] authorities is contrary to our proposal. In 
the secon! place, it would be necessary to accortain what rate per 
acre gould be paid for this land. “hile Agent Todd has miggested 
$5.00 an acre as being all thet it is worth, now that the timber 
has been taken off it, I doubt very much whother this figure could 
be accepted as being « fair price and we would have to be fairly 
certain that vhatever price was paid would stand up to any oritician 
that might be levelled against us by some of the Indian organizations 
for disposing of the land too cheaply. It is possible that there 
may be some Provincial Crown land on the Ialand and that we might 
seoure information as to general land values from the Province. 


If the proposal is approved and directian is given 
to arrange the purdiase of this land at a fair price, it will, of 
course, have to make provision for the mmey in the supplementary 
estimates for this year and a decision, one way or the other, should 
be secured at as carly « date as ia possible.

Re: Alert Bay Industrial School Reserve 


Your attention is directed to Mr. Brown's 
memorandum to the Superintendent of Reserves and Trusts 
hereunder. 


After many controversial years, 1891 to 1939, 
during which the legal ownership of the portion of Cormorant 
Island occupied by the Alert Bay Industrial School and certain 
Indians resident thereon, an agreement was reached with the 
Province pursuant to which the actual legal title was conveyed 
to the Crown Dominion in trust for the Indians of British 
Columbia, together with a conveyance of the right to deal 
with the property in such manner as would best serve the 
Indians and with specific permission to sell it and use the 
proceeds for the benefit of B.C. Indians. 


This settlement, achieved by long and tedious 
negotiation with the Province, should not, in the judgment 
of the writer, be disturbed for any reason, technical or 
otherwise. The trust imposed by the document of conveyance 
(B.C. Order in Council No. 821 of June 21, 1939) conferred 
on the Dominion Government not only the right to deal with the 
property but to sell it and to use the prsesete for the benefit 
of the Indians of B.C. This it is submitted gives us full 
and ample authority to carve out of the lands conveyed to us 
the land eosuessy required for school purposes and continue 
to use it as such. 


The conditions of the trust are also broad 
enough to enable the Federal Government to transfer a sum of 
money properly representing the value of the balance of the 
lands which are surplus to school needs to a Trust Account 
to be used in the discretion of the Superintendent General 
to promote the interestsof B.C. Indians in general, leaving 
the said balance of the lands free from the trust to be disposed 
of by the Superintendent General as he sees fit. 
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The said balance could then be transferred 
to the Nimpkish Band as an additional Reserve on such terms 
as the Superintendent General may approve. Such terms should 
be that the Nimpkish Band agrees to accept into its Band 
membership all Indians presently resident on the said lands 
and should agree to allot to such resident Indians the actual 
land and improvements which they presently enjoy, in order 
that location tickets may be issued to them in accordance 
with the terms of the Act, any residue of the land to be 
retained in Band ownership, subject to its right to allot 
it from time to time to Band members, as provided by the Act. 


This arrangement, if approved, would necessitate 
(a) an appraisal of the value of the lands surplus to school 
requirements, and (b) a vote by Parliament of the sum of money 
representing the cash value of the lends. 


When the money had been voted and deposited in 
a Trust Account for the B.C. Indians qenerelty, then by Order 
in Council the lands could be constituted an Indian Reserve 
for the Nimpkish Band and the necessary Band transfers and 
issue of location tickets effected. 


It is suggested and recommended that an appreisal 
be made by Commissioner Arneil and Indian Agent Todd and that 
such appraisal be accepted as the value of the lands and the 
required sum be included in the Estimates so that the arrange- 
ment herein suggested can be carried out. 


The above recommendations are respectfully 
submitted for approval.

Whether 
this could be done would, of course, depend on funds being 
available and the matter is submitted to you on that basis. 


I do not consider that manual training is being 
carried out on too large a scale at this school considering 
the pupilage.

Attached please find correspondence received from 
Rev. S. J. Wickens, Principal of St. Michael's Indian 
Residential School, Alert Bay, in which he is requesting 
the Department to increase the grant to the Manual Training 
Instructor, 


At the present time the Department is giving a grant 
of $480.00 a year towards the Manual Training Instructor's 
salary. From Principal Wickens' letter it would appear the 
School is supplementing this amount $20.00 a month, and the 
present salary now stands at $720.00 per year. 


It is also noted that Mr. Wickens suggests his salary 
be increased to $75.00 per month, plus his room and board. 


Personally, I do not think this is enough. As this 
is one very important phase of our training I feel the 
Department should assume the full responsibility of the 
salary and I do not think that it is possible to obtain the 
services of a satisfactory Manual Training Instructor unless 
he receives a salary sufficient to attract him to the position. 


In my opinion he should receive $100.00 a month, plus 
his room and board. We should have a highly trained instructor 
to fill this position, and unless we are prepared to pay a 
fair wage we will not be able to obtain a satisfactory in- 
structor. I.also believe the appointment of this Manual 
Training Instructor should be the responsibility of our 
School Inspector. In view of the above I wish to make the 
following recommendations: 


(1) The Indian Affairs Branch establish a salary of 
$100.00 a month plus room and board for the Manual Training 
Instructor.

Inspector Davey in his Teport on our School was not 

bh the work being done by our Manual Training Instructor 
and recommended that a Change should be made. I, too, had previously 
decided that more efficient instruction of our boys’ in woodwork was 
highly desirable. The present occupant of this position was appoint- 
ed during the war years when competent instructors were not available. 
He has done his best, but I grant that now it is not good enough. 


However, if we are to attract a more competent man ag 
Instructor, I think we should offer more than $60.00 per month. I 
am now looking for a man that will produce work more satisfactory 
to ourselves and the Inspector. I would strongly recommend that the 
grant be increased so that I may offer $75.00 per month to a qualified 
Instructor. We are all aware of the emphasis that the Department is 
Tightfully Placing on the training of our boys in Carpentering, and, 
I think it is generally agreed that the salary should be more commen- 
surate to the efficiency demanded. 


I feel that when the adverse Teport on our Manual Train- 
ing Department is studied by Ottawa, they will insist on a change 
being made, and I believe they will favourably consider an increase 
such as I have suggested.

Kecarding the recommendation of Jr. Todd that 
the Meanual Training Instructor be appointed by the depart- 
mental School Inspector, I should lie to point out that 
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it is impossible for me to do my regular work of 
inspection and at the same time make contacts in 

view of filling vacancies in the Residential Schools, 
nd I do not consider thet the vepartment's policy 

with regard to this should be chenged, at least 

until another inspector is appointed for this district. 

At present the Department reviews appointments to 

such positions and bases the salery grent on the 
quélificetions of the instructor. It is my opinion 
that this is the only practical manner of handling the 
problem at the present time.

This 1s quite an inadeyuate supply of milk for the 
use of the pupils, Milk should form one of the main items 
of diet, @earecially for the younger ohildren, and you should 
take up with the Principal the matter of obtaining a sufficient 
number of good milch cows to supply the pupils with an adequate 
supply of milk each day. 


Owing to the emall quantity of milk at presont 
produoed, it should be used for the benefit of the pupils, 
imd none should be sold.

I have the honour to place before you for your con- 
sideration the necessity of providing the proposed new school 
at Alert Bay with sufficient dairy and farm stock to make 
possible reasonably economical operation of this plant. 


At present we have the following stock: 


(a) Five milk cows; two of which I believe are suffering 
from contagious abortion and which I think will be slaughtered 
at the next visit of the veterinary inspector. 


(b) Six calves of scrub variety, ranging from a few months 
to heifer age. 


(c) Two hogs, both of which will be butchered inside of 
a month. 


(4a) A very nondescript and ancient flock of hens. 


Dr. Frank, the veterinary inspector for the Federal 
Department of Agriculture, strongly recommended on his last visit 
that the new school adopt the policy of having a pure bred herd, 
Jersey type by preference. He chose this particular breed on 
account of the availability of animals in the Comox district and 
@lso on account of the fact that the Jersey is a reasonably small 
eater, which factor would be of great importance at Alert Bay 
where practically all feed and hay is shipped in. 


I estimate that we will require at least ten milking 
cows to handle the pupilage at the new school and it will also 
be necessary that accommodation should be provided for this herd. 
The inspector's report forwarded to you some time azo by our Dr. 
Westgate will give you information regarding the present barns 
and dairy equipment.

straw, hay or other material, placed in the space assigned for them, or used for feeding the stock, or otherwise; and 
second party also assumes all risk of damage which may be sustained by reason of any delay in such transportation, and 
all risk of escape or larceny of any portion of said stock, and all loss or damage from any cause or thing not resulting 
from the wilful negligence of the Company or its agents.

delivered by the Company.

Early in April of the current year, I asked 
for an accountable cheque for $200.00 to complete the 
land cleering operations at the Alert Bay Residential 
School. This was supplementary to the work that had 
been done during the last fiscal year, 


I am enclos ng a statement in duplicate show- 
ing receipts and expenditures and also my cheque for 
$36.30 being the unexpended balance, 


In connection with the receipts, it will be 
noted that there is an amount of $44.70 in favor of 
Marshall-Wells for equipment. In explanation of this, 
I may say that all the stumps from the piece of land 
which I was having cleared had been pulled with our big 
stumping machine, but this machine was alto ether too 
slow and heavy to be used for piling the stuff, and it 
was intended to use the School tractor to gather the 
stuff up, and it was necessary in order to pile it to 
purchase a light wire and two blocks. 1 made an arrange- 
ment with Mr. Anfield by which the School agreed to do 
this piling for the consideration that this equipment 
would be turned over to them, and as the labor woulda 
have amounted to considerably more than the equipment, 
I considered the bargain a good one on both sides,

I may say that the Principal has just completed 
the purchase of four new cows from Kingcome Inlet, but In- 
Spector Barry during his recent visit to Alert Bay consid- 
ered that even these would not provide sufficient milk for 
the needs of the School. I understand that you will hear 
from the Inspector himself on this matter. 


Regarding the bull, the one that they have I am 
sorry to say, was badly neglected after it was first bought, 
and does not show itself to be as well bred an animal as 
the pedigree shows, but they have had it now for six years 
and it is time they had a change, and I would recommend that 
authority be given me to dispose of the present one and pur- 
chase a new one for the use of the School. They would pre- 
fer, however, a Guernsey this time instead of a Jersey.

There are 2 horses, 2 fairly good Guernsey cows 
6 and 5 years). The remainder of the cows are in my opinion 
crubs and quite useless. They are 3 Holstein cows (8, 8 and 
earé ola). 3 poor grade cows not milking. There is a 
ernsey calf (4 months). ‘The school has a Jersey bull, 5 
ears old. This bull ought to be exchanged. 
Two cows have died suddenly in the last three months. 
There are 30 old hens and 3 ducks. 


When I was at the school only four cows were milking. 
This gave about 16 gallons per day, which was not enough to 
Bupply the kitchen. Milk by the case is bought from Vancouver 
as required. The children, except in the few cases mentioned 
above, were not having any milk to drink. 


I explained to the Principal that I did not like this 
state of things, as the children of the coast were, as he knew, 
subject to 7.B. The result of this little talk was that the 
Principal immediately went to Kingcome Inlet and bought four 
new cows. This will increase the milk yield by 10 gallons per 
day, and will allow for a cup of milk daily for Junior and 
Intermediate children.

In connection with the live stock, Inspector 
Barry states that at least six Guernsey R. 0. P. cows 
and a bull be obtained before next September. He 
further states that the majority of the present cows 
should be cleared off the farm before the new ones 
arrive. The Department feels that you recognize the 
importance of an adequate milk supply at all residential 
schools and it is, therefore, hoped that your Society 
will make the necessary arrangements for the purchase 
of the cows suggested by our inspector. For your 
information, I quote the following from Mr. Barry's 
report:- "I do not believe that the cows are being 
properly fed. They are certainly not being properly 
bedded, as only a small Quantity of leaves is used in 
place of the required straw".

The Principal of St. Michael's Residential School 
has drawn attention to the need of a new bull for the 
Sehool farm at Alert Bay.

Inquiries have been made as to the Guernsey stock 
available in the Fraser Valley, and as a result of re- 
plies received, Mr. Indian Agricultural Agent Caldwell 
visited two farms to look over the animals for sale. 
There are only two Guernsey bulls available at present, 
and of these the eleven months old bull at Mr. Ross 
Peers' farm, Sardis, B.C. is considered the most suit- 
able, and should funds be available I would recommend 
the nurchase of this animal. The rrice of this bull 
is $120.90 f.o.b. farm, and the approximate cost of 
transportation from Sardis to Alert Bay is $25.00.

o from Principal Anfield,of the Alert Bay Indian Residential 
School, through the office of the Indian Agent, for a Holstein 
bull to replace the purebred Guernsey bull purchased by the 
Department in 1938. This animal died a few weeks ago from an 


undetermined cause. 


Although this office recommended the purchase of 
the Guernsey bull supplied in 1938, I was not aware at the time 
that it was not the policy to extend such assistance to Indian 
Residential School farms. In this particular case, the stock is 
raised at Alert Bay to provide milk, beef and milk products for 
the children end staff. Instruction in stock raising and agricul- 
tural pursuits is not given to any extent at the School, as the 
Indian children are mostly from Reserves where the Indians are 
eagaged in the fishing and lumbering industries. 


Unless it is the established policy of the Department 
to assist in the maintenance of cattle at Residential Schools 
where stock is raised to provide food for the School, it is con- 
sidered the school should be required to provide a suitable 
animal from school funds. 


The cost of a well-bred Holstein bull calf would be 
approximately $150.00.

At the close of last term, five pupils from this School were 
promoted by the Provincial and Federal School Inspectors to Gade 1X. 
Three of these pupils, Flora Eleanor Hanuse, #0336, age 16 years; 
Beatrice Rose BSdwards, #0271, age 15 years; and Charlie Jefferson 
Brown, #490, age 16 years, have applied to continue their studies 
in Grade 1X. All three have proved admirable pupils, of good char- 
acter, and have a definite purpose in wishing to take further studies. 
The two girls both wish to train as nurses eventually and Charlie will 
be taking charge of a large general store when he gets older. 


In conversation with Inspector Barry and also with the Provincial 
Inspector, Mr. J.2. Manning, I suggested the advisability of allowing 
these pupils to attend the Alert Bay Superior School, in order to give 
them contact with white children in their Grade 1X course. I am con- 
vinced that if Indian children taking advanced courses are to succeed, 
they must take these courses in the environment of white schools.

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I, Beatrice Rose Edwards, pupil of St.Michael's Residential 
School, Alert Bay, make oath and says 


“My father and mother are both dead. My mother’s sister married 
&@ man by the name of Albert Edwards, and when my mother died I lived 
with my father for a little while and then my auntie and her husband 
took me. Then I came to school, and have been in school ever since, 
but went home for holidays last summer. 


Albert Edwards is a lighthouse keeper at Massett. The lighthouse 
is quite a distance from where they live, and as he has not been very 
well my auntie told me to go with him to the lighthouse to see that he 
would be alright. When we were going to and from the lighthouse he 
tried all the time to make love to me, but I didn't like it and he 
didn't do anything more. I used to try to get someone else to go with 
me because I didn't like to be alone with him. He never liked me to 
Play with other boys and girls all summer, and I didn't have a happy 
time on my holiday because I was always a little bit afraid of him. 


I don't want to go back to Massett this summer because I feel 


that he will want me to do things which I do not want to do and I am 
afraid of him.* 


I state that the above statement is true and of the same force 
and effect as though taken under the @anada Evidence Act.

Dear Sir,- 


On July 7th last Principal Anfield of St .Michael's 
School came to me accompanied by Beatrice Rose Edwards, pupil of 
the school, and asked for the Department's assistance in respect 
to the future of this girl. After Mr.Anfield had discussed the 
whole matter privately with me, I then discussed her problem with 
the girl herself, and in view of the disclosures made to me I took 
the attached statement from her and am forwarding it to you seek- 
ing your advice, 


For your information, this pupil has now passed her 
Grade X in the Superior Public School at Alert Bay, the Department 
having paid her tuition fees during the past two years, and she has 
been living at the Residential School. ‘This year we had a very ex- 
cellent report from the school on her work and conduct, and it is 
her ambition to continue her studies and eventually train for the 
nursing profession. The Principal of the Superior School reports 
on her as follows; “Her English is fair to good; in all other sub- 
jects she is good. She has the intelligence to carry her along to 
University entrance.” I therefore feel the Department should give 
every assistance to this child in her efforts to make something out 
of herself. 

You will please note that both her father and mother 
are dead, and that she lived with an aunt for a short time before 
being put into the Residential School at an early age, and she has 
been in the school ever since. The Principal informs me the living 
conditions in her aunt's home where she has been going for holiday 
periods are not of the best, and it was for this reason that Beatrice 
did not wish to return there this year, and was permitted to remain in 
the school. 

Beatrice informs me that she has had a letter from 
Albert Edwards, stating that unless she comes home immediately he 
will come to Alert Bay and forcibly take her out of the school, and 
ae the Statement discloses that the girl is afraid of this man, who 
is not a blood relation, I feel the Department should definitely 
appoint someone as her legal guardian until she is twenty-one years 
of age, so that she will not have to return to Massett and her aunt 
and her husband will have nothing further to do with her. At present 
of course Mr.Anfield is representing the Department as her legal 
guardian. Beatrice informs me Mr.Gillett baptized her about 1925 
when he was indian Agent at Massett, and that in all probability 
he would know whether Albert Edwards and her aunt ever took out 
legal adoption papers for her. This case is a pathetic one and I 
feel requires the sympathetic attention of the Department. 


The reason I am taking this up direct with you rather 
than with her own indian Agent, Mr.Phillips is to get quick action 
in view of the fact that thie man Albert Edwards stated he was com- 
ing to Alert tay and forcibly take out of the shool if she did not 


return home 
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return home, and the mail service between Alert Bay and Massett 


is very slow and intermittent. lf you could give us instructions 
that this girl must remain in the School under Principal Anfield's 


guardianship until her future is definitely decided, it would be 
appreciated very much.

Dear Sir: 


I have your letter of the 1°th instant, 
with reference to Beatrice Rose Edwards. 


In view of the information contained 
in the letter from Incian Agent Todd, it has been 
decided to allow this girl to remain in the Alert Pay 
School for another year. 


Our records indicate that this girl is 
now 17 years of age, and it will not be possible to 
consider keeping her in the Alert Bay School as a erant- 
earning pupil for an indefinite period. It is noted 
that her home conditions are not suitable. I think you 
will agree that the time will come when we must dis- 
charge her from the residential school as far as paying 
grant for her is concerned. However, as stated above, 
she may remain for the acadenic year 1941-49, but her 
case should be reviewed again early in June, 1942. 


I doubt the advisability of spending funds 
in allowine this zirl to proceed further with hicher 
education. Our experience shows that even when Indian 
girls obtain considerably hizher stending than this 
zirl has, it is extremely difficult for them to find 
employment except in our own work, and at times even 
this is very difficult.

Michael's school, Beatrice Bdwards 
being one, who would remain on the roll of that school but attend 
the alert Bay Provincial School for academic instruction in high 
school grades. 


the case of seatrice Edwards has been discussed in de- 
tail with Inspector sarry and both he and I are of the opinion 
that this girl should not be permitted to return at present to 
Massett. J would recommend, therefore, that the Department per- 
mit her to remain a per capita drawing pupil of the St. Michael's 
Residential School for the next academic year, whether or not it 
may later be possible to authorize the high school fees for her 
continued education at the alert say Provincial School.

Dear Sir: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 9th instant with 
reference to Beatrice Rose Edwards, a pupil of the St. Michael's 
Indian Residential School. 


The case as presented by you has been discussed in de- 
tail with Inspector Barry who has drawn my attention to the De- 
partmental circular letter 150-57 dated March 50, 1957, copy of 
which is no doubt on your files. Paragraph 3 of the above cir- 
cular reads as follows: 


“Orphans and children of destitute parents should not be 
allowed summer holidays unless arrangements can be made 
for their care when away from the school. ‘his provision 
has special application to girls from twelve to sixteen 
years of age. xtreme care should be exercised in the 
case of pupils whose homes are distant from the school. 
Unless special safeguards concerning their return can be 
taken, holidays should not be granted.” 


As both parents of Beatrice Edwards are dead and as 
it appears from your report that Mr. Anfield considers conditions 
in the home to which she has usually gone for holidays unsatis- 
factory, the Department's instructions as quoted above must be 
considered to cover this case. 


I do not consider that Albert Edwards has any right 
to the custody of the girl in question and you should instruct 
mr. Anfield not to permit the return of the girl to Massett but, 
on the contrary, to arrange for her safe accommodation with the 
other children remaining at St. Michael's during the vacation, 
until the wishes of the Department can be ascertained.

#582, Edwin Newman are concerned this will have to be left 
entirely to the Department to decide as I am not in a position 
to recommend one way or another. 

In respect to Alfred Scow #611,I am most anxions 
that this boy go on with his studies, he is the son of 
Chief William Scow of the Kwicksutaineuk Band of this 
Agency and will some day take his fathers place at the 
head of his people. His father is an ex- 41 of the 
Residential School here and one of the best and 
most reliable Chiefs we have in the Agency. This lad is 
bright with a good back ground, and any money the 
Department spend on his education will I think, be returned 
many times over. 

I strongly recommend his application

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Memorandum of an inquiry into the cause and circumstances of the death of 
Kewere Nowa , Pupil No. G30 
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INSTRUCTIONG 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, thé-Pringipal is required to inform the 
Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shal! convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil's 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 
ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.
